In tracing Its history, we 
find such to be comparatively the beginning, the perfection and the 
annihilation of the organixation called the Twenty-fourth New York 
Battery. In October, 1861, a handful of Perry Imys enlisted lii the 
service of the United States at Artillerymen. To this nucleus was 
gradually added recruits, until finally, in December, 1808, St was a 
complete Six Gun Battery, of 125 men. How it worked, and what it 
did daring its eventful career, from ha entnuica io its exit, k told la 
the following pagea. 

A warm Spring day waa April 20th, 1804 ; the enemy came in over- 
powering nnmbera, the Company waa captured, and rilently, gradu- 
ally, the members of the organlsatkm paned away, until a little rem- 
nant waa moatared oat of servloe, at Albany, ia tbo Spring of 1800.

Wherever in this boi>k a Personal Sketch is not full, it 
oc*curred from onr being unable to obtain information.

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It will be noticed that in the " Personal Sketches,'' 
there 18 no mention of a large nninlier of reductions «»f* 
Non-Commii^ioiie<l f)ffl<*ers4. 

The Hattery pa88ed through wveral changcM of orgnn- 
ixatton, and of administration. As a mle, differences of 
opinions and personal considerations, ii^flnenced and 
hronght about these reductimis. 

At the time of the Mutiny, and at other times, Non- 
commissioned Officers asked to l)e reduced. Only in two 
or three cascii of reduction, are we aware that there was 
any reHccti(»n ni^on the soldierly qualities of the officer 
reduced. 

8|»ace could not Ix) spared to give a detailed history of 
each case — allowing Iwth sides of the story to be told — 
in this book. 

The writer trusts and believes that the surviving mcm- 
Ixjrs of the Iljittery will understand these remarks ; and 
that they will consider these reasons anqde f«>r not reviv- 
ing questions of differences, by particularizing those 
reductions. 

Tliere were indeed few letl to whom the Circular letter 
ccndd lie addressed, but th<»se who did res^iond gave wt^ 
much valuable information.

Lef, .Iat E., rnptnin. — In the full of IS^il, Mr. Ixhj, a 
joniig aiid ^ncceftsful lawyer of Perry, conviin^cd tlmt 
more men wci-c iiewlccl in our anny, detcrmincil to oflur 
liiA gervice8 to tlie Government. Upon invcftti^tiiip tlie 
tacticH of the dlficrcnt hrandicft of the fter%*iee, lie Bcleet- 
ed the artillery, aH that most needed and nuiftt desirable. 
Together with Mr. Wyckoff, he wt alniut )nterc»tin*r tlie 
young men of tlie place, in organizing a comi>any whieli 
shonld rcpre«ent that town and vicinity in the great (con- 
flict. 

Abont fifty men signed a declaration to join the «>ni- 
]>any, Imt from some caiii«c, when they were called n|K)n 
to proceed to Bnffalo and mnKter in, only abont twenty 
res|K>nded. These consolidated with other squads from 
different towns, and formed a company, of which Mr. 
T^ee was elected captain. lie was mustered into the ser- 
vice October 86tli, 1861, and commissioned as captain in 
the ^Rocket BatUlion,^ December 9th, 1961. Soon 
after he was commissioned, the people of Perry, appre- 
ciating his efibrts and ability, presented him with a 
purse, an acoonnt of which is given in the ^ Wyoming 
Times^ of February 7th, 186S, as follows :

IIo v^m aliui in coininand of tlic Itattery at 
the ftecond attack on New Deme, N. V. 

While in tlio service, he wm attacked with a severe 
heniorrha;^ of the Inn^, the rennlt of expognro and over 
exertion, which niifortnnate event coniiKjUed hini to re- 
td<;n hit) connniiMtion, w*hile stationed at J'lynionth, N. C, 
fliine 13, 1H63. Tho fidlowing letter w*afl read to the 
Itattery, after his resignation had l>ecn accepted:

••To rn% Mkmhbiis of thr TwicHTT-rouMTu X. Y. Battkhy : 

•• I fan no longer aildns«a you an *' my mm," or " fellow mildliTH,"

Statea, and anndcra my connertlon with tlie dear old Twenty fourth. 
I n^grvt exceeflini^ly that I cannot aee yon all airaln. and pay ffood bye 
with my own voice, and irive each a parting irraap of the hand. When 
I left you laat Thmaday, I had already prepared my reaiipiation. ami 
did not ex|N*rt to retnm, and It made roe fpol very badly to come away 
without aayinir ifood bye ; but I could not ; my realirnation had not 
lieen acted upon, and wo have all learned that nothing ia certain in 
military mattera but unoertainty. I had no riicht to take it for irranted 
that it wcmld bo accepted, ao I was obliged to leave in alloDce, aa I did. 
My motives and netioos eaonoi be mieeonatrued, however, I trust n«» 
one of you will be so ungeoerous ss lo think I desired to steal away 
ffom 701. 

*• One of my itfV'Steat w' n w t s al leavinir the aervSee ia, that I cannot 
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in penion take my leave of von. and afmiire rarli one of my liiffh re- 
mirtl and lantintf attachment. As it in. let me nmy that there \n not a 
man in the Battery who )iafi not a firm hnUl on my memory and h<*art. 
I shall constantly carry with me the de<*peflt interent and anxiety for 
the Battery, and every individual menilN'r of it ; and not cmly while 
you are in the ■ervlco, hut as hmtf aH you or 1 nhall live. If lenffth of 
yenm is g'iven me or you, 1 know that in aHer life when we me«?t. 
wann and earnest will 1m> our words of frretstinfr. and a thrill of pleaM- 
ure will follow the ht^rty irrasp of our hands. I have not only de<*p 
|H*nional attachment for all of you. but 1 am proud «if y«Mi as an orin^n- 
irjition. If 1 was to n^mnin in the service I should want no other 
f*<imroand. Nothing wonld tempt mo from ytm. My ambition has 
not lieen for promotion, but to make you thorough or efficient ioldiefv. 
In that I trust I have succee<le<l. I sinc<*n*ly believe that in all the 
armies of the ITnitiHl Htates. there cannot 1h» found an orfraniiatioa 
b«*ttpr fltte<l t«» do thorough and earnest work for its country, than th« 
Twi nty-fourth New York Battery. I am not Pt» vain, however, as Ut 
take to myself all the credit for this; I have had able and willinir 
asMistanoe In my officers, from highest to lowest, and above all, I haw 
hail intelliffent, honorable, maidff men to (rovem and Instruct. No 
other or^nisation of like sixe in the army can boast a tithe of the 
Intel lifrence» education, and bi^h-tonf*d manliness and moral charac- 
ter this oom|iany contains. Under such circumstancva I had shown 
mysi'lf but ]Hiorly fitted for the* imsition I have had. If now, I had mit 
a Imttery to bo proud of. I have biHin proud of my command, and 
shall let no opportunity ffo nnlmproved of boasting of It when I am 
liome among you and my friends. 

" This, at least ought to be granted mo, as I have no deeds of valor, 
&c., to boast of. Of my reasons for resigning my position and leaving 
you, there can scarcely bo any necessity of speaking. I presume If 
was not unlooked for by any one, certainly not by those who wore 
familiar with my physiod condition. For more than a year I have 
been nnllt for military servico, and I considered It my duty to resign 
a position whose duties I could not perform. The officers who remain 
are tri^ and true. Yon know them well, and, I bellere, bnvn fM 
confidence In Ihum. U|iun yon, I know Ihey rely.

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The Hnttcry went tliroii^li many cliangc^, and Capt. 
I.«ce waK not alwayfl ]ioi>ii!ar. In WaHliintrton, D. i\. 
March, 1S02, ho waH trietl li«3foro court martial, on fH!venil 
HiargCH, but was honorably acquitted. Still, wo think 
that oven those who did not acconl with hirt views and 
decisions, would admit that he was an able and ctticictit 
officer; and at the time lie rcsip^cd, the IJattery w:i> 
one of the finest appearing and best drilled batteries in 
that department. He was brevctted major and lieuten- 
ant colonel of United States Volunteers, for **pdljint 
and meritorious conduct," and also received a connnis- 
sion as brovct lieutenant colonel of New York Voliui 
teers. Soon after his discharge from scr>ice he visited 
tho Western Territories, California and the Sandwich 
Islands, for the purpose of benefitting his health. In 
January, 1800, he roc*eived an ap]K)intmcnt on the st^ill' 
of (iovenior Fenton, with rank of lieutenant ci»lonel, 
and was assigne<l to duty as military agent for the Stntc 
of New York, at Washington. 

He is at present at Jacksonville, Fla., where he ii^ 
practicing law. 

Caov, L. a.. Captain. — Enlisted in Hamlin, Monroe 
Co., X. Y., in October, 1801, and upon the organization 
of the Battery, was mustered in as its second lieutenant. 
He remained in active servic*e until December, 1 804, rising 
to the rank of captain. Ue participated in every battlt* 
in which tlie Battery was engaged, evincing the qualitie»i 
«if Uie good soldier. In entering tho anny he was actu- 
ated by a noble patriotism that led him to make great 
p^faonal and domestic sacrifices, with obeerftil alacrity.

tlioronplily eoinprclieiulliig the mijrlity i^HUes of the long 
Htniggle ; he nhvays Imcl a stiiticli fuitli in the integrity 
of the faUBe, and an nnwaveriiig conlidenee in its ulti- 
mate* triumph. 

lie was a faithful and diligent officer, with a quick 
nppi-eciation of the fidelity of the humhlest memlier of 
the iJattery ; and a jn»t pride in the intelligence, pMKi 
ili:>cipline and Rplendid ap])earance of hig command, lie 
wju* captured in .the battle of Plymouth, and suffered 
the rigor» of pritH>n life, until early in Octolwr, 18W, 
when he escaped, while epi nntte from Charleston to Co- 
lumhia, 8. C. 

After a weary ex])cricnce in the swamiis, forests and 
mountains of the South, he reacheil the Fnion lines at 
Stniwberr)- Plains, in East Tennessee. His health was 
considerably impaired by the hardslii|)s and exiHisure ho 
had undergone ; and there being but a fragment of the 
Battery for duty, he was induced to resign his com- 
mission. 

His health continued to fail, and though his strung 
love of an active and useful life, and the devotion of an 
affectionate wife and cliildren, furnished the most power- 
ful motives for living, his hitherto tireless energies were 
destined to succumb to the fatal force of disease. He 
died on the 8th day of November, 1865, at Waterford, 
Orleans Co., N. Y. 

Hastimos, Gkoror S., First Lieut — In the autumn of 
1801, he removed from Oswego to Perry ,N. Y., wliere he 
engaged in the practice of law, until August, 186S. In 
common with thousands of patriotic young men, he then 
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believed that duty called liiiii to hi8 countrj^s service, 
lie accordingly procured authority to recniit for the 
Twenty-fourth New York Battery, then known as Bat- 
tery " B,** of the " Rocket Battalion.'' Among the 
pioneer recniits who gave him clieerful and patriotic co- 
operation, were Mason C. Smith, Phares Shirley, Oliver 
Williams, William S. Camp, Charles Dolbecr, and 
J. W. Merrill. 

The work of enlistment was sharp, short and decisive; 
commencing in earnest on the 25tli of August, and 
receiving a strong impetus at a puhlic meeting held in 
Perry, on the evening of the following day. In the 
same week sixty-four young men had enlisted ; sixty «»f 
whom were jtccepted and mustered in at Buffalo, on 
August 30, 18W. Shortly afterwards, the detachment, 
numl>cring about seventy, joined the battery, in North 
Carolina. lietuming to Perry to make necessary and final 
arrangements to follow his comrades, after a brief interval, 
he joined the command at Newport barracks. In March, 
1808, the Battery was ordered to Plymouth, then an 
insignificant station on the Roanoke. It afterwards 
became one of an important line of fortified posts on the 
coast region of North Carolina, and was the head-quar- 
ters of the sub-district of the Albemarle. While there. 
Lieutenant Hastings was detailed as Judge-Advocate of 
the sab-district, and served in that capacity until the 
battle of Plymouth. Having been taken prisoner, he 
was tent to Macon, Oa., remaining there until August, 
18M. Daring this time ha made two attempts to escape, 
boib cf which ware defeated at tlie point where success 
seemed tMOred. In August, while on the route from 
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Macon to Cliarleston, lie erfcapecl from tlic cars ; and after 
a wearisome, jminful and solitary tramp of four niglitSy 
was pursued liy do;j^ and recaptured. 1 1 is citizen 
captors were disposed to regard him as a spy, and for a 
time lie had an unpleasant foretaste of the pains and 
IK'iialties visited U|)on curious intruders. 

The Commanding General of the Department of 
deorgia was pleased to restore him to the rigors, face- 
tiously styled, " The rights of a prisoner of war." A 
month in sultry Savannah ; a fortnight in the filthy jail 
yard of Charleston, with pestilential odors below, and 
screaming shells alKive; and five days in the prison 
camp near Columbia, 8. C, rounded the ])eriod of bis 
probation as the unwilling partaker of "Southern Hos- 
pitality." Then a night escaiH3 through the cordon of 
sentinels who guarded the camp ; a long pilgrimage 
through the pines of the Palmetto State, and over the 
rugged mountains ofXorth Carolina and Tennessee; and 
the dream of lil)erty was realized under the flag whose 
folds were so dear to the sturdy loyalists of East Ten- 
nessee. Shortly afterwards he received an appointment 
ujion the staff of Governor Fciiton, and subsequently 
l»ecaine his private secretary, in which capacity he re- 
mained in Albany, until Septcmlier, 1S08. He then 
removed to New York, and held the position of Awistant 
Attorney of the BoanI of Excise. 

He is now pricticiiig his profession at 4 and 6 Pine 
Street, New York. 

Graham, Gkoroe W. — AVas coinnn'si^ioned as a second 
lieutenant in the *' R«)cket Battalion, ^ Deoember 9th, 
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IHHI. TraiiHfeiTod to the Twentv-fourtli New York 
Battery, February lltli, \HiMi. Transferred to the 
Third New York Cavalry, Dccenilier 24th, 1803. From 
thence transferred to the First Nnrth Carolina (/avalrv. 
lie WHK a dashing and recklesA officer. Several of InV 
ro)H>rted exploitu exhibite<l lK>th coolness and audacity. 
At the reorganization of the army he was appointed 
first lieutenant in the United States Army ; has since 
l»eeii promoted to captain of the Tenth Cavalry, 
and is now with his regiment, somewhere on the 
liorders. 

I. Adams, Abnkr. — Enlisted at Albany, Scpteml>er 
:^»tli, 18ri2, and mustered in there, OctoUr 1st, 18^12. 
He was discharged at New Ifcrne, February 20th, 180;^, 
and promoted to second lieutenant in the First North 
('arolina Union Volunteers. Held the position of 
Military Secretary to the Military Governor of De- 
partment of North Carolina, (Governor Stanly), and 
resigned Juno lOth, 1803, to leave the aniiy. In 
September, 1864, ho re-entered the army, as private, in 
the Twenty-fourth New York Battery ; was on detached 
sen-ice, as clerk in Provost Marshal's office of Twenty- 
fourth District, Now York, and mustered out in^ Juntt, 
1805. 

Married Miss M. E. French, in Livingston Co., N. Y., 
21st October, 1803, and has one clitld, named '* Robert 
Turner A«Iaiiis,^ to perpetuate the name of a member of 
the Battery, who was killed in North Carolina, in the 
(all of 186S. 

His preseiit address is Rochester, N. Y. 
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2. AiN8W«iRTii, RrFrR C, CIarktH>n, N. Y.— Tiient. W. 
S. Camp, says : 

"lie was enlisted at TIamlin, N. V., by J. E. Ix»e, 
October 21«t, 1801, and was nnistered into the United 
Stateft ftervice, at IJutTalo, N. Y., by Lient. Cuttinjj, on 
the 2ritli October, ISiJl, to serve tliree years nnless sooner 
diseliar^ed. November Ist, 1802, be was ]>romoted to 
first dnty sergeant by J. E. Ix*e, ('a]>tain Commanding. 
Al>ont September 4 »r October, 1 803, lie received u furlougb 
of tbirty days to go to Xew York, and did not rctnni 
until bo WJ18 arrested as a deserter, and returned to tbe 
rommand as sucb in February or Marcb, 1804. On ac- 
rount of bis desertion be was reduced to tbe ranks by 
('a]>t. L. A. Cady, January 20tb, 1804. In April, just 
l»efore tbe battlp of Plymoutb, be was sent, under guard, 
to Xew Berne, N. C, for trial by general court martial. 
Tbe comjiany all being captured (April 20tb,) at Ply- 
moutb, l>efore bis trial, tbcro remained no evidence of 
bis guilt, and no one to ap]>ear against bim. In this 
(Mmfinement be remainerl until, tbrougb tbe influence of 
(Corporal Stoddard, myself, and tbe Christian Commission, 
bis case was brought l)efore tbe authorities, and he was 
released and retumecl to the company, then under com- 
mand of Capt. E. Do Meulen, at Roanoke Island, 
August 20th, 1804. During his confinement at New 
l^me, he was put in a gang of men, and worked in the 
Sanitary Gardens, so that be did not Iiave a severe time. 

*' In accordance with 8i)ecial Order No. 1, Ilead- 
< jnarters Twenty-Fourth Independent Battery, Iloanoke 
Island, August 20th, 1864, he was again promoted to 
sergeant, by Capt. E. De Meulen, commanding detach* 
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tnent, and held tins position until November Ttli, 1864, 
when, by reason of expiration of term of service, he was 
niiistero'l out at New Berne, N. C. 
" He is now farming in Wisconsin." 

3, AiNswoirrn, Wm., Clarkson, N. Y. — Joined for ser- 
vice, Octol)cr8th, 1861. Re-enlisted as a veteran, in 
Jannary, 1804, and was taken prisoner at l^lynioutb, 
N. C. Ue was a tall, stronjr, crood-natiin»d fellow, anil 
made a capital No. 1 at the piece. Ferguson writes that 
Ainsworth died at Cliarleston, S. C. 

4. Aliiukty, William, Perry. — Joined for service, 
October 22d, 1861. lie was but eighteen years of age 
on the muster roll, and it is our opinion that he wa^ 
nearer sixteen than eighteen when mustered in at nuffnlo. 

lie held the position of guidon in the Battery, and 
in drill, march or action, was prompt, ready and efficicTit. 
We qnote the following from corresi>ondcncc to the 
•• Wyoming Times,** August 15th, 18ri2 :

•• Ijini Fridaj wo n*«»lT«d ordoni to prrpnrr for a tiiarrh. Wn 
fnarrlind m\\ daj Buturriajr. ami part of tlin niicht. Btindajr morning 
we i4artrd airain, marrhlnif about fiftiH^ iuHmi, when we stopiiH to 
ferd till* tfiatiMi and eat onr dinner. Whra wo had been thrre about 
an hour and a half, we hoard Pomn ironii llrod and orders came to 
hitch up. Thk we did as aooa aa poMlble, and had hardl/ flninhrd 
when a bodjr of earalfy, three hundred strong, came eharnring riffbt 
npoa ua. We wheeled our gutm Into poeitlon, and rommeneed firing. 
The ighi kfled about aa hour. Our force eonaiiited of six eoinpanlee 
of Infhatrjr, three eonpaalea of earalry, and one section of our Batterj.

Colonel wa9. and that wan when the relteln were (irinir. and thr 
bullets went by like hailstonen. lie had hii« flair in one hand and hto 
revolver in the other. The Colonel told him to go back with hia flag 
and homo and then come and if he got a ahot to fire. The CV>loneI 
Haid he had good blood." 

He rc-cn1ifttO(l in January, 1S()4; was taken pri^Hincrat 
Plymouth, being one of the furloughe<l veterans who re- 
tnnied just in time to l)e captured. He died at Ander- 
son ville, Ga., August 23d, 1804. 

The number of his grave is 6,608. 

5. Ai.iHRTY Franc'ir M., Perry. — «Toined for duty 
< )ctober 2lRt, 1 861. He writes : 

" I enlisted in Perry, about the middle of September, 
1861, and was mustered in at Buffalo, Octolier 1st, 1861. 
I was mustered out at Plymouth, N. C, January 1st, 

1864. Ito-enlisted the same day as veteran, was al>sont 
at the battle of Plymouth, lieing delayed from return- 
ing with the other veterans by sii*knc*Hs, was transfernHi 
to Third New York Artillery, May 2rith, 1865, was 
muston*d out lastly at Syracuse, on the 7tli of July, 

1865. I was promoted to the rank of corjioral, the 14th 
of April, 1863; was in the skinnish at the White C>ak 
River ; also in one at Kinston, and another at Golds- 
lK>ro\ I am at present working at my trade, printing, 
in tlie ** Silver Uke Sun "" office, in Perry.*' 

6. Allkn Z. — Enlisted at Whitehalli and muttered 
in September, 1861. Re-enlisted Jannary Itt, 1864. 
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Wan married while on the fiirlonph whirh had been 
^(ranted him as a veteran. ZephV wliite team, and hip 
mana^mont of them on the IcjmI, wa» one of the notice- 
able thin<:rs of the Ratterj, during itA days of drill. lie 
wai* taken prisoner at Plymouth. Comraden will remcm- 
Iter him as quite small, hut hardy and tou<]ch. Prison 
life did not affect him to the extent that it did many nf 
the larger and seemingly stronger men. He was paroled 
Hud exchanged in Deeemlwr, 18*54; joiniMl his connvmy 
at OwuijfKk Bridge, X. C, April 23d, ISfi.").

Transferred to Tliinl 
New York Artillery, May 25th, JH65; was mustered out 
in June, 18B6. 

Ills present address is Whitehall, N. Y. 

7. Anorus, LKMrKL, PeiT)'.— Joined for duty, Oct olier 
35th, 1801. While the Rocket Hattaliou was stationed 
at Washington, he wiw seized by that terrible i>estilenee, 
the small pox, and died in the hospital, the 9th of March, 
]M2. We had not a personal acquaintance with him, 
hut we always hoard him 8]K>ken of by his comrades as 
one wlio highly deserved their friendship and res]HHrt. 

8. AifDRBWH, Mark. — Enlisted at Perry, N. Y., Oct. 
21st, 1861. Mustered in at Albany, Oct. SBtli, I8t}|. 
He was soon after promoted to position of sergeant, and 
afterwards to orderly sergeant Through some ditfer- 
encos and misonderstandings with the oflicen of the 
orrnipany, he was reduced to the ranks. 

In January, 1863, he was mustered out to receive 
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promotion to first lieutenant in Tentli New York 
Artillery; in which he served until it w^tM tnmA- 
f erred to Heavy Artillery. He then rcsigne<l and ac- 
cepted a commission as first lieutenant in the Twentieth 
New York lottery. On July 20tli, 1804, he resit^ned this 
last commission, and soon after received an ap]K>intment 
in the Treasury Department at Washinj^ton. Fie nnist 
have ])roved a valuable man in the |M»sitinn he cNviipies, 
since he seems to hold it, notwithstanding change «>f 
Administration and of the Caliiiiet.

Mark Andrews, Junr's, address is the same as his 
father's. 

1). Armstrong, Wiij.iam. — tloined for service October 
15th, 1861. Re-enlisted as a veteran, January, ISiU. 
Was taken prisoner at Plymouth, and died at Anderson- 
ville, October 26th, 1864, of scorbutis. 

10. Armstronij, J. H., Mount Morris. — Mustered in, 
August 30th, 1862. Was discharged from the service, 
at hospital, for inability, some time in 1863. 

11. Atwood, Gkorok S., Perry. — Was mustered in at 
Buffalo, August 30th, 1862. He died in the Anderson- 
ville Prison Stockade, August 28th, 1864, of chronic 
diarrlicea. The number of Iiis grave in the cemetery is 
7,207. The writer has always imagined that Ooorgo 
had a feeling or prosontimont that he would not return 
home. While we were at the Park Barracks, in New

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York, lie mot his father. In a letter from Will Hoftfonl 
to a friend I find the following Htatomont of the 
affair : 

" The firnt day that we were here some of the boys 
saw George Atwood's fatlier, and tohl him ffc«>rgc whh 
here. They called George, and, withont saluting him, 
the father began to ahnse him for enlisting, told him he 
conld not go, and said he should take measure.^ to got 
him ont. Ho finally came in and saw the lieutenant. 
But both Hastings and George remained firm, lie went 
to the Mayor's oftlce to get a writ of halyean corpun^ hut 
did not sncceed. He told some of the boys that he 
hoped George wonld 1k5 shot, and would never return 
alive." A short time before the battle of Plymouth, 
George was troubled with hernia, and could have obtained! 
his discharge from the service on that account, but when 
advised so to do, his idea of duty caused him to Hpum 
the suggestion. 

Georgo was a kind-hearted, generous young man ; im- 
selfish and ambitious only to lie well read, and able to 
moot any argument in politics or any of the ordinary 
topics of the day. In prison he maintained his character 
of consideration and kindness, and died beloved by all 
his comrades. 

IS. ANSBArnRR, Mosks, Albion, N. Y. — Joined for 
duty Nov. 7th, 1861. Soon after the arrival of the 
new men at Newport Barracks, in 1802, Ansbacher olh 
tained his dischaif^e, in order to proceed to Germany, 
and take charge of some estate to which he had become 
lieir. We ha? e no furtlier trace of him. 
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13. Bakkr, John, ("ovington. — Mnrtterefl in at Buffalo, 
Anguftt 30tli, 1862. Was taken prIiMiiier at Plymouth, 
and died in Andersonville Prison Stockade, Sept. 8th, 
1864, of ftcorhutin. The numlier of Ids grave i^ 8,215. 
Wo do not remember Iiaving Been him but oiico after 
reaching Andersonville, and therefore do not know any 
particularg of his death. 

14. Barkkr, GiTMTAvrs. — Enlisted at Clarkson. Mus- 
tered in at Buffalo, October 21st, 1861. Re-enlisted as 
a veteran in January, 1864. 

Posse8j»ing a keen appreciation of the ri<liculou8, and 
an admirable adaptability in originating and carrying 
out schemes of fun, ho often made the camp merry with 
some prank. 

IIo was taken prisoner at Plymouth, was exchanged at 
Annai)olis, and is now living at Clarkson Corners, X. Y. 

15. BARNf:s, UoswKtj^ Perry. — Was mustered in at 
ibilfalo, August '10th, 1862. At the time we sliip|>ed on 
tlio steamer "Oriole'' from New York to New Ik^rne, 
Barnes and McCrink left the steamer for a few moments 
to make some small purchases. During their absence 
we cast off from the pier, and as they emerged from the 
irrocery, they spied us out in the stream. They imme- 
diately jumiKKl into a barge, and offered the oarsmen 
<|uito a sum of money as an incentive to overtake us, 
but they failed in the attempt, and turned back a good 
dead alarmed and chagrined. 

It was afterwards mmored in Perry that they had 
deserted. We find in the Battery eonrespondenoe to the 
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" Wyoming Times" of November 7th, 1863, the follow 
ing comment: 

" Barnes and McCrink arrived at New Berne two day^ 
before our company, and going on to camp, informed tlio 
captain that wo were coming. To have any ftnspicion of 
their loyalty wonld be treating them very unjnatly." 

A favorite in his detachment, jovial, witty and nhrewd, 
was " Tncle Barney." 

Barnes was taken prisoner at Plymonth, and died at 
Andcrsonvillc, Sept. 14th, 1864, of scorbutifl. Hie num- 
ber of his grave is 8,821. In a diary belonging to 
Barnes, and given by his sister to the writer, we find the 
following on the page for Sept. 14th : ^^ Barnes dic<l 
during last night. I think he died while sleeping. I 
slept at the side of him, and was snqmsed to find him 
dead when I awoke this morning. — Nai«olw>n B. Nkai., 
Middletown, Conn." 

16. Bakti^kt, JonN. — AVas mustered in at Albany in 
Septemberi 1861. 

Ilis native town was Palatine Bridge, N. Y. Bartley 
was quite a Tom Thumb in stature, good-natured and 
jolly, and devoted to his horses. lie re-enlisted at 
Plymouth in January, 1864, and, while home on furlough, 
was married. Was taken prisoner at Plymonth, and 
died in the prison at Florence, 8. 0. 

17. Babtlctt, IIabtwell, Perry. — Mustered in at 
Buffalo, August 30th, 1862. Was taken prisoner at 
Plymoutli, and died at Andersouville Hospital of scor- 
butis, September 4th, 1864. 

The number of his grave is is 7,877. 
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18. Baciikmikr, B. Frank, Pcrrj*. — Was mustered in 
lit Itiiifaloy August i50tli, 18(i2. Prcmiotcd to corimnil 
April 14tli, 1864. Taken pHw)ncr at Plymouth, and 
dictl at Andcr^onville, of intermittent fever, July lOtli, 
lh04. Tlic number of his ^nivc is 15,447. 

Hacliclcler had sutferefl more or le^s from fever and 
ague while at Plymouth, and during his ftickness at 
Andersonville was removed to the hoti]>ital stockade in 
time to have saved his life, had we l>een provide<I with 
proj^er shelter and sufKeiont medicine, lie died in a 
congestive chill. We thouj^ht that he would recover, 
since, up to the day of his death, he was able to walk 
about, and had the api>earanco of lieing strotigor than ho 
prove<l to lie. The Iohs of his companionship wsis felt by 
all of us who weix; left. In his camp life and in piison 
life his Chrislipii character was manifest. IIo kept his 
Te:^taincnt w'lli hiin to h's death, and the writer often 
fotmd him perusing its contents or conversing with his 
tent mates u|X)n the precious promises it contains. We 
caimot doubt that ho entered those heavenly realms 
where suffering and sorrow are unknown. 

19. Bkers, Ij. M., Now York. — Knlisted November 
6tli, 1801. lie was taken ill soon after the comi^any 
reached New Berne, and died at the hospital, June 14th, 
18<»2. He was buried on the following day in the grave- 
yard on the east side of New Berne. 

20. BmnsALi^ Oeoror, Tarrytown, N. Y.— Enlisted at 
New York, November lOtli, 1861. Mustered in at 
Albany, Deeember, 1861. He was appointed gunner 
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coiiH)ral, and in our target practice proved himself to 1)C 
one of the best gunners in the Buttery. He re-enlisted 
at Pl^-inouth in January, 1864, and was proinotetl by 
Capt. Cad}* to sergeant, which he af\erwanls rc»iignecl, 
preferring to take charge of a piece ais gunner, lie was 
taken prisoner at Plymouth. While at Andcrsonville 
he was detailed in the hospital, and acted as nurse f'>r 
the sick. He was exchanged in Decenil)er, 18C4, at Jack- 
sonville. We are indebted to him for an account of the 
terrible suftcrings that our i>oor felloe's were obliged to 
nndergo while an exchange was being arranged at this 
|Niint He was mustered out of service at New York 
City, May, 1865, He then returned to Tarry town, and 
settled there in mercantile business. Hay 10th, 1807, 
he was married to Miss Jennie Van Tassel. Is now w*ith 
the firm of T. & O. Birdiiall, Tarrytown, N. Y. 

At the time of his exchange he was sent, with others, 
from Andersonville, by railroad, to Albany, Ua. ; from 
thence they were marched to Thomasville, a distance of 
fifty-five miles, in three days. After some parley and 
delay, they were counter-marched this entire distance. 
Again they were marched to Thomasville, thence to 
lialdwin, to what was termed *^ Halfway House ;^ and 
from there they were sent into our linos at Jacksonville. 
Tlie torture and cruelty to which these poor famishe<l 
and weakened men were sabjected, by 'these unnecessary 
and forced marches, through heavy sands and fields filletl 
with the prickly lollipot, tells an. additional tale of the 
horrible inrentiont of their tormentors. 

SI. BiLUKOHAJf, Ika, Broad Albin, Fulton Co., New 
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York. — MjiKtered in at Albany, Xovoinbcr 28tli, 1861. 
Tlio service prove<l too hard for \\U constitution, and ho 
was finally discharged, at New Benie Ilospitd, for ina- 
bility, lie has since died at liroad Albin. 

22. Blood, William, Bro<ik's Grove. — Mustered in at 
Ihiffalo, August 3()th, 18<»2. lie was one of the finest 
s|>ec'imen8 of a soldier which the lottery could boast of. 
lie was willing, and no cowanl. Was taken prisoner at 
Plymouth. The writer saw him but few times at Ander* 
son vi lie. lie was rejwrted to have died at Florence, 
S. C. 

23. I>LAKK, WiLLiAKD D., Gaiusvillo. — Mustcnnl in 
&[arch 2d, 18U4. He was one of the recruits who reached 
Pl3'month but a short time before it was attacked*; our 
lU'quaintance with him, therefore, was a brief one. Ho 
was taken prisoner at Plymouth. He was sent from the 
Andersonvillo Stockade to the hospital, having luid a 
severe "sunstroke." 

A peculiar phase of his sickness was his craving for 
fat. lie would exchange anything for a ]>iece of fat ba- 
con. Ue was as well cared for as possibly could lie, and 
his physical ap[)earance was indicative of pretty fftod 
health. But he suddenly began to fail, and on tlie 9th 
of July, 1864, he died. The number of his grave itf 
3,231. 

24. Boies, £., Moscow. — Was mustered in at Bufialo, 
August 30th, 1862. After his arrival at New Benie he was 
troubled with heart diseasci and was sent to the hospital 
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Ho was there discharged for iriahility. We ci|n find no 
fnrther trace of him. 

25. Brookh, John, Moscow. — Wan mustered in at Buf- 
fulo^ Aiipist 30th, 1802. Brooks was a quiet, faithful 
soldier, and did his duty without a murmur. We can 
find little trace of him after he was taken prisoner at 
Plymouth. lie was at Andersonville, and sto<Kl the ex- 
|H)8ure and suflTerin^ at that prison better than the aver- 
age. Ferguson reports that I.e finally died at Florence, 
S. C. Ferrin says that he died in Octolier, 1864, at 
llorenoe, S. C. 

26. Bkayton, RiFus, Perry. — Mustered in at Buffalo, 
August 30th, 1862. Bniyton wjis the tallest and largest 
man on the muster roll, and when enlisted, was expected 
to endure more than any other recruit. lie was 
known hy his comnides as "Our Infant;" but from the 
time we left New York up t«> the time of his decease, he 
was affiictecl with one mahuly or another, until he was so 
changed in apj^earance that he was hardly recognizable. 

lie died April 14ili, 1863, at Plymouth, N. C. 
• In a private letter written by A. Lent, we find the fol- 
lowing [mrtienlars : " Brayton had l>een but a short time 
with us, he was discharged from hospital at Fortress 
Monroe, and ordered to report at camp for duty, and 
while he was in camp at New Berne he did light duty, 
and appeared to be gaining strength. 

** When the second section was ordered here, he came 
up with the boys, and soon after liis arrival here he took 
e^d, and had another tondi of diarrheal, ami was sent 
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to the hoHpital. I went to sec liini iit the liftepital, and 
he told 1110 lie had the billidiiH fever^ I did not see the Bur- 
geon then, but he t4>ld me a few da^'s afteni'Hrd^ that 
Bniyton wjis licttcr. Aljout 11 o'clock A. M., Ai»ril 
14th, Word was 8CMit up that he wan dead. I learned 
that he died of pneumonia, and very suddenly.'' 

It is rather singular that l^ent died of pneumonia at 
Andersonville, a little over a year from the time of writ- 
ing this letter. 

27. Brown, Gicorgk.— Enlisted Ortolier 18, 1864, at 
UochestiT, for three years. Joiiied at li4»anoke Island, 
December 16th, 18^4. Transferred to Third New York 
Artillery. 

28. Bullock, Robert. — Enlisted at Hamlin, October 
21st, 1861 ; was mustered into the United States service 
by Lieut. Cutting, October 26tli, 1861, at Buffalo. Was 
mustered out at Ilochester, N. Y., July 13th, 1865, and 
did not re-enlist. Was a priMiiier at Andersonville, Ga., 
also at Charleston and Florence, S. C. He was released 
at Charleston, S. C, on the lOtli December, 1864, but 
not paroled at the time. When at Albany, N. Y., he 
was promoted to sergeant. Has occupied himself with 
farming, but durins: the past two ^'ears has been unable to 
work, in consequence of his impaired constitution — the 
effects of his protracted imprisonment. Present address, 
North Pamuiy Monroe Co. 

29. BuLKLKT, W. E.— Joined for duty and enrolled 
for service at Castile, N. Y., Febmary 15tli, 1864. ^ 
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Joined tho Batter}' at Pljinouth in time to participate in 
the battle, and be t§ken prisoner, A]>ril 1, 1804. He 
wa» reported on the roll as **AWent at Collc^ Green 
BarraclcH, as an exchanged prisoner,^' in Octolier, 1804. 
• • 

30. BuLKLRY, Charles. — Enlisted at Catitile, N, Y., 
Fehruarj- 15th, 1804. Joined the Battery April In, 
18C4. Was taken prisoner April 20th, 1804. We cjui- 
not find anything more about hitn, among all the infor- 
mation in our hands. 

31. Buck, Robert, Perry. — Joined for duty, Oetolier 
3d, 1801. 

Buck was engineer of the Ambnlanre. He was dis- 
charged from 8er%'ice, at New Berne, in May, 1802, for 
pliy.sical inability. 

32. BiTTON, Jamb^, Cwylerville. — Mustered in at 
UnfTalo, August 3mh, 1802. Was taken prisoner at 
Plymouth ; and died at Andcrsonville Prison Stockade, 
of chronic diarrhoea. Tho number of his grave is bfiiKt. 

33. BuBU, Henry C, Tarrj'town. — Joined for duty, 
Kovember 0th, 1801. 

Mustered in ]>eceml)er 1st, 1801. As a bugler, Burd 
had few superiors. His prompt responses to the com- 
mands {jf the drilling officer, were a great assistanit; 
to the excellence of tho Battery movements, while on the 
drtU ground. His musical talents and skill were often a 
•oorce ijf pleasure to tlie memliera of the company. 

He re-enlitted as a veteran, January, 1804 ; and while

lie was appointed an artificer, and, as a rule, was 
al)out one of the busiest men in camp, as our horses 
must be shod, and our gun carriages and caissons must 
be repaired. His broken French-l^nglish jargon was 
either a terror or a s[)ort to us ; much depending on hit 
humor, whenever we wanted work done, lie was taken 
prisoner at Plymouth. 

We lost track of him at Andersonville. 

He was reported to have gone to work for the rebels, 
at his trade, in Charleston, 8. C. Others affirm that he 
died at Andersonville. 

36. Calkins, James, Perry.-— Mustered in, August 
:^th, 1862. 
Was taken prisoner at Plymouth, N. C. While at 
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Andcr8onvilIc,he was sent to the hospital, and improved 
in health to that extent, that he saw heshouU] be rctnnie<l 
to the Rtockado. Uo thereu]Min, with others, planned an 
escape. The writer recollects occnpyinp^ several days in 
obtaining and furnishing him with extra provisions and 
medicines, that he thonglit he would need for his sulmist- 
cnce, while on his uncertain tramp. Ferrin joined with him 
in the attempt to escape. They sncceedecl in getting away 
under cover of night; but in a day or two, were bn»ught 
hack into the prison cam]). He was rei>orted on his 
company roll as absent at College (Yreen barracks. 

Ferguson says he died at Florence, S. C. 

lie had little mercy for rebels, or neutral men, and in 
our marches, inteq^rcted the Confiscatitm Act freely. 
Particularly if ho thought there was any honey, chickens, 
eggs, ham, or other commodity that would make a gofxl 
Mup]>or for his camp mess. 

37. Camp, Wm. 8., Perry. — He writes: Enlisted in 
Perry, N. Y., August 80tli, 1862, and same day was 
mustered into service at Buffalo. Novemlier 1st, wuk 
promoted by Capt. J. E. Lee to sergeant. December I, 
1863, was promote<l to quartermaster-sergeant by Caj^t. 
Ca«ly. February 20th, 1864, with recommendations 
from commanding and company officers, made applica- 
tion to tlic Secretary of War for pennission to appear in 
Washington, D. C, before Major-Ocncral Silas Casey's 
Board of Examination, for an examination as to fittiess for 
receiving a commission in some light batter}* of artillery 
formed of colored troops. On the 12tli of March, 1864, 
I reoeivod pennission to Appear in Washington, D. 0. 
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I started, in company with Corixiral S. A. St^xldard, for 
Washin^'ton, I). C, April :{<!, 1864. Arrive<I tlii-re 
April 9tli, ami on the 11th ai>|>earcd l»efore the IWnl, 
hut was informed that they were not^intin*; or exami- 
ning tor eommission.s in artillery, anfl wa» onlered to 
n^turn to the company. Ai)plied to and received from 
Secretary of War a fiirlf»n<ifh of twenty days. Surren- 
deree! up my furlou«;h, April 14th, and took an onlcr to 
return to the company. April I5tli, arriveil at NortVilk, 
Va., jkvhere, niissin;; the In^sit connection tlin»u<;li tli« 
(/hesniHJP.ke an<l All>em:irlo Canal, wjw oIiH^^mI to wait 
over until Monday, 17th, when wo (Stixldanl and I) 
started for lloanoke, where we arrival the I8tli. Had 
we made the connection, an usual^on the Saturday nioni- 
ing at XortVilk, wo would have l)een in Plymouth Sun- 
day evening, as we had calculated; hut thanks for 
Divino inter|>o8ition in our iNduilf, we wcro delayed. 
Heard iir»t of the tighting at Plymouth when we arrive*! 
at Coanjock IJHdgo an<i changed hoiits for Koanoko. 
The steamer " Massasoit," which had left Plymouth late 
on Monday night with women and children, arrive<l at 
the island early on Tuesday morning, and as soim as slin 
could bo ccmled up, started back for Plymouth. We re- 
tunie<l with the ** Massasoit," and whenalHmt two-thirds 
of the way up the Sound, we met a gunlM>at, having on 
lK>ard the remains of the gallant Capt Flusscr, and 
lH*aring the sn<I intcUigonce that the ram ** Allwmarlo" 
had come down the river at two oVhick that moniing, 
and had sunk the " Comm<idoro Perry,'* and driven the 
''Miami*' into the Sound, thus leaving the ram in 
full posseMion of the river. Wo steamed forward, 
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and joinc<l our fleet near the mouth of the Roanoke 
River. 

Duriuf; that day several rcfuj^ees were picked np, who 
had eAca]ied hy coniinp^ down cm the land nide to nearly 
op])o»ite the fisher}', and l)eIow the ram, and then taking 
a duf^-out, C8ea])ed. Ix^amin^ that this ]mssa«^ to 
Plymouth waa imolistrueted hy the enemy, Lieut. Lanp- 
worthy, of the Eijchty-flflh New York Volunteers, St<Kl. 
dard and myself, tried to^t a small l>oat to go up U* 
IMynmuth in, hut without avail, luckily. 

WtMlnosilay afteni«N)n, an old " darkie," whi» live<l Im- 
low the town, was picked up. lie rei)orto<l that tin' 
(garrison had Murrendere<l, and (liat he saw the fla^ on 
F«»rt Williams hauleil down. Not having heard any 
firing of ginis for hcveral hours, and the arrival of other 
refugees corn>lM>rating the tcHtimony of the old '* darkie," 
we were eonvineeil that the entirc garrison of Plymouth 
had l)een capturc<l hy the enemy. Several '* tranKi)orts" 
arrived on Wednesday fn»m New Berne with tHMipn, hut 
finding they wuld 1k5 of no service, they returned innne- 
diately. On iNiard one of these Imats I found Thomas 
McCiuiro, William Rimeh, Dennis Kinnegan, Liwrenee 
Orei^n, Andrew J. Secor ami Philemon Farrcll ; all hut 
Me<^uiro being recruits for the imttery. These I had 
transferred to the ** Massasoit,^* and I was ordered on 
lioard of a sutler's propeller with my sc|uad, placed in 
diarge of a load of refugees, and ordered to proceed to 
Roanoke Island and report to the commanding officer. 
Tlinrsday, April 21st, 18«H, arrived at Roanoke Island, 
and, with Corporal Stoddard and the six men before 
mentkmed, reported to Lieut-Col. Clark, Eighty-fifth 
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Xow York Voliintcnrfl, coininnndinp at Roanoke li^Iand, 
tlicso were all of tlio Twenty-fourth New York Inde- 
)>cnclent Battery, for dnty. Corjmral StofManI wa* 
oHcrcd to report with tlic men to Tajit. llariuini. Six- 
teenth (yoiinecticnt Volnnteeri*, eoinnnindin*; Fort Parko 
at the north end of the inland. I was detailed to re|>«»rt 
to Ca])t. Georpe C. Wetherliee, C. S. and A. A. (J. M., 
for dnty In the QnartennanterV Dei>artnient. I renniinefl 
HA elerk in the QnarterniasterV ofHco on Roanoke from 
April 21st, 1.S04, nntil Fchniary mh, ISfiri. On tlw 
2Sth of Jannary, 1805, I recHjived a eoinndrtnion aft tlrnt 
lientenant, to rank from Deeendwr 28tlu 1804, ri«yi 
iteorjro S. Hasting, resiffnod.

While at Andersonvillo, he was sent to the h(»spital, 
and rocovef^ m as to he able to assist in nursing the 
sick. 

At the time of the nimored exchange, he was sent 
with one of the first squads that were supposed to l>c 
going to Savannah. But the writer, on arriving at 
Millen, was surprised to find Camahan there,* feasting on 
sweet potatoes, and seemingly in improved physical am- 
dition. 

He was soon after exchanged, and was finally mus- 
tered out, at Syracuse, July 7th, 1865. We afterwards 
heard of him, as a ^ Oanvasaer'' for some of the works on

Wo give tilt* followin(( in liift «»\vii words, iindur date of

" r wa« taken prisoner at Plynioiitli, X. C, 2otli April, 
1 8«i.*J. Was taken to Ma(;on Prison, (ia. Was there a few 
days, and tlien sent to Andcrsonville. I remained then? 
tive months. I was in the st(K*k;ide two months, and 
then I was taken with the tyjdioid fever, and sent out in 
the hospital. I had been there three weeks liefore I 
knew where I was. After I eamc to mysejf, I found 
that * * # li,i,l taken wire uf me, and fed 
mo. I eonsider I f»we my life to him. 

*' From the village of Moseow, there were twenty-twf» 
(»idiste<l in this eom|»any, ont ofwhieh retnrne*! two — 
Andrew Kergnson and myself. They all dii*<l in pris<Mi, 
bnt two. MnrrayCTnmt dicil at Plymonth, of siekness, 
and (toor^^ Meade wjis sliot in the battle when we were 
eaptured. I siiw him atYcr ho was dead. The rest were 
taken to Andersonville, to tlieir lon«^ home. The only 
brother I had was with mo. I parted with him the KHh 
of Soptcml>er. The poor follow lies outside the Ander- 
sonville stoekado. lie starved to death. At the time 
he died, 1 was not able to walk ; so some of my comradefl 
carriod mo in a blanket, to bid him ^khI bye for tho last 
time. 

*^ I was taken ont of Andersonville, aftec being there 
five months, and sent to Savarmah, whene I remained 
threo weeks — and a long three woekti it was. From 
there I was sent to Millen, and there remained nntil the 
rebels routed us liaek to Savannah. We left Milieu in 
i 
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the morning, and Slicrinan^B cavalry canio there at night. 
If wo had l>cen tliere twelve honn* longer we would have 
heen captured hack. So after we got to Sa\annah, the 
rehelft made up their mind^ they had )>ettcr let ma go. 
80 after we had been there three diy-H, they paroled u^, 
and put ut^ on hoard of a Atcainer, and nent ua to the 
month of the Savannah river, where we met one of the 
Yankee boats. It was the happiest day that I ever saw. 
Paroled, November 25th, 18r>4. After I was paroled, I 
was sent to Parole Camp, Annap)lis, Md., and then got 
a furlough, of sixty days. When I got home I weighc^I 
eighty pounds, and during the sixty days of my furlough 
I gainefl a pound a day. .\fter my fuflough, I rcturnefl 
t4> Annapolis, and there was on detail, }is orderly, for 
Col. Ilutchins, who had charge of issuing checks for 
prisoners commutation ration money. at College Green 
barracks, Annapolis. I was there three months, and 
then sent to my company, to New Berne, N^C. When 
I got there I found about twelve of the old boys. It 
seemed terribly lonesome to find so few of my old com- 
rades, and to know how they were treated, and died — 
starved to death — and a near and dear one to me had 
gone with them ; the only brother I had in the world.'*

On K«!veral scontu 
or forapfin^ ex|)edition9, the Iiova i*etaliatcd a little, by 
startinc]^ a M?are of ** rclwlH approacliinjj"! wln'cli bronj^ht 
out troni Jolin a wonderful display of crackin;; •* whi]s 
and handlin*; four-in-hand, on a ;xalop. We recall the 
time when Serj^cant Camp wa^ tired at by our own 
vidette, and an alarm rained in camp, which brought 
out a Hqnad nnVler Captain Cady, to meet and aftsint uk. 
As foon a« John fully comprohr»ndo<l that relwds were re- 
l>ortcd near, there wa« a blanched face — a gatherinj^ and 
ti<^liteninir of the reins — a goad of a long lash, and a yelp 
to his team, that would have fairly awakene<l a Rip 
Van Winkle. We finally overtook hint, and had our 
laugh at li^m. He did not care to hear the story after- 
wanls.

During the battle of Plymouth, he had charge of the 
horses attached to the limber chest of Crooker^s piece, 
which was posted at the parapet off from the right of 
our park at Plymouth. The rebels having taken the 
little fort occupied by C/ajit. Cliapin, of the Eighty-fifth 
New York, had concentrated their fire on the embnusure 
which Crooker's piece occupied. One of the rebel shollii 
or balls passed through the embrazure, struck the limber 
chest, and caused an explosion of the ammunition which 
it contained. By this explosion Comstock was wounded, 
and some of the horses which he was in diarge of were 
killed and some wounded. 

Comstock was carried ty the hospital, said to be 
wounded in the thigh. He died May 9th, 1864.

Want of 
ftMMl was the lieginning of liis illness, and the com bread 
which was funiished him only tended to irritate liis 
stomach and aggravate the disease. We were finally 
enabled to ]iurchase some milk and some berries for ln*m 
while in the hospital, but it was too late. lie was con- 
scious that death was near, and was perfectly resigned. 
lie died easily and almost im|>erceptibly.

*' I wan in AndcnwmTille, Diarleeton ami Florrnoc! primni. I fsnii 
to Andfn«<mvil1o the let of Maj. and there I had an Introduction 
to old WiRx : he pnt nn into the utockado to live on one pint* of 
m«*al a daj and a trainioonfnll of nalt everj othi^r day. It wmm 
rather tou^rh fare at flmt. I was not quite as cunning an some of 
the bojs when I was captured, for I did not take away b1ank<*li«. 
for I nuppoHud I was ^ini; to lie taken Imttcr care of tlian I wan. 
But wh<*n I ir>t to prison I found out that I liad ffot to hav«) noiiio 
thinff to keep me warm and to keep the sun off*, so I bou^lit a 
blanket, ami paid thirty-five dollars 0»n federate money. The ne^t 
niffht, Morton Cmsby, one of my tent mates, had his blanket st«>lrn 
off him ; so three of os lioys rlubbed tofn^ther and bought anotlier 
one. The 2d of Juno I went into the hospital. I was put int«> 
I>r. Barrow's wani : he did all he could for jiie, and cured me in 
a slioft time. By the 1st of July I was able to ^ around tli«* 
atoekado. I was there until the 0th of July, when James (*a1kins, 
of the Twenty-fourth, and John Buriroln, of the Eiffhty-ei^rhth 
Illinois Reifiment, thoufflit that we would ffo home. So the ni^lit 
of the 0th of Jnly we irot orer the stockade, doWn by the sink. 
When we irot orer, we went into the water almoat waist deep. I 
waa some time ffottinff orer, for when I ifoi on the top of the 
sloekade, the ipMird turned ami came athwart me, and stood still 
Ibr tome time, I thonirht. tml I finally irot orer all ri^ht. I had 
iNil irmM ^* when I ran fo«l of some brosh, and in putting my liand 
out, I 0ol hold of a snake.

We fn*rp within 
hhoni tnn milottof Macon, ImvinfrtmvtdiHl nliout fiflj milifi : in another 
weoli wo would linvo Immmi inMido of our llnoi*. 

" Thoj wort* old farmcrH that rapturtn) ua. and had thret* l>l«iod 
lioundn and a I>ul1 torriiT. Wo wont liarlc to Andorrtonville, ah«l old 
Wins tolfi 118 that wu wonid Iw iho lant on(*fi |iarolod, and he put me 
in tlie One Ilundnil and Sixth (lOGth) Diaachmont. 

" I wont iniiidt* of tlio ^tockadu in limo to we the raidom hnn^r. und 
I iitay<<d tliore until tli<* 11th of S<*ptcimhcr. wlion 1 wont out with the 
Twonty-i«ixtli Df>tarhn'.ont. with the pr«>miiM« of indntf himie. But we 
wont to (*har]cfiton. and from tliun^ to Fiorono*. lly the time I in*i 
thor«' I could not ait up, ao I waH put out of th«' ran* hy tlio nldo of the 
raiimafi. with alwiut thirty-fivo «»tlu*m. Wo laid thoro until Dr. Dar- 
ifln, a Holiol doctor, cnmo to our roliof. Ilo put ua into an old liam,

the Uattcry Ikijh, eliamie<l even tlio8e Sontliem 1>eaHtH, 
and an occasional denirc among the Rel) ofi^cerrt to hvnr 
a tune, put him in favor with them. It wtiH during ouv 
of thej^e rertjuteH that he witne^cd the dcMtruction of tin* 
letten^, ai> told eliiowhere. 

lie wiM r(cnt from the stockade to the hospital to do 
jMilice duty, and fn»m there went, on Septcml>er Otii. 
IS«(4, with one of the firnt squadi) that were Raid to In* 
going to Savannah for exchange. He, however, found 
himmslf ship])ed into the prison at Charlo^ton. From 
there he wan fient to Florence, and wm exchange<l at 
Charleston, December mh, 1864. 

After reoeiving furlough at Annapolis, he went home, 
and was very sick three months. He again reported to 
his eompany, and was mustered out at Syracuse on July 
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18th, 1S(]5. He then resn?iicfl his former <K!eii]mtion of 
teaching dunciiif^ and deportment. Wo quote the folhiw- 
ing from " The Wyomin*; Sun," Novemlwr 20th, 1868 : 
" Prof. Fcrfl^isoD pr«»|iofMii to o|ieii « mIiooI for dancing and deport- 
ment in this villas w noon an tlio neciMwarj arranfrcmenta can \m 
completed. Th« aiicecaaful and creditalilcY mannrr in wfiirb bia 
firliool was conducU^d last winter has friven him a Terj favorable 
mputation as an arcompUslied tcach«*r and a wortlijr ifcntlfman, and 
we have no doubt ho will mw4 with a iilMTal encouraiirvnient.** 

Ili8 present addrej^H is Cuylerville, N. Y. 
The following is a copy of a letter received in reply to 
a query of ours : 

" Tonrs of the 18tb inst. came to band in duo time, malcinff 
some inqniries concerning the daric days. It is still fearful to 
think of, conccminpr VVins and some letters. About the fst of 
September I went to his li«*ad-4|uartcrs tt*nt to ^t a ^lass to ^o and 
play for a dance at his hous«% thr«*e miles awaj. At his tent were 
bis wife's daughters, examining betters, readini; every one, and 
deftrojin^ such ones as commented on tbi^ situation. (Tliis a boy 
told mo that lived with tbi*m.) The pile of iettt^rs I myself saw. 
After I had played for the party, I went to live with I>r. White, 
surgeon of the post. Thf*n I saw the destruction of pnttty much 
all of the letters that had Imh^h written by th<» priaonors up to thai 
time. (Tliia occurred on the evening that 8toneman shelled Maoon, 
about the 0th of Heptember.) The doctor brouirlit out of the house 
more than two bushels of lett«*rs. Wo seated ourselves around the 
pile, and tore off the stamps, and o]>ened as many as we liked. I saved 
and brought home one liundred and twenty-fivs stamps, and de- 
stroyed twice as many. ' We,* including the doctor, his mistress (she 
thai claimed to be Provost-Marshal Ueede's wife), myself, and an 
Irishman that was then making shoes. The letters made a pile as 
biffb as a table. This was aliont ten o'clock In the evenlnir. He said 
they ' would drive away mnsquitos,' and put fire to them, and the 
waU of the poor pri sooe w aacended higher ihaii the smoke.

68. FiNNioAN, Dknnip, Warsaw, N.Y.— Enlisted March 
84th, 1864. Transferred to Third N. Y. Artillery, May 
85th, 1865. Joined April 80th, 1864. 

A quick witted lad. 

60. FrrcH, Chah. W., Perry. — Mustered in, August 
80th, 1868. Charley was a pleasant, sociable conirndo. 
He understood and did his duty, and, therefore, made a 
faithful, commendable soldier. lie was taken prisoner ^ 
at Plymouth. He died at Andersonville Hospital, of 
pneumonia, August 4th, 1864. Tlio number of his grave 
is 4,819. 

70. FrnsoKBALD, Thomas, Perry. — Mustered in, August 
30th, 1868. Was taken prisoner at Plymouth and died 
at Andersonville Stockade, August 81st, 1864. We did 
not see so much of him after we reached Andersonville, 
and can, therefore, say bnt little about his sickness or 
death. 

71. FnxPATBicic, PnmnK, Albany.— Joined for service, 
November 16th, 1861. Be^nlisted in January, 1864, as 
a veteran. 

Fitipalriek was a very peonliar fellow, a great speon- 
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Ijitor, a kind of hattery sutler. IIi'h eagerness in " mako 
a strike," when we were ont on a march or a raid, often 
led him into tronhlc — (See account of the Trenton 
march). lie was of a. fierce and ncr\-on8 disposition — 
even sh'ghtly Imrderinri^ on insanity. Was always writing 
letters to the President, sngpesting the Iwst means of win- 
ducting the war. Writing so had that no one hut hiiUM^If 
could R»ad it, and he not when it had got cool. At the first 
of the attack on Plymouth, he caused considerahle mer- 
riment among the memhersof the Battery hy jmrsuing a 
jmrtion of an exploded rehel shell, which had just passed 
l»y his head, with a velocity which, prohahly would not 
have heen almted much had his heail interfere«l. IIo 
considered that piece of shell very valuahlc as a " relic,*' 
and stowed it away in his pocket with the remark that 
'* money couldn't huy it." 

On the morning of the last day of the hattle, ho was 
stationed at the corner of intersecting streets, on the ex- 
treme left of the h'ne of works, in charge of the caisson 
and caisson horses, 1>elonging to McrrilPs <letachmcnt. 
The rehels had hroken throngh the left of the works, 
and were marching dire<*tly upon the right. As they 
approached, they called ui>on Fitzpatrick to surrender, 
hut he unflinchingly refused. At this time the roliols 
fired a volley, simultaneously with a donhloH^hottod 
canister discharge from the piece to which Fitspatrick 
1>elongod, — and ho fell. Nearly all of the Battery horses 
and many of tlio rohols wore killed by the canister. No 
one can tell whether he was killed hy the canister or by 
the bullets of the rebels. 
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72. Flynx, JAMWs-TIanilin. — Joined for duty October 
3l8t, 1861. Ro-enliBted, hm a vetemTiy January Sth, 1804. 
lie waa promoted to corfwral while at Plymontli. lie 
anflfered a (nt^at deal from chills and fever at Plymouth ; 
at one time ho fell down a flight of stairs in a congCiUivc 
chill and was taken np for dead. Cbr]>oral Ilnrlburt 
was near with some restorative, and doubtless, by his 
prompt action, FlynnV life was save<l. He wan taken 
pri:M>nerat Plymouth and died at AndcrRonville Stockade, 
September 10th, 1804| of scorbutis. The numlier of \m 
grave is 8,378. 

73. FoHTKR, IIknrv (ffUaM Henry Fro^t). — Enlisted 
at Brooklyn, N. Y., on the 24th February, 1804. Mns- 
terod in at Hiker's Island, N. Y., March lOth, 1S04, 
and joined for duty at Plymouth, N. C, March 14th, 
1804, where he was taken prisoner on the 20th of April, 
and was marched one hundrtMl milen, to Tarboro, X. C, 
en rtnftc for Andersonville Prison. Remained tliei-e five 
months ; was then trannferrud to FIon>nce, S. C, and 
was in prison there three months. Was paroled at 
Cliarleston Harbor, 8. C^ on the steamer ** Verona." 
Dooemlier 11 th, 1804| arrived at Camp Parole, Annai>o- 
lis, Md. Dcoemlier 15th, got a furlough from 24tli 
Deoembory to January 25th, 1805. On the way lionuv 
ward, was ioixod with typhoid fever, and taken to Cam- 
don Street Hospitaly Baltiraorci December 21>th, where 
he was sick five montlia. He was discharged from ser- 
vice, May IStliy 1866, Married a young lady of Phila- 
delphia, July 85tb, 1866, at New Beriin, Union Co., 
Peniu 
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Tliis joiing man Kaw nn advcrliticinciit in the New 
York pa]K?rR — " Wantc^l a Pay Ma*iter'd Clerk," and m 
tic wa« Hnbjcc't to dnifl, the 1>ctst thing ho c*oul<1 do would 
l>c to a(rept Bonic such {>odition and get ont of it. lie 
mrcordingl} went to New York, and appIicHl for the 
iNmition. \Va8 grci»ted conlially, asked to tlrink, and 
told that that {xisition had just lKX*n fille<l, hut that they 
had another })osition eiiually a** goo<l, that of captain'g 
clerk. Drank sevend tinien, and then coneIude<I to 
accept the position of captainV clerk, for tlic Twenty- 
fourth Independent Battery. The jiaiwrs were drawn 
up, and lie wa.s told that hcfore accepting tlio position 
It would l>e iiecessarv for him to take the ojitli of allegiam-c 
to the Goveniinent, thishedid, then drank thehcsihhof all 
haiidn, and knew no more until the next niomhig, when 
he woke up, dre8se<l in uniform on UikerV Inland. Was 
fonvanled to the comiNiny and duly presented himself to 
Cai>t. Cady, Man'h 10th, 1864, as his clerk, and was 
astonished and disap|x>intcd to find that he was a soldier, 
an<I was assigned to Camp's detachment as an extra duty 
man and had charge of the Jifff Otay Home. 

This was his story after arrival at the company.

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Joined April 20tli, 1864, at mouth of Roanoke riveri 
en route to Plymouth. A good iioldier. 

7l>. Griffitii, Cuab. R., Perry, N. Y. — Joined for 
service, October Ist, 1861. 

Re-enlisted, as veteran, Jannary 1, 1864. 

Was api^ointed corporal at organi»ition of the Rocket 
Battalion, at Albany. Was promoted to sergeant, 
November 4th, 1802. 

Taken prinoner at Plymouth, and died at Florence, 
S. C. He seemed to Iiave little hope after his capture, 
and gave himself up to the belief that he should never 
return home alive. 

80. (TRiFFmi, AijiERT, Perry. — Enlisted August 27th, 
1862. 

Mustered in at Buffalo, August 30th, 1863. Was 
ap}>ointed artiiicer, November 4th, 1802. 

lie was the oldest of the three brothers. Willis had 
enlisted first, Charles had followed, and Albert felt that 
he could not stay at home. Therefore, when the en- 
thusiasm of tlie enlisted men, in the fall of 1802, was at 
its height, he too was drawn into the vortex, and joined 
the common cause with them. While we were erecting 
our sheds and barracks in • New Berne, bis praotioal 
knowledge of building was invaluable to us. lie was 
taken prisoner at Plymouth, and died in the Anderson- 
nlle Stockade, of chronic diarrhoea, July 9th, 1864

81. OusBWooD^ Thomas, Perry.— Enlisted Nov. SSd,

82. IIakt, Char. — Joined an a recruit Oct. 12th, 1804, 
at I^>anoke Inland. No muster and descrii>tive roll re- 
ceived. AlK>ut fifty years of aj^e. Said he M-as drugge<l 
and taken fr«ni New York City to Hart Island in AupU!*t, 
18^4. Did not know whether ho volunteereil or vfm u 
HulMtitute. Never received any bounty. Was a man 
almut like Geo. McEwen, only faithful and orderly. 

S3. IIakmox, Jonx C, Rochester, N. Y. — Enlisted and 
mustered in for one year, September 30th, 1864, and 
joiniHl Niivemlicr IHli, 1804, at Itoanoke. Transferred 
to Thinl New York Artillery, May 25th, 18G5. 

84. IIarrixgtox, M. — Joined for duty Novemlier 9tli, 
1801, at Clarkson. 

85. IIahtikos, Fukd'k E., Mt. Morris, N. Y. — Was 
among the earliest recruits of the Battery. Serving as a 
|)rivate for inany months, he afterwards received promo- 
tion to the several ^KMitions of sergeant, second and Urst 
lieutenant. 

lie participated in tlie battles attending the first 
Ooldsboro* exjiedition, and was always ready for any 
mission of adventure or danger. Fredas easy good na- 
tur0| and ready sympathies, gave him the key to the 
good will and affection o( the Battery boys. He cer- 
tainly ranked tlio associate oflicers in popularity. 
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In Febrtmn', 1804, hy virtne of a general onlcr of the 
War Department, applying to all batteries reduced in 
nninlK^rs, TJeut. 1)oll)ecr and he were niusti^red out an 
HniKsrninncrary officers. It was Iiis intention to recniit 
the company to the maximum ittandard, and thereby to 
secure re-ap]K»intmeiit. Tliis design was defeated by the 
subsequent capture of the organization. " Lieut. Fred'' 
then entered ui>on mercantile pursuits in his native vil- 
hige, Mt, Morris, Livingston County, N. V. In this vo- 
cation he has had remarkable success. 

lie has committed matrimony. 

Those who recollect his rabid political tenets, will not 
l»e surprised to learn that he is largely resjH>nsible for a 
course of lectures lately delivereil in Mt. Morris, by 
Fred'k Douglas, Tlieodore Tilton, Miss Anna Dick- 
inson, and others, cast in the angular mould of the llad- 
ical Republican. Despite of his extreme iK)litical con- 
nections, all who know Fred will freely applaud and 
honor his sincerity. In the hope that abundant pros- 
l»erity may attend him, we leave him to make history. 

80. Hathaway, Chas., Perry. — Enlisted A ugust 29tli, 
18r»2. Mustered in at Buffalo, August 30tli, 1862. Was 
taken prisoner at Plymouth, and died at Andersonville 
Hospital, of chronic diarriioea, Juno 12th. The number 
of his grave is 1,891. 

Charley was one of those who, at the time of the last 
accession to the Batterji had made up their minds to 
enter the army ; and whether they went with the Batter/ 
or with some otlier organixationi was of seoondary oon- 
sideration. 
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lie made a good soldier. He had entered tlie rankn 
with the right Bpirit He was a pacifier at oiir outbursts 
of impatience and resentment at supposed wrongs. 

He was fond of the good things of this world, and 
none appreciated the gifts from Iiomc moto tlian he ; but 
lie was always ready to share with his fellows. 

Jle saw but little of the sufferings at Andersonville, 
as he was the seventh man that died there. He had suf- 
fered from miasmatic fever at Plymbuth, and was in .no 
condition to undergo such a change of climate^ and want 
of proper food. 

He was seroncy willing and prepared to die ; and gave 
us the few loving words to his parents and his friends, 
with tlie calmness of one who felt assured of a heavenly 
home. 

87. HiNTON, Wu. H., Rochester, N. Y.— Enlisted and 
mustered in October 1st, 1864, for one year. Joined 
November 9th, 1804, at Iloanoke. Transferred to Third 
New York Artillery, May 25th, 1864. Was a re-enlistcd 
veteran, having served in the two year enlistment of 
1801, in infantry. Good, trusty soldier.

In Amleivonville Prison 
fr«Mn May Ist until SejJtemlwr 11th, when I was removed 
to Charleston, S. C, taken to hospital and kept there 
until November 28th, when I was paroled with the first 
ten thousand sick, and placed on board the U. S. Tran*- 
jMut at Savannah, Ga., Xovemlwr 30tli, 1804.

A chronic ailment cause<l his name to bo ]>lacod on 
the invalid list, and ho was in and ont of liotpitalt until 
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wc readied Plymoutli. He writcB : " I was sent to New 
IksmOy to the general lioi^pitiil, to Ih) treated for the 
chronic diarrhrea, and ifler I got a little better,.! wa^ 
Hent to the head snrgeon, who examined ine, and hiA 
judgment wa^ that I might do for the invah'd cor|>A, and 
HO I was Bent hack to my quarterg, and in a short time I 
and two or three hundred more, were sent north, to 
Newark, New Jersey, to Ikj treated for whatever was the 
matter with us. I got a little better here, so that I couhl 
get out, and then I w>is sent up to the head-quarters again 
and examined, and the doctor said I would do for the 
second coqw of invalids, and so in I went. I stayed in 
this some time, until I got better, and then I was ex- 
amined again, and transferred to the first corps, and 
after staying here some time, T was sent down to Point 
Lookout, Md., to guard rebel prisoners. The prisoners 
sent here to Point Lookout, fared as well as our own 
boys did. I stayed here until Grant compelled TiCe to 
surrender, and in a short time I was sent to Allwny, X. 
^ Y., and mustered out of the ser\*ice, after the war closed." 

Ho sul«cquontly adds: ^^I was transferred to the 
flcoond battalion of the veteran reserve corps, on the 7th 
Jidy, 1864, and then sent to Newark, N. J., and some- 
time in the winter of 1865, (January or February) I 
was transferred to the first battalion, Eleventh Regt, Co.

He carried his love of study with 
him into the anny, and |Niid but little attention to 
anything but his l>ooks and his duties. He was a 
consoler in time of trouble, and a ]iopular pn»phet, inas- 
much as wisdom of mind is supposeil to accompany wisdom 
of speech. 

lie was taken prisoner at Plymouth. Wo believe that 
just iMjfore his aqiture, he was pn»mote<l ooq>oral. 

During his prison life, ho was buoyant and liojieful. 
On account (»f such a spirit, we thought, and yet think, 
that he would have endured to the end the treatment 
that was there received. But he was seized with malig- 
nant typhoid fever, and although wo had him romovod 
to the hospital, and did all in our power to save him, ho 
diedy Juno 24th, 1864, a few days after tlio fliseaao mado 
its appearance.

No nobler soldier sen-ctl his country for his conntryV 
pK)d. A man of fine physical projwrtions, of sound 
inonds ancl i4itegrity, and fif stn»ng rch'gioun tendencies, 
lie had prepared himself to fill the role allotted to him : 
to fight and to die, with courage ami with calmness. 
During the early p;irt of the attack on Plymouth, hin 
piece was onlereil intt» action, at the first emhrazure, at 
the right of the large house, used as the Battery harracks, 
lloyt was No. 1 (that is the man using the rammer an<l 
swah). The piece had Ikjcu firing some little time, when 
they commenced to fire more rai>idly. As he M'as 
** ramming a shell home, " No. 5, (whose duty it wnn to 
keep the vent lM»le coveR»<l) became excited, and in 
turning nmnd to give some instruction concerning the 
ammunition, he uncovered the vent. A premature dis- 
charge! immediately tollowe<l, and rammer, shell and all, 
went through the arms of Iloyt. One arm was shot ofi*, 
the other shattered, and his face and body blackened 
skin deep with the burnt j^owdor. Captain Cady stand- 
ing near, was so deafened, that for a day or two, it was 
almost impossible for him to hear anything. One or two 
others were slightly injured. Iloyt fell back, but was 
not satisfied to be taken away until he saw his post filled 
and his piece at work. 

He was removed to the hospital, and there, whore 
many were shrieking with slight wounds, he endeavored 
to quiet them, and then urge, them to the consideration of 
death, in a Christiaira view, with resignation, hope and 
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Ihith. Not A groan, not a murnmr cwajiod hift lii>R. lie 
had loved hig country, lie had served his country, and 
he waft M'illing to die for his country. 
^ The physicians wore very kind to him. The nurses 
looked upon his courajro with wonder. Evcr^'thing was 
done for hiin that could l>e done. lie lingerc^l along, 
until after we had surrendered. A few wounded were 
letl with him, while we were marched off. lie died, 
April 2f?th, 1864. 

Was buried on a vacant lot west of the building ihxiu- 
]>ied as the hospital of the Eighty-fifth Regiment, on the 
brow of the hill, overlooking the river. While in the 
ijuartermasterV department, at Itoanoke, Lieut. Camphad 
hcjid lK>ards made, and atlcr the recapture of Plymouth, 
by our forces, Stoildartl had them erected over his grave.

While we were stationed at New Berne, he was greatly 
shocked hy reading in the New York paper of the nnir- 
der of his mother, hy the hand of bis father. During a 
sttinn of anger, the father had buried a hatchet in the 
mother^ skull. He was furloughed, and came to New 
York during the trial. He returned to the Battery, but, 
of course, quite changed. He often expressed the <Ie- 
pression and the degrailation that he felt He was 
generally and deeply sympathized with, and, to our 
knowledge, he was very grateful for the many kin«l 
words and kind acts tendered him. At Plymouth he 
was ailing from the effects of " chills and fever," and 
suffered quite severely from that complaint, during the 
last two days of the battle. He was taken prisoner and 
died at Andersonville Hospital, of typhoid fever, July 
16th, 1864.

09. HuBLBUBT, E. T. M. — He writes : — " I enlisted in 
Perry, August S9tli, 1863. Mustered in at Buffalo, 
August 30th, 186S.

I was in the battle of New Berne, on the 
amdvenar^ of the oapture of that city by Bumsidei and 
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iti the terrible battle of FoHterVMilts, and did as iiiiich 
rctreatifi|^ as any of tbeni. I was not taken prisoner. I 
did not re-cnliftt. I was detailed as elcrk in the engincerV 
oftico at New Berne, nine days before the battle of 
Plymouth, when our Ixiys were taken prisoners, which 
<letail saved nic, probably, from a prisoner^ death. I 
was promoted to <*oqK>nd in Octolwr, 1802, at Newport 
Barracks. I .was again detailed iis a]K)theeHr}', in Bean- 
fort General Hospital, in July, 1804. While on this 
duty, was ])lace<l in medical charge of Refugee Camp, at 
Beaufort, and after acting in the cai)acity of apothec-ary 
and assist4int-surgeon, for five months, was ordered to 
Mansfield General Hospital, at Morehead City, as a 
patient, but was sotm ordered on duty as acting-assist- 
ant surgeon, by Surgeon Palmer, then in charge of 
hospital, in which capacity I (*ontinued to act until 1 
received my discharge ; the most of the time having chai^ 
of the bedded patients, though a private, for which ser- 
vice I received a document stating the above facts, 
signed by Surgeon J. C. Salter (in cliarge), endorsed 
by Surgeon D. W. Hand, in charge of Medical Depart- 
ment of N. C. At one time I had charge of the sick 
ward, while four, wearing shoulder-straps, were doctoring 
convalescents. This document also states that I, at one 
time, had charge of the General Hospital, but it was by 
default of Dr. Mudie, then by authority in charge.

Johnson was a man quite advanced in af^. Tie was 
intelleetually and ary^umontatively strong. I To was no- 
tably radical in his feeliuf^ and in his s|>coch. Wlnln 
wo wore in garrison ho ))onised tlio newspn]>ers witli 
eagerness and thoroughness, and few in the Itattery were 
p<isscssed of as mucli knowledge concerning the war as 
he. Politics were his favorito theme; though, during 
his imprisonment, his mind was called more to the Bible ; 
and his conversations with his comrades indicated tliat 
that Book had received a great deal of study and atten- 
tion from him. 

He was sent from the stockade at Anderson villo to the 
hospital, to do police duty. Gradually, however, he suc- 
cumbed to that dread malady, chronic diarrhcpa. lie 
saw that lie was declining — made his will, and a disposi- 
tion of the few things he possessed — and prepared him- 
telf for the great change. 

lie died Sept Slst, 1864. Tlie number of his grave 
is 9,496.

lie was the Mjcond menilwr of tlio Battery who was 
fmcrificed at that unholy altar.

The circumstances of his death were peculiar. He 
was taken ill with diarrhfpa soon after wo had entered 
the stockade. The sur^*on prcscril)ed an opiate, with 
directioTis, if he was no l)etter after a reasonable time, to 
administer a second dosc\ 

Tlie man acting as nurse failed either to understand 
or to comprehend the surgeon's orders, and whife Oeorgo 
was still quiet, and under the effects of the optatei tiie 
man gar^ him an additional quantity. Oeorge never 
woke from his first sleep. His sister, Kate R. KeeiMji 
has dedicated the following lines to his memory:

liodra Lapham was not a strong man. A |M>rtion of 
the time, while in garrison, he seemed greatly improved, 
and, even while at Andersonville, he evinced that won- 
derful tenacity for life which we are always astonished 
U) see in those whom we have been accustomed to look 
upon as feeble and delicate. lie endured prison exi)e- 
riencewitli but little complaint or fretfulness, while many 
stronger ones were uselessly quendous and disagreeable. 

Newton and he were together in the hospital. It is 
quite noticeable that they should have been so much 
together, and finally died within a few days of each 
other. 

Lapham died August 5th, 1864, of chronic diarrhcea.

A1)e Lent was long and familiarly known to the citi- 
zens of Perry. Most of us who enlisted at that time 
knew him well, and we recollect that many suspected 
that he was up to some of his shrewd tricks, and did not 
intend really to go with us. When wo were placed in 
nink, in the room of the mustering officer at Buffalo, Alio 
n*fused for some time to raise his Iiand and take the 
oHtli. He, however, yielded to the persuasions of his 
friends, and was sworn. Many attributed his conduct to 
an unwillingness to go, but wo are inclined to think that 
he stated bis true reason, which was, tliat in his opinion 
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IlaattngB slioiild have l>ecn sworn in with the rest, t<i 
carry out tlio understanding among the txiyfl at the time 
of the enlistment. He did not understatid that Uastinp^ 
was to be mustered in as a commissioned otHccr at 
Albany. Familiar with bookkeeping and rei>ort8, he 
made himnelf quite U8etul at the battery headquarters at 
that kind of Ialx>r. During the latter part of our stay 
in Plymouth, however, he took a i>ost at the piece, and 
worked well. Abe was very fond of spending an even- 
ing reviewing and rehearsing the acts and sports of the 
men of Perry who used to lie his chums. He was hap- 
piest when he could tell us his stories of the political and 
other intrigues and maneuvers that he had lieen cognizant 
of, while others were in ignorance and blindness, and he 
chuckling to himself as he heard their innocent remarks 
and saw tlieir unsuccessftd tactics. Even in prison life, 
a retrospect of the past was his habitiml resort for 
passing the time pleasantly. When he was sent to 
tlie hospital, he was very low, but he recognized \i\a 
friends. He failed rapidly, and became delirioun and 
insensible. 
He died in unconsciousness.

Was not captured, but was in hospital at Annapolis, Md.« 
when some of the men were returned from Andersonville 
and Florence. Saw Sam a?id William Nichols — both 
in a very reduced state — unable to sit up. Conversed 
with them, and did what I could to relieve them. 

^' John Kussell and Carnahan were there also. Some 
otliers were there, but I was not able to see them person- 
ally. I was promoted to sergeant, October 10th, 1802, 
and was promoted to first sergeant in Decemlter, 1862, 
or January, 1863.

116. LooMis, IIiKAM, Mt. Morris, N. Y. — ^Enlisted at 
Perry on the 89th of August, 1H62, was mustered in at 
Buffalo on the SOth. Taken prisoner at Plymouth, 
April 80th, 1864. 

Was at the Andenonville, Florence and Charleston 
prisons. He says : ^ After I had been in Andersonville 
about Ave montha it was thought that Sherman was about 
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to invado tlio |>ortif>n of the Stite in which the pridoii 
was located, so they removed uh to (-liarlefttoii and from 
thence to Florence. 

^' Wlien r went to Andcrdonvlllc, I wat« sick and could 
^^arcely keep my jilace in tlic ranks, hut witli Wins at 
my hack with a revolver iK>intcil at me^ I felt called 
upon to put forth every |>o8rtihlc effort 

** Was at Florence three months. 

*• Was exchanged at Charleston, Dec. 10th, 1864. Was 
afterwards detailed as onlerly in the Navy Yard. Mus- 
tered out June 2Sth, 1805. 

" Was married to Miss Annie W. Sweetman of Mt 
Morris, X. Y., October 25th, 1S65.*' 

Has been, since he left the army, quite successful in 
the cabinet business, at Pioneer, Williams Co., Ohio. 

116. McClair, Jkrrv. — Mustered in at Buffalo, Sei>- 
tcmlier 30th, 1862. Was promoted to corpoml. Interested 
himself in the recruiting of negroes, and wo believe 
received a lieutenant*s commission in a colored n*giment. 
We never received a reply to our cmnmunication to him. 
Have heard that after the close of the war he was 
interested with Lieutenant Camp, in business in North 
('arolina. Gave that up, returned to Moscow, and was 
married. Settled for a short time in Moscow, and has 
now returned to the soutli again. 

117. McCkaby, Orrih S., Mount Morris. — Enlisted 
September 9th, 1863. 

Was taken prisoner at Plymouth, an<l, as we are in- 
formed by Ferguson, died at Florence, 8. C, in tlie Fall 
of 1864. 
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Of the threo McCrary brothers who started out witli 
lis in tho Fall of 1802, Charles only remains. 

Orrin was a sprightly, affable fellow, ready to do and 
to say anything to please. As a prisoner, he had little 
to complain of, and cheerfully looked forward to deliver- 
ance. But the linf^ring, sickening delay overpowered 
him, and he too fell, with the thousands of others that 
could no longer endure their prison tortures. 

118. M<<yRAKv, Wm. a., Mount Morris. — Enliste^l 
August 2tHh, 1862. Mustered in at Ihiffalo, Augutit 
80th, 1802. Promoted corporal, Novetnlwr 4th, 1862. 

While at New Berne, he was attacked with chronic 
diarrhipa, and never fully recovered. He died of that 
disease, August 14th, 1863. 

IKs body was embalmed and brought North for inter- 
ment He was in so little active duty with us, that he 
bad no opportunity for displaying his qualities as a sol- 
dier. His death was regretted and felt by all the mem- 
ben of the Battery. 

119. MoGkary, Charlks, Mount Morris — the third of 
tlie tliroo brothers.— Enlisted August 2Sth, 1862, and 
was mustered in at Buffalo, August 30th, 1868. Was 
discliarged on aooount of physical inability. Present 
address, WellsriUe, N. Y. 

190, HoCrihk, John, Perry.— £nlistc<l Angiuit 28tli, 
186S. Mustered in at Buffalo, August 80th, 1862. 
Was taken priaonei^ at Plymouth, and died at Ander- 
sonville Hoapital, of chronic diarrhoea, August 19th, 
1864.

JohnV tongiie wapged ceaselessly. IIU body might 
be wearied, bin spirits sulxliied, bnt bis tonpic never 
cared for 'rest. lie was pretty ^-ell advanced in years; 
bad bad a good deal <jf ex])erieTice as a traveler, and bis 
stf»ck of stories was large ; and if tliey needed a little bum- 
isliingfbebad quite a faculty for inventing additional oc- 
currences wliicli sbould keep up the interest of bis bearers. 

In prison be kept up good spirits ; and if a l)ody was 
not too dejected, an bourns interview witb bim was a 
relief from tbe more seriate and cpiiet comrades. 

At>or bo readied tbe bospiud, be liecamo greatly 
nlanued, as be realized tliat deatb wa«$ approaebing. 
Several nigbts in succession we were roused at midnigbt 
by a message fmm bim tbat be was dying, yet bo lingered 
along for some time. In tbe daytime be would soem to 
be improving, and at nigbt would fail. We managed at 
last to obtain a Roman Catbolic priest, wbo made bim a 
visit, and tbe comforting assurances wbicb Jobn received 
from bim seemed to quiet bis alann, and be died, being 
bimself bardly aware tbat bo was breathing his last. 

121. McCrink, Jamks, Perry. — Enlisted Decemlier 
22d, 1863. He reached Plymouth just in time to be 
taken prisoner. 

We are unable to trace bim any further, but it is sup- 
|Nised that he died*in prison. 

122. McDoNAi.n, AicfiifBAnp, New York. — Enlisted 
Xovemlier 26tli, 1861. Re-enlisted as a veteran, Janu- 
ar>- 1st, 1864. At one time acted as orderly teif^eant. 
Was promoted corporal in 1864. 

. Was taken prisoner at Plymouth, and died at Ander* 
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Boiivillt* IIoApitaly of typlioid fover, Septotiilier IStli, 
1864. Tlic nnin))or of lii^ gravo is 8,960. 

Ho was a faithful HoMior and a willin^i^ Worker, a 
radical thinker and a plain speakel, 3'et a practical pro- 
moter of olieyanco to onlera and strict discipline. To the 
tddcst |K>rtion of the Biittery he was best known, and wan 
fpiite iKipnlar with them. 

123. McEwKw, ityu'.jtiiK W., Ticoiideroga. — Joined 
for duty October 2<1, 1861. lie was in i>oor healtli niosf 
of the time, and we conclude, as liiM name cannot t>e found 
on the later nnit^ter rolls, that he was dis<*har|;^ from 
fM)me of the liOH]»itals. Re-enlisted, as a veteran volunteer, 
at Plymouth, Jannary 1st, 1864,. Received veteran 
furlough and never returned to his coinjmTiy. Had char{;:o 
of file etKik house when we first enlisted the two ct>lored 
cooks, allowed by law ((George and Nelson). 

Little Pets coming up to the quarters, one day, sung 
out to McEwen — " llo ! Miiok, the boys go back on your 
nigger cooks, Im, lia ; dats too bad, ha, ha.'^ Mack replied, 
" (), you d — d black imp, what yon talking about'' — at the 
same time picking np a stone to throw. Pete replied, ^* Oh, 
Mack, oh, Mack, I didn't mean nothing, the're all right. 
Pd jtist as leave eat after their cooking as after yours."' 

124. Mc'OiTiRK, TniJMAs, Gainsville, N. Y. — Joined fur 
duty, OctoW 1st, 1861. Re-enlisted, as a veteran, in 
January, 1864. 

Was taken sick while on his Tcteran furlough, and 
arrived at Roanoke Island, April 20th, 1864, just after 
Plymonth was oaptnred. He remained with the remnant 
of the Battery until it was mustered out in Syracuse.

126. McGuiRK, Mien AKi,.— Enlisted March 2l8t, 1864, 
at Gainsvillo, X. Y., for three years ; joined April 20th, 
1864; died at hospital, on Roanr^ke Island, August, 18m, 
of acute dj^entcry. Is burie<l near the hospital (brother 
of Thomas McGuire). 

127. McNiNcui, Henry, M«>8c<jw. — Enlisted Decerabor 
imh, 1863. 

Was taken prisoner at Plymouth, and is reiK>rted by 
Ncwcomb to have died at Florence. 

lie was one of the last recnn'ts before the battle of 
Plymouth, and wo do not know much about his move- 
ments after he reached Andersonville, as we had little 
acquaintance with him. 

128. Mc^Vky, James. — Mustered in about Sept. 3<»th, 
1862. 

McVey was one of the y*>ung men that volunteered 
from Hamilton Colle}i^», at the time George Hastings 
joined the Battery. He was a restless fellow, and felt 
the restraint of army discMpline severely. On this 
account \m made a |>oor soldier. He was talented, had 
a keen sense of honor, and to our thinking, too high an 
appreciation of caste. After a little time ho was put on 
d(*tailed ser\*ice, in the General Department, at Now 
lk*me. Was promoted to a licntenanf s commiseifm in 
the Tliird New York Artillery. Was aid-de-camp on 
General Peck^s Staff, Game with (General Peck to 
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New York City, and reniainccl on liig Btaff while he had 
ooiiiiiiand o{ that dv|iartiiicnt lie was there tiimtcn>d 
out of Horvifc. We have liecn toW that ho rctnmcd to hiV 
hoiiiCy in the interior of New York State, and died there. 

129. Markax, Charmcm A., Moscow. — Enlisted Au- 
pist 28th, 1862. 
Mastered in at Buffalo, April 80th, 1862. ^ 
lie was qnick and impulsive in his enlistment 
As he was quite young and inexperienced, he could 
hardly realize his undertaking ; yet, in actual experience 
he proved himself steady and capahle. He was taken 
prisoner at Plymouth, and we are infonned hy Fergu- 
son, died at Florence, S. C. 

180. Marrin, Patrh'K, Perry. — Enlisted Noveral)er 
21st, 1861. lUhenlisted as a veteran, January 1st, 1864. 
Was taken prisoner at Plymouth. Marrin was verj- 
severely wounded at the hattlc of Plymouth, being struck 
with five Minie bullets, while at his post in charge of 
the caisson teams. One passed through his hat, just 
grazing the skin ; two bullets, not five minutes apart, 
passed through the fleshy part of his legs, above the 
knee ; another lodged in his ankle, and remains there yet, 
causing him a great deal of suffering at times. He 
showed no cowardice, nor flinching, but remained at his 
post as long as he was able. After he was wounded, he 
started for the hospital, using two pieces of palings as 
emtcbes, and on his way was met by some rebek who 
•topped him, set him down, pulled (»ff his boots, took his 
hat, and then set him up and let him go on minus hat 
and boots, which were too good to lose. 
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lie remained at Plyinoutli fM»tnc time, with others of 
the wdiindiHl, atid was finally M»nt to AiiderAonville. 

Hi? woniidecl leg tnmhled liim considemhly, and h« 
WAA f4?nt to the 1io8pitaI. lie there made liimftelf so ii8e- 
fiil tlint he rctiiaiiied as an attendant until he wan ex- 
rhan^l. 

He was paroled in XovemhcT, 1S04, at Savannah. 
Joined after exclian^, at Coanjoi*k, in May, and was 
transferrefl to Tliird New York Artillery.

Mustered in at Buffalo, on the same day. 

Was ap)x>inted sergeant, November 4tli, 1862. 

Was reduced February 18th, 1864, to private, by his 
own request, in order to enable lijm to a(*cept a detail in 
the qnartermastcr^s deiiartment, at Plymouth. At the 
battle of Plymouth, by request of Captain Cady, he re- 
sumed the command of his old detachment, which wan 
stationed at the extreme right of the line of works. 
While in the anny wasoorreepomlent for '' The Wyoming 
Times'^ and "The We0tem New FwXw,'' over the 
signatoreofJ. W. M.*' 
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Waft (liricliargcd from tlic »ervicc, 1»y«i>ccial order of 
the 8e<*rctary of War, Ni». loT, on the 20tli of Ai>ril, 
1^04, in order to allow liini Ut accept a foninuHxion as 
second lieutenant in tlie Senmd New York Artillery'. 
(Sec vol. 2, New York Stat(! AtljutantV lte|>i»rt, 1808.) 
At the name date, and heforo the dinchar^ and eoni- 
nn*88i(m had reaehetl him, he wan taken prisi»tierat Ply- 
mouth. During hid inipriHonnient he ronniine<l a month 
in the Mtockiidc. Was sent from there to the hospital. 
Hy the kind attention received from Dr. A. W. JUrrown, 
of Amherst, Masw., a fellow prisoner, he snfHciently re- 
covered to do duty in the hospital, in caring for the sick. 
Was a short time in ^fillcn prison. Was ]ian)led for 
exchange at Savannah, Novemlnjr 20th, 1804, He rca(*licd 
the Fe<leral steamer with little clothing, {lenniless and 
hungr)'. Ilemained in General Mnlford's offiee, on the flag 
ship, "New York," of the exchange fleet, a month. Was 
nmstered out of service, August, 1805, in New York 
City. 

Was in the Treasurer's ofiice of the United States 
Telegraph Oimjiany, about a year. In March, l8f>*J, was 
elected Secretary of the " North America" Life Insurance

Was taken prisoner at Plytnouth, and died at Anderson- 
vllle Stockade, of cluronic diarrlid^a, August 3d, 1864. 
Tlie number of his grave is 4,771. 

Gile was the sutler of our camp, he was a hard worker 
and did not allow his store to interfere with his duties. 
He was shrewd — understood when and where to accom- 
modate with finances — and withal, managed to keep his 
matters of business so to himself, that few knew how 
much or how little he accumulated. 

Wo did not see him after we arrived at Andersonville, 
and caimot therefore say anything of his prison expe- 
rience. 

137. MosiKR, Marion R.— Enlisted in Weathersfield, 
Wyoming Co., N. Y. Mustered In at Buffalo, ()ctol>er 
82d, 1S61. Mustered out at Elmira, X. Y. Re-en- 
listed as a veteran at Plymouth, January 1st, 1864.

Was paroled at Wilmington, M. C. Married, May 11th, 
1865, to Bosettie Lewis, of East Pike, N. Y.

188. MtJHsoK, Darrts, Hager, N. Y. — Joined for duty, 
September S8th, 1861.

Was transferred to Company 1), and promoted orderly 
Dergcant. 

In January, 1SG2, liecoming diH^atidficd with Simie of 
the api>ointment(§, ho left tlie (Company ami went to New 
York City, where he remained until June 2d, 1864. 

lie was court mnrtialled for desertion, Septenilier 
12tli, 1864, and sentenced by Court Martial Order No.

Shank was a eaqienter by trade, and was a man of 
utility in the Battery. He sttKNl the test o( a soldior^s 
life with grejit endurance, until he reached Andersonville, 
but that prove<l too much, and his physical force yielded 
ti the pressure siMiner than many of the <»thers. 

180. Shki.i,, John, Clarkson, N. Y.— Joined for duty, 
October hnh, 18<a. 

Discharged for physical inability, April, I8lt8. 

181. Snm'AKn, Xki^ik.— Knlistwl May 11th, 18«3, 
at Plymouth, N. C— a colored cook. Was taken prisoner 
at Plymouth, April 20th, 18(U. Put in prison tlicre and 
forced to trade hat, lioots, watch, &c, with the rebels. 

Owihg to the fact that he had acted as guide on several 
raids our cavalr}* had made up towards Williamston, the 
inhabitants of that vicinity tried Ut see wliat they wuld 
do for Nelson, to repay his kindness. They aoi«ordingly 
got an order to whip him, which was done In tlie rooal 
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approved ntjlc ; the next day they diHhed up another do8o, 
tind for several days |)oor Nelnon had to nnder^ chan- 
tii»cnient Was then put in a gang with hall and ehain, 
and sent to Tarh<iro, N. C, where lie gi>t rid of the liall ; 
wan then sent to Weldon, to work on fortiticationtt ; there 
he got rid of liin chain and made his escape, joining the 
ooniimny at Itoanoke Island, in the fall of 1864. 

Was transferred to Third New York Artillery. 

Nolsfin was very shy of re1>els after his treatment at 
Plymouth. Whenever there was talk of relKsIs at ('oan- 
joek, Nelson took his |)ost near the swamp and kept hir^ 
eyes pealed. 

182. SniKLKV, Pmakks, Perry. — Enlisted Septeml)er, 
1862. 

MustercMl in at Buffalo, 8epteml>er lOth, 1862. 

Was taken prisoner at Plymouth, and was sent to An- 
dersonville. He was detailed from the stockade to do duty 
in the hospital. On the moniing of May 21st, he came 
up and made quite a long visit to the writer. 

Soon after his return to his own tent, he was sitting on 
his hunk, ctmversing with some of his comrades, when he 
suddenly fell over on his couch, and immediately expired. 
Tliere was wopmi tfuprtem examination, hut he undouht- 
edly died of heart disease. It was a sudden shoc*k and 
■ad eahimity to his surviving comrades, for ho was uni- 
formly kind and attentive to them all. 

The following appropriate ohituary appeared m tlie

Bom in our riUa^ (Perry) and havinfr spent ni*arlj all his life in 
it, Pliares was widely linown and anivorsalljr ri'irarded as one of our 
most promiHinff JouQff men. Gentle and aooommodating in disposi. 
tion, proTerbiallj truthfal and upright in speech and act, free from 
the sins to which jonnff men in particular, are so fearfully exposed, 
he was a ffi*ncral favorite in our community, and, it is belicTed, he 
he has not loft an enemy amonfr all who knew him. Favored with a 
naturally amiable dls|M)eition, gnee had made it incn^sin^ly attrari- 
ive, and his profession of Uodllness was habitually honored in prartire. 
lie was a member of the Presbyt«*rian (*hurrh, whert* his funeral ser- 
mon was preached last Habbath, by the (lastor, fWim 1st Kin^s, cliap. 
II, verse 2. The theme of the discourse was the dying soldier's 
le^cy to each of his countrymen — * his unfinished work/ " 

A copy of a letter to Pliarei*' iiiotlier gives more par- 
ticulars of hiH death. It is as follows : 

" ANDRRHONVII.LB, NoT. 15th, 18fl4. 

" J)Mr Jfadam^l enclose you a lock of hair which I clipped frcmi 
I'hares' head. I suppose you have heard some of the pariiculani of 
his death. It was so sudden to us all, that it hardly seemed like 
d««th. An hour before, he sat in my tent with me, cbattin|[^ of 
the times when we were boys playinfr ' Robin Hood,* and rovlnir 
through Bailey's Grove— of school daya— then of our late capture, and 
its strangon«M> compared with those times. After awhile, he arose, 
saying, that be thought he was going to have a chill, as he felt Tery 
much like it. Twenty minutes after, one of the boys caoM rushing 
into the tent, saying that Pbares was dying. I hastened to his tent 
«Hily to find him dead. I had a surgeon called Immediately, who 
prommaeed his ailment—' heart disease.' If I am erer foftunat^ 
enongh to reseh P^ny, I wUl tell yon all.

Was taken prisoner at Plyniourh, and died at Ander- 
son ville Stockade, September 12tli, 1864.

He left a wife and family to monm his loss. 

Tlie sympathy of all who apprecriate the sacrifice that 
a man with a family made, when he left his home to 
enter the ranks of onr annv, as well as the kindest wishes 
of all his comrades, is tendered to them. 

1H4. Smith, Masiiii C, Perry. — Enlii»ted August 28tli, 
184(2. 

Mustered in at Biifiido, August 80th, 1862. 

AVas appointed (*orporal at Newport Barracks. 

Was tjiken prisoner at Plymouth. The writer saw hut 
little of him until we reached Andersonville. I was 
then called upon by one of the ** battery boys,'' who in- 
formed me tliat Mason was very ill, and desired to sec 
me. Upon visiting him I found him very low, with un- 
mistakable symptoms of typhoid fever, lie recognised 
me for a few moments only, spoke of home, his mother, 
and of our old boy days, and then wandered off in mind 
to tlie insane dreams of a fevered brain. Even then, ai^ 
we gathered about him, it appeared to us tliat to be 
allowed to be the first one to die in such a place, was a 
kindly boon of a wise Ood. He died the following 
morning, May 10th, 1864. Tlie following obituary ap- 
peared in the Wetiem New Yorker^ when the sad ti- 
dings of hie sad death reached his home ;

Our com- 
munity could mourn the hwnn of no younf? man more beloved ur 
promisinfT. 

" He inherite<t the irenial. (|uiet, kind spirit of his father : had the 
same relish for literary pursuits and social enjoyments: was equally 
intelligent and uncompromising In his cimvictions, and bid fair to be 
a man of even greater usefulness and worth to society. lie had been 
ffir several years an «*am(«t, active memUTof the Presbyterian (*hurch, 
deeply iutercHtf>d in the Hablmth school and prayer mi*etlngs ; 
hcmored by all his youthful associates fi>r rare and moral courage, and 
manly adherence to what he regarrled as the path of duty. For, 
rather would ho right, all alone, tlian wnmg, with the multitude. 

" He had Just ctmipleted his second year at Hamilton (*ollege when 
tlie call for troo|is became too earnest for him to longer rt^st. Had 
he remained in college it is quite likely he would have returned 
to his home from the recent oommcncem«mt, a graduate, in the very 
Htage which brought the intelligence of hUi death. • • • 

** The frequent letters received from him showed that he aimed to 
meet all his obligations, and maintain his integrity amid abounding 
temptations. His efforts were more successful In the opinkm of others 
titan in hla own severer judgment. Very characteristic ia the follow- 
ing extract from hla last letter, save one — ' In regard to my being 
corporal, I have only to aay, it was nothing of my own aeeking; 1 
never curry favor of my olRcera— I aimply do my duty— and what they 
see fit to give me, I take— even if it ia no more than a eoqiormley. 
Xon-Commlaeloned Oflkera in the Twenty-fourth Battery aie very 
preoarioua. To day you migr be a aergeant, to-morrow a private. The 
oompanyla^illofmenwhooiioeheldapoaitloBlntliebattefy."* * * 

The following appeara in an obituary, written by the 
secretary of his otillege claw : 
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" A« ft eliiM-iiiftIa, he was IotmI hj us all. Pew eigojred the \wp- 
iilaritjr that he waa held In hj all the daaa.

187. Stoddabo, Samuel. — He writes: "I enlisted 
September 5th, 1862, at Perry, N. Y. Was mustered 
in, September 10th, 1862, at Buffalo. Mustered out at 
Syracuse, N. Y., July 7th, 1865. 

** I was not a prisoner. I barely escaped capture at 
Plymouth, N. 0., April 20th, 1864. It luippened in 
tills wise: I left Plymouth in company with Sergt. 
Gamp, April 8d, far Washington, D. C. Having fin- 
ished our business, we received orders to return on the 
14th. We left Washington the same day, expecting to 
reach Plymouth on the night of the 19th, or on the foUow- 
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ing morning, hnt owing to the failure of cimnection at 
Norfolk, of about an hour, with the Cliesapeake and 
Albemarle Line connecting Nort*f»lk with Roanoke Islanc], 
we were detained at Norfolk until the following Mondaji 
April ISth, the day after Plj-mouth was attacked. 

** We were joined at Norfolk by Tom McGuire and 
Pannlee, who had l>een left liehind at that point, sick, on 
their retuni from their veteran furlough. 

" On reaching Roanoke Island, we found that we were 
just one hour too late to reach Plymouth, an the ram 
came down the river that night, and cut off all further 
communication with the place from our trant^porta. We, 
however, were ignorant of this, and proceeded by the 
' Muf^asoit,' to join the Battery at Plymouth. When 
about midway of the Sound, however, we Iiailed one of 
the gunboats, having on board the body of Capt. FluAser, 
and learned the situation of the garrison. We steamiKl 
on, notwithstanding, and joined our fleet, now lying in 
Chowan Bay, where we remained all night. On the 
morning of the 30th, we steamed up to the month of the 
Roanoke, and there, during the day, helped oflT refugees 
and some escaped prisoners who had found tlieir M'ay to 
that point. 

'^ At night we were transferred to a propeller that had 
been trading in those waters, together with those picked 
up day by day, and several enlisted men that had arrived 
from New Berne that day, belonging to the Battery. 
Were sent back to Roanoke Island, then under command 
ofLtent.-Ck>l. Clarke, Eighty-fifth New York Volunteers. 

*^ On reporting to Col. Clarke, 8ei*gt Camp was de- 
tailed to die quartennaster's department, where he re- 
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mainod until Iio received hig coiiiiniBBion, in the followiri;; 
Feliniary, I think. TliiA left me in command of our 
minady which oonsigtetl of the two veterans aliovo nunicfl 
and five recruits, and with them I wa« ordered to rep<irt 
to Capt Bamnni, of tlie Sixteenth Connecticut Vohm- 
teerH, ntationed at Fort Reno. 

•• Hero I roinainetl for nearly a week, when I was do- 
tailed to report at headquarters, as clerk ' to the actin<i; 
atmirttant adjutant general, and in which place I remained 
until al>out the first of June, 1805. During these monthn 
I had the opportunity of rendering some assistance to 
those self-denying ladies who were sent as teachers to the 
cruitrabands, as it was my privilege to do to some extent 
at Plymouth. I will mention another incident, which 
was of interest to me — a thing which c*omparatively few 
saw while in the army — a ret)hjnl of religion^ in which 
many were hopefully converted, both oflloers and enlisted 
men. 

^ I shall not soon forget the testimony of one of the 
Andersonville prisoners, who had returned for duty with 
his regiment. In streaking of the change ho experiences 
in bo»>ming a Cliristian, ho said in words, as near as I 
can rooall them : ' I have lieen, as you know, for solium 
months a prisoner, in the hands of the Rebels at Ander- 
sonville, and T thonght while descending the river to the 
]N)int onr exchange boat was stationed at, as I first caught 
siglit of the old Stars and Stripes, that it was the hap^ 
pies! moment of my life; bat I can assure you that this 
eomparison but feebly expra s n es the joy which I now feel 
ia beeoming a child of GtMl.* 

^Iwaa appointed corporal, Ootober llth, 1863, and 
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WRA mnfttcrcd out ha such at the expiration of my term 
of Hervice. 

*' Since my retirement from tlie serYice I haYo rcftidcd 
in New York City for three yenr», an a student of The- 
olojry, at Union Theological Senn'nary, (i|>ending my Ya- 
cations, however, out of the city. My firat Yacation, 
during the Summer of 1SC6, waa t^ytcni as an agent of 
the Freedman^s Union Conimii^ion, andcanvaAm>d 1loc*k- 
land Co., N. Y., collecting funds in liehalf of that cause. 
During the vacation of 1807, I preached as stated supply 
of the Preshyterian Church at Stjmlio]>e, N. J., having 
l»ccn licensed to pn*ach the Gospel, April I3th, 1807. 

"On May Otli, 1808, graduated at Union Tlieoh>gical 
Seminary, and on the 20tli of the same month was married 
to Miss Sarah E. IToisington, daughter of the late Kev. II. 
R. Hoisington, many years a missionary of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, and for several years principal 
of the Batticolla Seminary, Oeylon, where Mrs, Stoddard 
was bom. 

"In June, 1808, received a commission to labor aa a 
home missionary, under the auspices of the Presbyterian 
Homo Mission Committee. I was sent to Ilolton, Kan- 
sas, which is now my field of labor, and present address.** 

188. Storms, Thomas S. — Enlisted at Tarrj'town, No- 
vember eth, 1801. Was in tlie Battery. Discharged, 
we l>elieve, on account of some physical inability, and is 
now living in Tarrytown. 

189. StrnnRRLAxn, Chas. — Enlisted at Rochester, 
September 30th, 1804. Joined t]ie Battery, November 
9th, 1864, at Roanoke. 
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Ho onlixtod for the 108th Rc^itncnt Infantry, hnt was 
loAt in tho wilderness,^ and the Battery claimed him. 
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!{>(>. SuNmsLD, Jamrs, Rochester, N. Y. — Enlisted 
Octohor 0th, ISOl. Ro-enlistod as a veteran, at Plymouth, 
in Janiiar}', 1864. 

Was taken prisoner at Plymouth, and sent to Ander- 
0onville. lie was one of those fortunate few who mirac- 
ulously cs(*a])e«l from the jaws of death. 

He was reported as ^'alisent at G)llef;e Green Bar- 
racks, Annapolis.*^ We have been told that he now lives 
in Ilochester, N. Y. 

ID I. TifAYKR, Lkwis p. — Enlisted at Rochester, Octiv 
lier 4th, 1804, for one year. Joined at Koanoke, Novem- 
ber 0th, 18W. Transferred to Third New York Artillery. 

1$>2. TfLTON, IIbxrt, Moscow. — Enlisted August 20tli, 
1802. 

Mustered in at Buftalo, August 30th, 1862. 

Promoted ooriioral about Octolier, 1S68. 

Was taken prisoner at Plymouth, and died at Ander- 
sonville Hospital, of gangrene, October 18tli, 1864. 

Tilton was one of three brothers who entered into tlic 
service of the United States. We believe he was tho 
second one to go, and the second one to die. His brother 
had told him of severe war experience, bat that did not 
deter him. When in his father's store his associates and 
he consulted over tho proposition to go, and go together, 
he was one of the strongest advocates of the plan. It 
r^oired much persnasfbn to gain his mother's assent (for 
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8lio conid roalizo, perhaps far liettertlian Iie^ tlie pofwiblo 
rtiitreringA that he miglit ondurc), yet, full of eiithiisiasiii, 
atul full of an earnest conviction that he wa8 noode^l, he 
did gain it. And we know, too, that another deair one 
protcrtted and pleaded; hut thoiirui re(H>lveof aeonvicte<l 
mind gained the innntery over the heart, and he Imde 
them all a ''gocnl bye,'' gatisfied that he had done right. 
An improftMion Iuia l>eon given to liig friends that his Mif- 
foringa from the disease of which he died, were extrcnuOy 
painful and severe. This is not true. The writer knows 
iwtter than anylxxly else, lM*cause he constantlj* attended 
him, and ha<l ditlercnt pliysicians to visit him. Scorhu- 
tis made its appearance in his face. While he remainetl 
in the stockade, this disorder received little or no atten- 
tion. A large ulcer formed in the cheek. He affinned 
that he had no sensation of pain from it, and that it was 
callous to the touch. When ho reached the hospital and 
found friends, was decently clothed, comff>rtably shel- 
tered, and had re(*eived some palatable food, he volun- 
teered the remark that " He slioidd soon got well, now 
that he could get something to eat." 

He had l)ecn in the hospital once before, and had been 
returned to the stockade as well. We believe that the 
cause of his death was not gangrene, but debility, arising 
from want of food and want of shelter, liefore it was too 
late. He received all the comforts that his several 
friends were enabled to give, for all of which he was very 
grateful. We hoped to save him, but he was too far 
gime. Upon making the nsnal morning visit to his tent, 
after he had been tliere a few days, we found that his 
sonl had passed quietly away during the night, 
9 
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The graciouB Ood, who had given him rest in slumber, 
had carried him from that sleep to the eternal sleep which 
knows no waking. Will there not be rest in heaven for 
such a wearied, suffering martyr t 

193. T1RRKI.L, Samukl.— Enlisted at Leicester, January 
6th, 1804. Reached Pljnnouth in time to t)articipato in 
the battle, and be taken prisoner. 

Ferguson writes that "Tirrell died at Florence, 8. C:' 

194. Truaib, O. M., Mount Horris.— Enlisted Septem- 
ber 4th. 1862. 

Quaker. Died or was discharged. 

195. TuRNRR, RoBKRT, Ncw Hartfofd, N. Y.— Enlisted 
November 22d, 1862. 

He came on to Newport Barracks with Lieut. Hastings, 
having left Hamilton College in order to enter the 
service. 

He was unusually bright and active, impulBively 
generous and kind, and very popular with the members 
of the Battery. 80 anxious was he to participate in a battle, 
that he used his strongest persuasive qualities with the 
officers to permit him to go with the section which was 
selected for the march to Kinston, Ooldsboro' and 
Wliitehall. He was killed at the battle of Whitehall. 

The following account is given in " Tlie Wyoming 

" Moods/ Moralnir the srmj ree r oii o d the brklgte, it wis s long. 
largs Mdge. Roberl Tamer, frnm Owego, hsd charge of men de- 
ttflMi ftom Ibe dlffweat bslterles, to elesr the town of ftragglen, 
•ad stad Umbi Ibrwaid lo pfepare OMterlal, snd mske prepsrstkiiiB 
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for borafng the bridire and tei fire to It. He aeeompllshed the deed 
pmmfitl J, and receired the approral of the Colonel. • • • 
(We beliere this was the bridfrt^ on which Colonel Clark, of the NInHj- 
sixth New York, was shot and killed.) At the battle of Whlti^hall, 
Tamer was standing at the head of a horse, when he was stmck bj a 
frainnent of a shell, killing hlin lnf>tantljr. Tlie missile passed 
through his bodj nntr the heart. He was bnried in his orerenat aad 
blanket, eren in i\w din and smoke of battle. 

" He was a great fkrorite with all the men, and sad hearts gathered 
.foond his lonelj grare. A short prajer was said, and there was J«sl 
time to fill the grave as the eomnuuid was given to * forward.* " 

196. Van Bitkk!|(, Sylvmtkr. — Enlisted February 
15th, 1864. 

He was taken prisoner at Plymonth, and was sent to 
Anderson ville. 

197. Wardwell, Edwarii II., New Hartford, N. Y.— - 
Joined for duty, September 20th, 1869. Promoted 
second lieutenant, April 15th, 1863. 

Resigned, August 30th, 1864. 
Transferred to Signal Corps and absent from 
Plymouth. 

198. Wabhixoton, Gkokoe, colored cook. — Enlisted at 
Plymouth, May 11th, 1863. Lieutenant Camp says: 
" lie was taken prisoner at Plymouth, April 20th, 1864. 
Put under guard and set at work collecting stores and 
carryinjT them into Fort William. 

" While at work, the third day after capture, he gave 
the guard the slip, by jumping over the parapet into die 
ditch, near our quarters, thence into the swamp, on the 
upper side of the town, where he found a canoe, with a 
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gun in it, which some pcroon had loft and gone aehore 
from. He got into it, paddled out into the creek* 
thence to the river, thence up the river, past the Fort 
and down Middle river, picking up in the swamp, opp<>- 
site Plymouth, two refugees, N. Carolinians, and brought 
up safe and sound with our fleet, at the mouth of the 
river. Joined the company at Boanokc, and for some 
misdemeanor was sent for trial to New Berne, there got 
out and went on board steamer as coal heaver. From 
George, Lieutenant Camp got the first report of the killed 
and wounded, and fate of the Battery, in general, which 
he conveyed by letter to anxious friends at Perry." 

199. Watnb, Joseph, Hamlin, N. T. — Joined for duty 
October 23d, 1861. 
Discharged from hospital in June, 1802. 

»X). Welch, Edward, Perry.— Enlisted, August 27th, 
1862. 

Mustered in at Buffalo, August 30th, 1862. 

Was wounded and taken prisoner at Plymouth, and 
died at Andersonville Hospital, of chronic diarrhcpa, 
August 8tb, 1864. 

The number of his grave is 6,181. 

Welch was one of the hardiest men in the Battery. 
Once or twice before he was taken prisoner, he had l)een 
attacked with fever and ague, but under any ordinary 
endurance he doubtless would have survived many 
others.

Re-enli8ted at Plymouth, in January, 1861, and was 
taken prisoner.

Phclan thinks that he died at Andersonville. 

203. WnrrxEY, Hamilton S., Albany. — Joined for 
duty, November 16th, 1861, 

Re-enligted at Plymouth. Was married to Elisabeth 
Owens, while on his veteran furlough. Taken prisoner 
at Plymouth. lie lived through the imprisonment and 
was exchanged, December 15th, 1864. He was mustered 
out with Ferguson, W. Carnahan, and Holman, at Syr*-' 
cuse, July 7th, 1865.

Mustered in at Utiflalo, Angtist 30tli, 1862. 

Promoted coq)onil in Decenil>er, 1862. 

Promoted sergeant. 

For a short time acted as orderly sergeant. 

Was in command of a section of tin* artillery at the 
hattle of Plymouth. AVas taken prisoner at Plymouth, 
and died at Andersonville Hospital, of intermittent fever, 
July 24th, 1862. The numlier of his grave is 8,947. 

Williams' enlistment in the Battery was not his tirht 
attempt to add his name to those who res]K>nded fo 
promptly to the call of their country ; so thoroughly was 
he convin(*ed of his duty, so iirmly fixed in his determi- 
nation to go, that neither argument, i>ersuasion, nor tears, 
availed aught against his decision. Dear were the ties 
that bound him to his home — bright were his future 
prosjiects, should he remain ; but what were these, wlieu 
'his duty was clearly demonstrated to his mind, and he 
saw those M-ho had been his friends and associates ttoui 
his early childhood, gathering around the standard. 

He proved to be a man of worth, in the vocation of a 
Boldier^he was fearless and proficient — his duties were 
promptly and satisfactorily completed — and as he showed 
his worth, he was promoted. 

His section at the battle of Plymouth did good service, 
although they were among the first that were captured, 
or rather overwhelmed. lie was sent to Andersonville 
Iloepital from tlie Stockade, with a squad of sick men ; 
his friends found him, and from tliat time uitil hit death, 
he was well cared for. 
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We are aware, from conversations with him a few dayn 
prior to his death, that he felt that he would not recover. 
We beh*eved he would, and we encouraged him to think 
80 ; hut intermittent fever is an insiduous disease, and its 
victim, one day seemingly bri|]^ht and improving, passes 
away the next, to the amazement of even the physicians 
themselves. . We lielieve that Wilh'anis was prepared to 
die, and was resigned to the will of his Heavenly Father. 

207. Williams, Thomas. —Enlisted October 4th, 18W, 
at Rochester. Joined at Roanoke Island, November 
t>tli, 1864. Transferred to Third New York Artillery. 

20H. WiNNE, Barnett V. L., Albany, N. Y.— Enlisted 
September 7th, 1304. Transferred to Third New York 
Artillery, May 25th, 1805. Joined for duty at Roanoke, 
i>ctober 17th, 1804. 

200. Wood, Emmetf, Moscow. — Mastered in at Butfalo, 
August 30th, 1 802. Taken prisoner at Plymouth, and died 
at Andersonvillo Stockade, of chronic diarrhcea (so said), 
September 1st, 1804. The number of his grave is 7,581. 

With others, Wood at one time endeavored to make 
his escape. They succeeded in getting away from the 
hospital, but the flight was discovered in the morning, 
and the dogs were put on the track. The hounds over- 
took the party, and Wood had a portion of his ear torn 
off by them. 

He recovered from this after he was brought back, 
but he was placed in the stockade, and of course he was 
a marked man after this ; consequently he undoubtedly 
was denied many things that were furnished to others. 
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210. WooLSEY, John. — lie writeii : "I enlisted in New 
York City, November 18tli, 1861. Was mustered in 
about the 1st of DccemWr, 1801. 

" We were to be armed with * Congreve Kockets/ 
and were led to beh'eve they were a ven* effective weapm. 
Our commander, Major Lion (in a f^peecli he made to U8 
at Allumy), told us that they were used with preat effect 
in the Mexican War, one ^ing a mile out of its way t(» 
kill a Mexican. (I have no doubt it struck a mile from 
the object it was aimed at.') Early in Decemljcr we were 
ordered to Washington, where we were encamped about 
a mile from the Capitol. There we received the lon^ 
expected * Rocket 6uns.^ 

•* We took them over to the east branch of the Potomac 
to try them ; we expected to see wondern (as we had 
been told that, with a little practice, a ffagstafi* could be 
hit five miles off*). An artillery blanket was hung u]> 
for a target, aliout three-fourths of a mile distant. While 
we were shooting at it, some cold-bloo<led scamp stole 
the blanket. The rockets were balkey; like a mule, 
they would go any way but the right way. That nigiit 
rocket stock was low in camp. The next day they were 
returned to the annory, and we received three inch rifled 
guns. 

^ One of our oflioers is worthy of mention : during 
that winter ho used to appear on the parade ground at 
the morning drill with his head in a woolen tippet, his 
pants in his socks, and his toes in a pair of slippers. He 
would watch the drill, and seeing something wrong, he 
would rip out a volley of orders, at the same time point- 
ing a clay pipe at us in such a manner^ that if Bamum 
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or Dan Hicc oould Imve seen ancl heard Iiini, his fortune 
would have been made. The name of Rathbone was 
frequently heard to eciio throu<]^h the camp. 

'^ At the battle of Plymouth, while heading the gt^n, 
in order to give the near approaching rebels a last shot, 
I was hit in the right thigh by a fragment of shell, and a 
few seconds after was shot through the right arm with a 
nmsket ball, breaking it so badly that a part of the lower 
bono had to be removed, which makes me partly a 
cripple, and I now receive a pension of eight dollars per 
month. 

" I remained a prisoner at Plymouth about two weeks, 
when I was sent to Wcldon by boat. I was then too 
weak from fever and inflammation to stir (except my 
tongue). I was put in a mule wagon, with a darkey on 
one mule, and started for the Raleigh depot. Wo had 
to cross about a dozen switches quartering. I repeatedly 
invited the darkey, in very strong terms, to drive slowly, 
but the more I urged him, the louder he sung to the 
nmles, ' Get up there, what I feed you for !' lie un- 
doubtedly enjoyed that ride better, and will forget it 
sooner than I shall. At Raleigh I had the erysipelas in 
Miy arm, and should probably have died but for the at- 
tention of friends. In June I was sent to Salisbury; 
there were not many prisoners until October, when aliout 
11,000 were sent there. The scenes of that Winter you 
are probably familiar with. I there met a man named 
Ainsworth, a brother to Rufns and William. I do not 
know whether he lived to get home or not 

"" On February 33d, 1866, 1 started for Wilmington to 
be paroled. Walked from Salisbury to Greensborongb 
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(fifty tniletX on the railroad track ; nigned my parolo at 
ivoldnboroiighy March Ist, and nian*hed into our lines at 
Wilmington, tlie 2d. Wan sent to Parolo Camp at An- 
na|NiliH, whore I was sick in the IIot*pital for a time, 
When I entered the hospital I jiut $8o (that I had jnt«t 
receivc<l as ration money) in a safe that was kept for the 
puriK)so by tlie surgeon. When I went after it I was 
told that one of the dorks had run away with (i5,fHN}y 
mine among the rest. I have been unable to learn 
whether he ever stopped nmning or not. I did not re- 
enlist, and my time had been out since November, and I 
was ordered to Albany, to be dis<*harged. I proceeded 
tliere, and after waiting a month, was mustered out May 
3d, 1865. Since that time I have been on a farm in 
Westchester County, New York, until last Fall, when I 
came to Iowa, and have been teaching school in Cres- 
cent, Pottawottomie County, this Winter ; but I intend 
to return to New York in a couple of weeks. I have 
tlius far been unable to find any one that is willing to be 
the wife of a crippled soldier.''

211. WooLSKT, Etfino, Albany, N. Y.— Enlisted Se|>- 
tember 7th, 1864. Transferred to Tliird New York Ar- 
tillery, May 26tb, 1865. Joined at Boanoke, October 
lit, 1864. 

212. Wbioht, Obobok O., Hamlin, N. Y.— Joined for 
duty, November 9th, 1861. Be-enlisted at Plyincmth, 
Janomry Ist, 1864. 

Was prooioled oorporal, and retained this position un- 
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til he was mustered oat. He was taken prisoner and 
sent to Andersonville. Was paroled for exchange in 
November, 1864. Joined the Battery again for duty, 
April 13th, 1865. Was mustered out with the remnant 
of the Battery, in Company *' L,** of the Third New 
York Artillery. 

We have heard that his present address is Rochester, 
N. Y. 

213. Tanoss, J. D.— Joined for duty, February 8th, 
1864. Beached Plymouth in time to be taken prisoner, 
and was sent to Andersonville. Hosier writes that — 
'* Yaneer died at Andersonville, August 15th, 1864.**

The refiilt of this meeting was a reeponBe from about 
fifty men to tlie oall, who {dodged tbemselres to the 
organiaatioii proposed. For iome reasoDi which we are 
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unable to explain, only twenty of tliis number kept their 
faith, A correspondent, over the nmnmt d^ plume of 
" Drummer,'' writes to the Times under date of October 
29th, 1861:

We were aorry to loee Mr. Wjr koflT, bat, aa wo had to few men. 
we eonid not aide for both captain and flmt lieatcnant ; Mr. WjckolT.

not bring more than twentj men," eald he, " and not half thoee me« 
care whether I go or not. I shall not etaj.** That he did not go with 
at at captain it the (kult of thote who signed and failed to go. If we 
had gone to Buffklo with fortjr men, Mr. W. would have been captain. 

Having completed the organization, the company re- 
mained at the recruiting head-quarters — Fort Porter, 
Buffalo— until about the middle of November. Tliey 
then left for Albany with 56 men. While at tliia post, 
Major Thomas W. Lion, ex-English army officer, inventor 
of the wonderful fire-rocket, &c., <&c, introduced himself 
to their notice. He desired to form a battalion, to use this 
mchei in the field.

In December, the liattalion received orders to report in 
Washington. Leaving Albany, December 7th, they pro- 
ceeded on the steamer ^atff World down the ITndson to 
New York. Were detained a day or two at the Park 
Barracks at New York City, and departed thence by 
railroad to Washington. There they went into camp on 
the artillery gronnds, east of the Capitol. Tliere were 
few incidents connected with thb trip that would be of 
sufficient interest to relate. Jnst before reaching New 
York a fog enveloped them, and the steamer ran aground, 
and ihey were delayed some time. A discovery of some 
eoimtty prodiioe among the freight packages of the 
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Pteamer, fiimifllicd the boy** with a den^ert for their haver- 
wick dinner. Thenhort »tay in New York gave them an 
oi>portnnity to do nome wglit fieeing, and we judge that 
one of their nninl)cr had *^geen** a good deal, when lie 
Htepped into a millinery store and told the smiling yonng 
lady attendant, with his most winning manner, that he 
" thought he would take a whiskey sour.** Tlie yimng lady 
H88nred him that they kept nothing sonr, bnt he would 
doubtless find it next door. **By George, I thought this was 
the right church, but I guess I am in the wrong pew,'* was 
his remark to himself in 9atio vooe^ as he made a hasty 
exit. 

Tlie Wyoming Tlmes^ regular correspondent, ** Qiuir- 
termaster " (Ilarry 0. Page), writes under date of Janu- 
ary 0, 1868: 



I mid we left Albsnjr. Docemlier 7th. In Now York we wnrv rm- 
ti*rtalned at the Park Barrmrkn. whorw we all nlo^H for the flmt time, I 
doubt not, with the "frstos open.'* A more rile and mieerable den men 
cannot he packed Into.

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CHAPTER II. 

1862. 

T1IK ROC'KET. 

It w«» a " tiaszle " — yet it was an invention, or claimed 
to l>e one. It Iind a man of linuis in Major Lion, to 
place it before tlie Sccretarj- of War and the Chief 
of Artillery — bo plansible wa« the theory, that the ex- 
pense of sustaining the Battalion, as well a^ many other 
cxpenftes were incurred, to give it a practical tWt. lu 
the editorial of the Wyoming TYm^^ December 20, 
1801, wo find the following, ]>robably from the pen of 
T. S. Oillct, who was then in the oflico of Secretary of 
State, at Albany : 

Varioup statements hare appeannl in the papora relatlTe to tht^ 
*' Ilocket Qun, ** an«l none procia.*Ijr alike, jot all n*pre«Qntln)ir this 
arm of the aenrice an a moHt tcrrilile one. It has never been used on 
tliis Continent, and riperieneed arti1h*rlBta hare norer aoen it. Tbo 
pa|iera and (lorernment are only in the eerret. Iti* principal porpnae 
appears to he to throw forward a flame of fire snlBcientlj large to 
frif^hten horses and tiios throw the enemy's cavalry Info eonfnakNi. 
Of course, the battalion mtist have the right of the advancing army, 
and take their chant's of having their 'Rockets* silenced by the 
picked riflemen of the opposing forces. 

The *'focket" gun is represented as being a breech-loading field pierv*. 
capable of discharging bombs, balls and pereusf4oB ahot as well as 
rockets. The rockets are to be oaed lor firing bnlUJIaga, behind whldi

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the tnmnj maj KeK shelter, or for remorin^ by Are uBjobetacle 
thrown oot to retard the tdvuBoeiiieiit of the troope. The eipantlve 
propertice of the rocket are wonderfal, creating a hall of Are fifteen 
feet in diameter, which can ho thrown hj this hr«ech-loading projectile 
9,900 jards, or orer three miles I 

It is stated that the Goremnent has purchased the eKclusive rifrht 
of manufactaring this terrihie instmment oT destmctlon, and |s soon 
to introdnee it to the rebels. 

" Qnartcrmaater *' fnmiBlies the Wyoming Timen^ of 
date January 24tli, 1862, a more elaborate description of 
these iiistmmenta of war. Ue says : 

I will give jon an imperfect description of the missile and its 

The rockets which I have se>in, rarj from twelre to twenty In- 
ches in length, and Uma two to three inches in diameter. The head 
is conical and solid iron, from two to three Inches In length, according 
to the else of the rocket. The remaining portion of the rocket Is a 
hollow iron tube, filled with a highly inflammable compound, which 
being ignited in the rear or tall of the rocket bj a fuse, gives tli« 
weapon its impetus. 

The composition of this inflammable substance Is a Government 
secret. 

To form some idea of the noise and force which they made when 
fired, you mi^ multiply the noise and fury of a large Fourth of July 
rocket by one hundred. We have made but one experiment witli 
them since coming here, and that was at the arsenal, and more for 
the purpose of testing some eonductors or tulies from which to fire 
tliem, than the rockets themselves. 

The tubes we used were of two patterns, one of drawn Iron with 
a bore of three Inches, and the other by uniting three three-quart4*r 
Inch mds or wires, spirally, (iMtened by strong collars or bands, Icav. 
ing a bofs or tunnel of about four or five Inches. Both were placed 
oa a stand somewhat similar to a theodilite stand. The rockets used 
were old and not very portVvl, yet we eieeuted some very satisfactory 
irteg. TIm results from the wire tubes were most satlsfkctory. Two 
Ihrsstach rseketa fired from Ibo latter, went magBifieeatly. The 
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tube WM pointed acroiw the river (Potmnac), diagonallj, at an . 
eleration of nearlj 45^. Awaj wi*nt the fire iipittcr, out of tlirht* and 
probablj found a irravo in the " nacrcd Miil." Turning the tube down 
the river, at the same Hevation. a second was fin-d. It went beantifulljr 
—direct as the path of a bultet — and buried itm*lf in the Pottmiar, al 
a distance of mori! than three milen. Tliat was the eetiniate of 
<ieneral Barrj, Migor Ramsey, and others familiar with the loralitj. 
The rockets we arc to have for active service are a di»cided improve- 
mcnt on those we used, which I have deHcrilied. 

Tlie head, instead of bi*inff solid, will 1 j hollow and filled with miis> 
ket balls and powder and exploded bj a time fusi*, in all respects similar 
to a "grapnel** or "spherical cast? '* shot. The ad%'antagf*s from that 
improvement are pal|)al>le. The head wili bi! heavier (on areouni 
of being filled with lead,) which will matorisllj add to the direct- 
ness of the lino of flight and to the distance. Tlien bj being fimd hj 
a time fuse, it can be oKploded at anj time or place, scattering a 
storm of bullets and fragments around. Another im|>rovement Is this : 
the tul>e8 or case containing the combustible material Is to be pi^- 
forated hy tangential, spiral holes, from which the Are will be thrown 
with grtat force and fury, giving a whirling motion to the missile, 
which as jou see, will also assist in giving directness and distance 
to its ^ght as well as scattering Are and destruction on every side. 

Our organisation is the same as tight artillery. We shall have 
gun carriages and limbers, followinl by caiiisons. But instead of 
mounting onn gun on a carriage, wo shall mount foor rocket tabes. Our 
company will work four carriages and Its guns or tubes. Just think 
of us drawn up in battery liefore a regimnnt of cavalry or infantry. 
At one volley we could send Into their midst sixteen rockets, eaeh 
rocket spitting Are, fury and destruction on every side, and carrying 
in its forehead si^venty-four ballets, ready to burst from their shell al 
Jnst the desired point, and scatter death In every direction. 

If all this snceeeds in the field, as It Ui believed it will, oar weapon 
will be terrible in Its eiecatlon, and we a terror to tialton. 

Tlie ** Rocket guns," after a long delay of nearly four 
months, were turned over from the hands of the inventor 
and eontractors to the battalion. ** Qaartermaster ^

lis REOORM or THR 

We have been encamped here nearly fonr nmnths, and hare jniit irot 
onr inina. The principal cause of the delaj amse from the fact of the 
inuM being of a pecnliar eonftmctlon, and we were tlierefore obligtjd 
to wait for their manufacture. Thej have at length arrived. 

The carriages are lighter than those of light artillcrj. The tube is 
made of wrought iron, ami is eight feet in length, with a bore of two 
and a quarter inches. The tube is perforated with holes about one 
Inch In diameter, the entire length, and about two inches apart. 

The object of the holes is to permit the flame to escape while tlit^ 
rocket is psssing through the tube, which might otherwine be corrodes] • 
We are immediately to oommonce ex|ierimenting with the guns. * * 

Nothing can much longer delay us, unless it is the scarcity of homeH. 

A week later, he writes : 

I wrote you, one week ago, that we had received our rocket guns. 
Since then we have had our horses. Recent experiments with the 
rocket rendered eertain their perfect success and immense power ss s 
weapon of warfare, so yon may soon expect to hear from us on the 
Md of battle. 

May 12th, 1862, he writes, in transports oft'^New 
Berne: 

We made some experiments with the rockets shortly before we lefl 
Washington. They hardly came up to the expirutions of the author- 
ities, and so it wss eoncluded, as Bumside was in want of artillery, to 
give ns some guns and send us on. Connequently our quaint rocket car- 
riages were exchanged for the substantial six-pounder carriage, and onr 
sheet Ironed tubes were turned into rilled cannon. 

This closes the oorrespondcnoe on that interesting sub- 
ject, the ^ rocket gnn.^ 

Tlie writer has had many conrersations with the 
officers and members of the Battalion who were present 
at the trial of these gnns. 

The fanlt which prored too great to oreroome, was 
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the nncertainty of direction that the rocket would take. It 
might make a retrograde movement. It might, imme- 
diately on its leaving the month of the tube, take a 
counter direction and come flying into the midst of those 
who fired it. . A l)ody moving from the centre of a circle, 
there was no knowledge of the radius it would ]>rohahIy 
take in its flight. 

The rocket used was, by M ijor Lions' representation, 
an improvement, invented liy Lion himself, upon the 
Congreve rocket. 

In the minds of those l)est acquainted with him, I find 
tlmt there were doubts as to whether lie know anything 
at all about the science of gunnery or of this projectile. 

In the text book on "Ordnance and Gunnery," by 
Colonel J. O. l^enton, used in the V. S. Military 
Academy, this short history of Kockets is given : 

Rockets were anod in India and Diina, for war pnrpoMw, before the 
dincover/ of ffunpowdor ; iir»me writors fix the date of their invention 
aliout the clone of tlie ninth century. Their inferior force and ac- 
curacy nmltod the sphere of thfir opi*nitions to incendiary pun^ositi, 
until the year 1804, when Sir WilUam Conirreve tamed his attention 
to their Improvement. This officer substltated sheet iron eases for 
tliose made of pa|ier. which enabled him to use more powerful cum- 
posltif>n ; he made the ftuide stick shorter and lighter, and removed a 
source of inaccuracy of flight by attaching the stick to the centre of 
the base instead of the side of the case. He states thai he was en- 
abled by his improvements to increase the range of slx-ponader 
Mckets from sli hundred to two thonsand yards. Under his directhm 
they were prepared and used snoeeasfttlly at the selge of Boulogne, 
and the battle of Leipslc. At the latter place they were served by a 
special corps. 

The advantages claimed for rockets over cannon are nnllmltad sias 
of pfrojecUle, portablUty, freedom tnm rseoil, rapidity of discbarge, nod 
the terror whleh iMmoiso aad toy trail pmdness on OMNmedtvoops. 
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The Domeroiis fumAMhnn to be Mllllcd Id their oonstnictloii, in 
order to obtain meennej of flight and the nnrertaintf of proeenring the 
eomimeitlon iiniiOiirdI for n length of time are dlfBcnltiee not yet 
entirel/OTercome and which havemnch Mtricted their naefulnefi for 
general mllitarj purpoeea. 

From this description we are led to conclude that 
there was some gronm] for the representations of Major 
Lion, and good reasons for tlie high expectations which 
the officers and men of the Battalion had in a probabih'ty 
of lieooining ^ the pioneer organixation of this wcmderful 
arm of tlie service." 

The fiiilore did not certainly arise from want of patri- 
otism, coonigey or willingness on the part of tlio members 
oftbeBattalioii. 
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CHAPTER m. 

1862. 

BATTERY B. 

Six months had elapm^d while these oxperiinents on 
rockets were being mode. 

It is easy to imagine that the days dragged slowly by 
with those who had, at the time of their enlistment, ex- 
pected immediate active duty. 

Six months of settled camp life, where the daily rou- 
tine is one of leisure, is very likely to be demoralixing to 
any company. 

Aside from a little foot drill and sabre exercise, their 
time was unoccupied by regular duties. An occasional 
show of discipline was made by the commander of the 
Battalion. This depended, perhaps, more' on his mental 
and physical condition, than upon any direct or flagrant 
misdemeanor. 

Sectional and personal jealousies arose among the men 
and officers. Against the officers charges of injustice 
and favoritism were made. Counter-charges were made 
by the officers of inefficiency and insubordination. 

Their troubles and diiferences were brought beibre 
the eonrt-nuirtial, and both there and at the homes of 
those interested, the various actions in the matter wer9 
thoroughly discussed. 
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We do not propoeo to open the dinciiMtion agnin, and 
mention this portion of the Coinjiany's hiatory, only bts 
canso they wore facta and incidents occnrring at that 
time. 

Tlie friends at home had not forgotten the volunteer*, 
and we have accounts <»f feast and joy over " go^nl things " 
from home. 

Tliere was some sickness and one death — that <>f 
I^emuel Andnis. 

In order to give a Instter nndurstnnding of the rceord 
of their life at Washington, we select trom the files of 
Uie Wyoming Tlntfn the following corresp<inden(*e :

The citj \n nnder ftfrict martial law, and the atrerts are 
lined with noldicni, utationinl an Rentinfln. They atopped na on!/ to 
warn na not to ride fantor than a trot, and then anflfered na to |iam on.

Our Jonrney took nn thmiiirh the far famed aettlement of Falla 
Clinrch. Add two miM*rabte rhnrrliea to that of Perrr, and let that 
plane run fifty yearn without repair, and you hare a picture of the vll- 
lajre of FalU Church. #••••• 

V<v«tnr.lAy ererythinsf wore a fpila-ilay appearance. Almoet every 
entrance to an encampment was arched with lofty and beautifully 
woven ever^reenfi. Tlie cam|m were laid out in atn**9ta, and thickly 
Htrewed with freili Hprure ahruba. They wen* picturea |ue lioyond any- 
thing I ever cimcelved in camp life : and withal the tcnta wore clean and 
apimrently comfnrtAlde, and the aoldiera c1u*erful and C(»ntented.

Camp Coxorbvr, 
Waffhiuffton, January 20th, 1802. 

Since writinir you lant, we havi; had one irmnd, contitant, continual 
rain— what the iMiyp call a " bully rain.'* Day and nifrht, |)at, )iat. )iat- 
ter, it haa come on our canvan roofa, compelling up to hover cloae 
artMind our tin Ptovea, and avohling the tn^achemun aoil without. 
Drillinjrand frcnr^rat camp dutitm lia%*e I»c4*n almti»t t*ntirely puapended. 
We have liad nothin^r to do but make oumelven an cimifortable aa we 
could under the circumatancea, which we have done. Of eourae the 
w(>ather haa had an unfavomhle eflTert upon the health o* our iMiya. 
There la connlderable sicknena in our Hattallon. an well aa In thia entire 
diviaion. The mumpa, meaaiea. eolda, fevera, &c., are ffivinif the aur* 
ffeons plenty of work. The lighter caaea are all treated In the camp 
hn«i>ltala, while aevero and protracterl diaeaaea receive treatment la 
the ireneral hoapltala. But we are all hopinfp for dry wf*athcr, and a 
reaultlng Improrement in health. Until the roada are hardened, aa 
advance from thia point would be wholly impracticable. 

Our troopa might ■ucoeed in atorminR earthworka, but moat aue- 
cumb to thia aocomnlatlon of mud. Thia Battalion haa engaged only 
in the dlamonntad drill, and haa allaiaed eonaidemble proAdeoqr la 
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ofdiiiarj tactics aDd Kword oxercine. The bojM swiiiflr their Mbreii an 
luatilf aa Don Qalx«He flouriahed hia trnatj blade when fighting the 
windmilla. In a few weeks we hoi>o to educate man and hone in the 
nae of goncariiagei and rocket tubea. • • • • 

Camp Conorbvr, 
Waahinfrton. February let. 1802. 

• • • • Lifo In camp Ib junt now monntnnoua. We are in 
what la known an a ramp of Inatrurtion, aa diiitinjruialied from camp 
In campaign. We have lMH*n drilled In the mIiooI of the cannoniHT 
dlamountisd, and aa we havo not jet recei%''(Hl our horeea or cannon, w<* 
have not /et commenced the regular artillery drill. We, howtfvcr, 
eipoct our homea In a few daya, whi*n we will find three monthn hnrd 
labor liefore ua at leant. Two incidentn have taken p1af*e nince I lant 
wrote you. which w«»ro out of the uanal c«»unie. We were paid off— 
an occaaion of igrvni Intcreat, and one which gave general natinfartion : 
the other waa the roci^ipt of the proviaiona forwarded by the worthy 
people of Perry. The aoldier 1 take It, from what 1 have noen, d(M>H 
not abound In demonntratlona of gratitude, and yet feeln aa kwnly, 
perhapa, aa he who la more loud In his expr(*taiona. Can^fully drawn 
reaolutlona of thank* might sound well, and pcrhapii make the dfmin'a 
appear to advantage, but they could not add to a general ft*ellng of 
gratefulnesa entctrtained an4 manifeated, particularly by those ac- 
quainted with the indlvidoala who contributed. All of the articlea 
reached here safely, and the most of them have been disposed of. The 
Jelly and presenrss are to be kept for the sick, and a few other articles 
we yet have on hand. 

• • • • There haa been some sickness with us, but now our 
camp is nnnsnally healthy. We have had a great deal of rainy 
weather, and Washington haa been a eea of mud. Fortunately 
onr eamp to ao situated thai It to less damp and wet than any of the 
enmps aroand os. I see no prospect of aa Immediate advance. The 
bad roads, I think, would alone pievent It. Even about the dty the 
nadi aia alnosl impanabla. • • • • 

Caxp CoHOMnrB, Wabbikotoii, D. C, 
March 10th, 18(18. 
A kAf train of ambalaacea yesterday, crossing the Long Bridge, 
^ AM la a glooBiar umI rsdeetlve mood, t$mk which I have not yet 
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reeorerDd. Fancj cann'vt picture, nor iroairt nation eoooelTe. the hor- 
rors of war. That the best faculties of man, his ntniosl lnir«nultj, 
should be taxed to pmduce weapons for the destroetlon of his fellow- 
ereatares, is, when we come reallj to think of it, appallinir. Soom 
fiend, one would think, invented the shell, some of them eleren inches 
In diameter, filled with nails, pieces of Iron and bftUsp whieh bursting, 
sometimes kill fifteen or twentj' men. The heartlessness of war, and 
partlenlarlf this war, it seems to me, is touched off to the life In the 
following lines.

WedniiidA/, April 90t1i, nftrr htir\nif been under weifrb f»r 
fKiine tlnie, wc weru nbti^Hl to atop iMTaiiM* of the fo^. It, Imw. 
••rer final!/ cleared, and wo eontlniied on until P. M. During 
the day we paam^d In full view of the old n»lK»l batterh^ on PIff Point. 
Htonj Point, Acqula rriH»k, &c. The nrenery alonff the lianka of the 
Potomac ia very pleaainff, and aa yon ai>proach the mouth of the river. 
It deaenres more the name of Imy than rirer. One thinjr tliat struck 
me an peculiar, was the fact that there was not a alnfrle villas to \m». 
seen from Alexandria to the mouth of the river. At nine o'clock that 
evening we were In tight of the lighthouse on Point Lookout, the 
eitreme point of land between the Potomac and Chesapeake Baj. Tiie 
wind blowing fresh, however, we were towed Into Ht. Mary's Bay, and 
the next morning, as It still blew from the east, the Intrepid naviga- 
tors thottght It not prudent to start out. 

0OOB afler breakfast, Lieutenant Cady and myself, armed with revol- 
vers, onr skipper with a short gun, and two sailors with oyster tongs, 
■St forth 00 a rvyt^gB of discovery. We tailed up the bay aliout two 
miles, flriiiir nl tttadfy dneks, gnlhi, loons, Ac, without damage to the 
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birds, when we came u|)on excellent ojster i^rtmnd. We fell to, and 
in a short time liad five or six bushels of fat bivalres on lioard. At a 
short distance oflTstofid a lar^, comfortable looking; mansion, so I went 
asiiore, and stroilinff up through a w^ll.planted, well cultivat<Hl frar- 
den. was met bj tlic proprietor, a well to^lo man (both physlralljr and 
financially too. I imagine), and very cool It invited me in. I declined, 
when the old gentleman, waxing more cordial, insistetl u|ion my going 
into tiie house. I complied, and a s|iacious old mansion it was, too. a 
place where dwelt genuine comfort and good cheer. From the gen- 
tleman's conversation I verj soon saw that he was a 8ecei«ioni!«t, 
though he tried to talk l*nion. His name wss (*o]. (*ood. and he was 
vt^ry lo(]uariouH. and quite at home on the slaverj qui'stion. lie had 
thirty slaves himself, snd not one of them could be induceil to leavn 
him. I refrained from tolling him what was a fact, vis., that an hour 
or two befon*. two of his liest ** boys ** hafi lN*en pli*ailing with mi to 
Uko them with us. For fear it might go hard with the ** boys,** I 
derline<l theColoneVs pressing invitation t<i stay to dinner, but niMin 
leaving ho itnyt^ me a half bushel of excellent as|iaragua, an<l nearly 
as much h'ttuce. 

Just at evening we roweil to Oeorgis Islsnd. in quest of sweet p(^ 
tatocs. Several of the lioys went with us this time, and while l*apt. 
lx>ng, the Lieutenant and I went to the houses for our vegetabh**, 
they went in another direction. What they did or where they went I 
know not. but one of them carried a revolver, and on our way back I 
thought I p«*rreivcd the smell of fresh meat, and this morning we had 
some very nice veal. 

In TRANsroRT off Xrw Brrnb, 
May 13th. 1803. 

On the 25th of April we received orders, which were anmlstakably 
earnest, to get our batteries in a state of readiness to proceed to Nortk 
Tarolina, to Join General Bumside. 

Satuiday, 30th, we embarked in five schooners, and early the next 
morning dropped down to Alexandria, where we lay nntll Monday, 
38th, when we were taken in tow by a steamer. Besides the Battalion 
the Third New York (Van Alen) Cavalry left Alexandria fbr Xew BoriM. 

We reached Fortress Monroe Saturday, May 8d, having been de- 
tained hj foggy weather at the month of the Bl. Maiy'a rirer aboni 
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tofij^fflit honra. We remained at the Fortrees until Taeedaj mom- 
inff followlnff, which enabled manj of us to |^ ashore. We found tbo 
Old Point wliat Washington had been all winter, but what It has now 
ceased to be, the centre of active mllitarj movements. 

The east wind which had kept us at the Fortress, on Tuesday. 6th, 
gare way to a nor'wester, when we put to sea. After two dajs' sail 
we reached Hattcras Inlet, the onlj entrance from the ocean throuf^h 
that vast shoal of sand which stretches from Cape Henrj southward. 

The wcmthcr was pleasant and the sea smooth, so that we ha<l but 
little sca-sickncss. The few who were aflTuctpd, howerer, had it tor- 
riblj, which gave occasion to a remark from one of the atBicted, that 
neit to unrequited affection, there is nothing that unmans one like 
sea-sickness. 

The coast here Is famous as being the most stormy on the seaboard. 
For three weeks or more, Bumsido, with his fleet, previous to 'th<t 
taking of New Berne, were blown about, and bj great good luck en. 
caped a total destruction. The entrance into Pamlico Sound at the 
Inlet is verj narrow and verj shallow, and vessels can onl j get through 
with the wind In particular quarters. Fortunately our fleet, with the 
eavalrj and transports with stores, about thirty sail, came through 
safely. After a stay of twenty-four h«>urs at the Inlet, we set sail for 
this place, where we arrived last night, having been delayed by head 
winds. 

It Is Just two weeks since we left Alexandria. Our horses have 
lared pretty hard, and show the effects of confinement. We have been 
tossed about till we are tin^, and rejoice at the pmspoct of speedily 
disembarking. We were hailed by friendly voices on our arrival 
here, and discovered that we had been outsailed by the cavalry, and 
Zeb. KoblnsoD and Mort P<ist welcomed us to the land of Secession. 

The steamer, you know, loft us at Fortress Monroe. The channel is 
narniw ; the Nense River is shallow ; vessels drawing more than seven 
feet water not being able to got up here. 

The rebels are entrenched, we l?am, within ten miles, about 10,000 
strong. There are but two batteries. It Is said. In Bumslde's command, 
and H to BOS likely we shall remain here many days, as the policy of 
Bunslde to citrtaliily ofliAslve. The Twenty-fifth Massachusette, from 
W oreee t er, to located here, and the Nineteenth New York (Cayng») to 
te tlie Ytolalty. Tom Post, of Perry, to in the last named. 

One of ovr bms* Joka Q«iaa» whoae fiunlly realdea at PortagevUle, 
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WM terribl J wounded in an affVmj on the ore of oar loftTinir Washlnir- 
ton. Little hope was entertained of hit reooverj, and he was left 
behind. 

At the time of the bitivbI of the BBttery in Now 
Bemei General Bnmside was in eotninand of that de- 
partment. It will l)e reinemlKjred that it was General 
Buniside who commanded the expedition which captured 
New Berne and Roanoke Island, and o]x>ne<1 that part of 
North Carolina to onr vesfiels and troops. At this par- 
ticular time his force was small, and there was no reason 
for supposing that there was to be no immediate advance 
on the part of the Federal anny. 

The troops which had l>een sent to him, including the 
battalion of artillery, were evidently intended to Ik? used 
for the defence of this stronghold. It was a point gained, 
and for the present must be retained. 

Battery B consisted then of four three-inch rifled pieces 
and just men and horses enough to work them. It was* 
encamped out of the city, across the Trent River, on the 
sand plains (a particularly unpleasant location on a windy 
day). From various causes, each of the two batteries in 
the battalion had diminished in numbers. As a whole, 
they would have no more than properly manned one six- 
gim ba'ttery. At this time Captain Lee was sick and 
unable to attend to his official duties. There was a great 
deal of discontent among the members of the battalion. 
Their commander ineflUcient and given to intoxication. 
There was little discipline in the battalion, and it finally 
calmioated in this manner : On the 4th of Jline a letter of 
resignation was written and signed by all the non-commis- 
sioned ofllcers of Battery B, and sent, through Capt Lee, 
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to the mHJ<»r. A copy of the letter was also Rent to 
General Kcno, who commanded the divinion in ¥;4iich 
they had been placed. 

The matter of the eorrcppondence was a complaint of 
want of dinciplino and of acts of inju8tiee, deception, un- 
redeemed promises and various minor difficulties. 

Aliout this Kmie time, Captain Ransom, of Company A, 
who hy rank was in command of the battalion (Major 
Lion havin<; l»een, without the know1e<l<^3 of the men, 
tlisnnWnl), endeavored to force the memliers of Company 
B to consolidate with Com]mny A. 

On the 27th of June, formin<; the company in line, he 
commanded them to answer to the roll call as members of 
Coinpany A, or to step one side and be taken to the 
guard house. It must have surprise<l him somewhat 
when every memlier, as his name was ealleil, stepi)ed 
aside and answered *' guard house." This attempt at 
Ofiusolidation failed. 

General Reno came to them ami addres»^l them. 
lie heard their complaints, and then infonned them that 
Major Lion had Ikhju dismissed from the service for in- 
comi)eten(*y, and that as fast as he found the remaining 
oHicers incompetent, they would l>e dismissed. He rep- 
rimanded them for their insulH>rdinati<»n, but gave them 
to understand that they should have their rights. 

A few <lay8 after, Omipany R was placed in the Third 
Division and Com|>imy A in the Second Division, as 
independeiU four-gun batteries — named respectively 
Captain LeeV Battery and Captain Ransonrs Battery. 
On the 8d of July, 18a3, Captain Lee^s Battery was 
ordered to Newport Barraoka, 
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Newport Barracks was an oatpoet, aiid their duties 
l>epan to be like those of a soldier. 

For the present we leave, then, this nucleus of the 
Twenty-fourth New York Battery, and retnm to Perry, 
to speak of those who were enlisting to go to Now|xirt 
Barracks and fill up their ranks. 



II 
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CHAPTER IV. 

THB TWKNTY-FOrimi NI-TW YORK INDEPKNOKNT BATTKRY. 

TIio Union Rnny was meeting with defeat and Iosh of 
men. TIic President made a call for tliree linndn»d 
tlionftand more. The amothored fire of luitriotiHm that 
was buminjif in the hearta of the young men in Perry 
hurst forth, and fathers* commands, mothers' warnings, 
nor sweethearts' pleadings and earesnes could avail aught 
in trying to sulnlue the flame. 'Twas contagious, and 
spread witli sneh*unc(mtrollablo rapidity that in a short 
time about sixty of the bravest and the best young men 
U} that town and vicinity had come forwanl and enlisted 
in the cause. Few (»f the residents of that quiet little 
place, SeptemW 10th, 1802, cjm forget the morning of 
that date. To so many homes had the niirht l>een lorg 
and of little rest ; in so many were saddened, heavy 
spirits and grief-stricken hearts. 

Tlie writer has only a confused recollection of tearful 
faces, of heart- wnmg solis> of sad adieus and fervent 
•• God bless you V 

Full of the ambition and pride of youth — full of jmtri- 
otic fervor, and eager for the strife — believing we could 
help to redeem what others had lost — we did not stop to 
think or realise how true might be our parents' predic* 
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ti(»n8, or tlio fears and presentiincnfg of «>iir friciHln. 
What a bleH8!ng to man is ignornnce of tlio fnturo t 
, On tbo 22(1 of Au^^nst, ^fr. Gcorgo S. Ifastin^ nv 
(•eived authority to raise recruitH to join the orp*^*"'"*^'^" 
eallcd Captain IjCc'h Battery, then stationed at Ncw|Kirt 
Barracks. In one week fifty men had volunteered ; 
another week incrcaswl the numlwr to sixty. 

Tho citizoiH of th'j town whoro they cidinteil, encour- 
R^l them with kind actrt and kind words. There was a 
great deal of enthuKinsm exhibited throughout the viein- 
ity. Genenms bounties were offered and iwid. To 
many of the volunteers this was useful in the final set- 
tlement of tlieir ))ecuniary matters. To the families nf 
others it left a com]>eten(*e for a short time. To all it 
was acceptable ; but to few, if any, was money a motive 
]>ower to volunteering. 

These men, with but few exceptions, were young, and 
the gjdaxy of the towns in which they lived. Their en- 
listment seemed a s|><mtaneo]is outburst of the siMgle 
thought that had dwelt in many minds with equal power, 
" Young men for war, <dd men for council.** 

Resolution, courage and detennination were stam])ed 
in the fiices of all. Like the clans nf the feudal times of 
old, they meant to show that the flower and the pride of 
the country would win the crown of victory or <leath, 
and like those stc»rii« of old, the long, long days passed 
slowly by, the weary home watchers waited, hoped, and 
feared, tilt finally a remnant few returned in a pitiable 
plight, to bear the sad tidings of defeat, of suflering, and 
of death. 

It is no more than justice to a few who were miahle to 
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pa08 the 0iir;^n*8 critical cxntiiinAtion, and who, not- 
withfttandin;;, would have made capital Boldicrg, to Bay 
that theVy too, may he inchided in that honored list. 
Tlicir intent was inmitivc, and it was with extreme re- 
luctance that they Kuhniitted to hid decision. One of Mie 
parties wept over hi« failure to jmnH, ;xrieved and chaprined 
at l)einp deprived frtmi aecompanyinp his fellows. Tiieir 
names were: Norman Macomlwr, E. II. Andrun, F. A. 
Calkins, Ezra IIip};ins and Seymour Sherman.

Tl}er«* waa a mrctlng In Hmith*a Hall on that night. b*Jt moat of flu* 
joung men who came tohrar the a])e<*rhf*a enliHtiil livfort* they rrarlMnl 
the hall, for the enthaalaum In the nMntUIng office waa much greati*r 
and more hearty and unanimoua than at the m«*«*ting. llefore clfming 
the office that night, the Hat of Mr. Ilaatinga ah<iwed that alxtyi«ix 
recruita had been olitalneil for Captain I-ee'a Battery, the miO'^rity of 
them belonging to thia town, and all recrtiltefl in a little more than 
two weeka Thia reault waa no doubt owing to the entire unanimity 
of action which preralled, and the unoeaalng energy and leal diaplayed 
hj all intereetod. 

MUBTBRKD imro Skrvicb.— The recrulU which have been obUinod 
for Captain Leo*a Battery, aome alxty alx In number, by George 8. 
Haiitlnga, Eaq.. atarted early Haturday morning for Buflklo,tobe mna- 
tered Into aerTtoe < hir townaroen roluntrered to take them to Caatile, 
and, altogolhor, thert waa quite a large proeoaalon of them. 
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Thej arrivod in Buffalo at ten oVIiirk, and fonninff into line at the 
depot, maKlic<l directly to the examininir Burfreon*ii otHce, oppoHiti* tlie 
poat office. The examination wan finialied alxmt one oViork, and only 
ci^rht out of tlie wliolu nunilNT vfvn*, rejected. The iiurtfi*(»n wan quick 
and Hkilirul, not a defi,*ct of any kind cwmpinir his niHice, and so Htrict 
an to rcjiM*t one man tliat 1ia<l once lN*en acc.^iited at Porta;fc. lie re- 
marked Hc'veral tim(*f« it wan one of the finiwt coni|ianif*s he had exam- 
ined, and in tlieir entire march tliroif>cli tlie city tliey were ronipli-* 
menttni for tlieir fine ItMiku, their WH*mintf intelligence and gentle 
manly hc^aring. From the examining ollice they marchi^ to the 
Franklin House and t<M>k dinner. As mum ait this was Hnisbed they 
were calliHl to the must<Ting office, near the canal, over the Marine 
Bank, and |)a|ierM being all reat'j, Wi*re sworn into the aenrice by 
Lieutenant Sturgeon, of the regular army.

Off von thb War.— The men rrenilted by Oeo. 8. Haiitliif^ for 
CotD|Miii7 B. Kockot DAtUlioo, CapUin J. E. Lee, took their final de- 
paitaro for the aeat of war, Wednesilaj morning. Tlie citixens turnc<l 
oat earljr in the morning, to bid a laHt '* good bye " to the bojrn ; and 
at about six o clock they were on the way to Cantile Station, wliere 
tliey were detained nearly three quarters of an hour—the train being 
behind time. Finally the cars came, and the hoyn, with quite a 
large delegation of our citiiena, took passage for UufTalo, reaching 
there a little after eleren o'clock. Forming into line at the de)K>t 
(preceded by Aplin*a Band, who kindly volunteered for the occasion). 
they marched to the Arcade, where a number of now recruits were 
muatered in, and then proceeded to Roth'a Hall, on Bataria Street 
aad look dinner. Expecting to leavo for Albany the tame- night, 
at fcmr o'clock they returned to the musteHng otRee, to receire the 
Qorerament bounty ; but the oflBciala were so busy they had to |Miet- 
poB6 their de]«rtttre till Thureday, and they went back to their 
qnartere on Batavia Street, where they expected to have a good time 
iBtll ready to leare the dty. The prDceerion attracted much atten. 
tkm, aad naay fUlterlag remarks were made by citixens all along 
the nKite, ecNnplimentary both to the men and the band. We noiioed 
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that a number of the* Imjs had bou(|Uf;ts. nhowitiff that If thf*^ liad 
left home, thej were ntill amon^ frienda. On Tamdaj, Ca|itain Burt, 
of the Silver Tjake Iloune, tendorod the hfmpitalitlra of hia irrounda 
and HtiiimlKmt to the voluntocm, for pic nir pur|ioiM>ii ; which ■evmed 
to Ihj " hujrcly" enjoyed hy th«iiw prpnent, and all left, winhinff the 
Captain a Ion;; life* and manr such happy reunions. In the crcninir. 
at Wallace's Hotel, " Andrew's'* Cotilllfm Band claimed the attention 
of a lar^ number of both sex<*s who were wont to *' trip the liffht fan- 
taxtic toe'*— and alto^ther the soldlerN had **a time" which will, no 
doubt, be lonjf clierliihtHl among those " pleasant memories,** which 
revert to the itcent^ (»f long agone. May oar best wishes that they alV 
r«'turn again to tht^ir homes and friends, sound and wel]«»spoedily be 
n'alise<l. 

After a few days' stay at a Gcniiaii hotel in Batavia 
street, Buff.ilo, whore we were initiated into rationn of 
Dutch bread, Boh)gna sausage and lager beer, furnished 
by the United States at thirty cents |)er diem, wo were 
sent to Albany. 

In this city we were ({uartered at the Asylum Biirrackg, 
and underwent another examination. I cannot conceive 
for what purpose, unless it was to put the fees into the 
pockets of the post-surgeon. However, liis remark was 
the same as that of the surgeon at Buffalo, that ^* It was 
the finest squad of men that fie had examined'* — all 
passed. 

Wo were delayed but a day or two. Monday, Sep- 
tember 15th, we took the steamer Isaac NcMrton for New 
York City. 

At New York we were quartered at Park Barracks, 
which were at that time cleanly and not over-crowded. 
The soup, coffee and meat were all good. The Croton 
water was sweet, and the fruit stalls surrounding us m-ere 
loaded down with the finest varieties of peaches. We 
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enjoyed our short staj here greatlj. We received our 
iitiiforms, and were permitted to nmin al)Out tlio city 
during; the <lay and vi^it varioiiH phiceB of amusement in 
the evening. 

To show the spirit and tVelinpf prevailing at that time, 
MX* quote from a letter written liy William F. Ilosford to 
a friend. 

Oar bojs aU apiwar to have fomiod fifood impmiflinns of thin city 
^and tlioir qiiartors. A U have thmu^hout oxpreMMKl their detfTniiiin- 
tion tu ruuiain till th<*ir Bi*rviccB an* no lon^r noi*<U'<l by tho (Jov<*m- 
mcnl, and if any an* mrry thoy enlisted, tlicy are wine enoufrli to miv 
nothing a1x>ut it. For myself I am frlad tliat I enlisted, not only rh 
an act of duty and patriotism, l>ut wlien I did and wliere I did. My 
attachment to the Company and oar branch of the service increanen 
daily. 

On the 19th of Septemher we embarked on the 
Hteiimcr " Oriole," destined for Kew IkTnc. A storm 
threatened us while near Fortress Monroe, and we ran 
into that harbor remaining for two days. A grateful 
retreat, too, it was. The rough sea had given a general 
ex{)erience (»f sea-Ki(*kness, and a quiet harb<»r rustoixMJ 
smiling faces and merry tongues. The demand for fresh 
food was too great f<»r tho immediate 8U])ply — and the 
rush for the fresh bread and molasses that was issued to 
us aa extra rations from the Fortress was overpowering. 
However, as we weighed anchor next day and agsn'n 
steamed out toward the sea, the demand decreased, and 
it was not long before a double row of gaping mouths 
were giving bread and molasses to the fishes. 

A few days brought us to Cape Hatteras, and passing 
safely over the sand-bar, we found oiirselves steaming 
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down the quiet waters of the river Neuse. All were in- 
terested in viewing a country new to them, and in Jisten- 
mg to the explanations and stories of the approach and at- 
tack u\x)n New Berne hy General Buniside, his base \icu\g 
the fleet of tran8)>ort8 and gun l>oat8 which were stationed 
in this river. 

There wa^ a general hmshing up of new uniforms, ap- 
)>earances on deck of faces that we had not seen for days, 
and a return of jest and laughter. Our steamer was 
fastened to the wharf, and after giving hearty cheers for 
(Mir kind and gentlemanly master. Captain B. F. Holmes, 
we disembark c<l. Captain Lee, exjiecting our arrival, 
!iad had railroad transportation -to Newpi»rt Barracks 
provided for us, and we were soon in the cars and started 
off. 

Arriving at Newport Barracks we were warmly greeted 
by our old friends, who were glad to have <»ur assistance 
and companionship. 

In the course of a week or s<», Lieut. George Hastings, 
who had remained in the North to complete some busi- 
ness arrangements, and add a few rwruits to the number 
already obtained, arrive<l with half a tlosen recruits, 
accompanied by Clark and Lieut. Fred. IListings, who 
had also been home on recruiting service. 

As soon as these last recruits had arrived, there was a 
new interest aroused as to the appointment of non-com- 
nn'ssioned officers. 

There were some conflicting interests between the 
" Old Boys'* and the ** New Boys," in the re-oipmization 
and these appointments, but time destroyed these phraaei 
of distinction, and unanimity of feeling and intmst, or

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CUAPTER V. 

NKWl'ORT BABRA0K8. 

Atlor the iiaiiios of the new recruits had hoen addinl 
to the iiiUHtcr roll, it cf>ntuincd the naiiies of five oDiiH^rs 
and 12<> men. 

We hml but four piecen, a few hornen, and a wanty 
supply of Mniali arniH and er|uipuientM. A requiHition had 
l>een forwanled to the pn>iK5r aufhoritien, however, and 
we felt encouraged to hope that we Hhouhl, before lon|x« 
Ik5 a fonnidableor^nization. Drill wjw made imperative* 
and eimstant. There wan an eager desire on the part of 
the reeruit8 to lesirn, and a willingnenrt on the part of the 
veterans tf> teaoli. They had their laughn and their 
thniHta at csieh other, but no seriourt flinpute ever arose 
between them. The experienc^o at Newport B.irr.ieks, as 
a whcde, was a pleasant «me. There was sufficient exer- 
eiso in our duties, our f<N>d was good, and there was ex- 
citement by being on an outpost. Rumors of the a]v 
proacli of the enemy, or of an advance on some rel>el 
grounds, kept us on the alert. 

Good l>arraeks and tents were furnished us, and nearly 
every building had ita mess, by me ins of which a sort of 
house-keeping arrangement was undertaken — and cer- 
tainly no soldier could ask for cleaner quarters or better 
meals than we then enjoyed. There was but little sick- 
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ne»9, and the extruTncly well carried on hospital at New- 
port, soon put any sick ones on their feet again. 

On Wednesday, Novemlicr 5th, the ^hird and sixth 
detachments of the Battery were ordered out on ascnmting 
expedition. In addition to these the cavalcrade consisted 
of a company of the Van Alen cavalrj', one coniiiany of 
the Ninth New Jersey, and a battalion made fnim a 
couple of Mas8:iclnHctts rei^ifnents. Captain fxje was in 
coTnmand of the expijdition. At half-past four in the 
mornin;^ the connnand, "Forward" was given, and on 
went shuffling feet, clattering hoofs and ninihling whetds. 

A short distance from camp one of the caissons, in pass- 
ing through a narrow space, nm one of the wheels ii\Htu 
a.stuihp, completely overtuniing the caissrm, settitig the 
cannoneers flying in every direction, breaking liotli ]N>les, 
the reach, stock ami trail, and loosiniing the ammunition 
chests trom their fastenings. It could lie of no further 
use until it was reiKiired. Therefore the drivers returned 
to catnp with it, while the Ciinntmeers found seats on the 
gun chests, and went on with their piece. 

Nothing further occurred to relieve the dullness of the 
tratnp through the woods, save an occasional return of 
some cavalrymen, who would bring in some ** guerrilla " 
or "union man," and jwrhaps an ohl musket or two. 
Some bee hives in the yanls of the h<»use8 they passed by 
l(K)ked rather tempting, and not a great time passed lie- 
fore broken hives were supplying buzzing bees and 
hungry boys with their delicious ctmtents. But tjje boys 
found that the bees stuck by much longer than the honey, 
and after they had halted and encamped for the night, 
having had some thirty miles march, a host of these re- 
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vengeful little tellowH were conHtantly giving a thrust 
into the face or Ixwly of Huine one of the desjHiilcrs f»f 
their lionieH. 

That night it began toniinanc] (*ontinno<l toponrdown 
Hteadily until the following night. The infantry rouM 
not nwj their niunketM on that account, and hh appearances 
indicjited continued rain, and it wa8 growing quite cold, 
it was though In^t to return. 

They rejiched camp next day thfiroughly drenche<l with 
the rain, with twelve prim>ner8, sonic horses and other 
(^otndmnd articles. This was their first scouting ex- 
|)erience. It was enjoyed by all who jiarticipated in it. 

On the following Wednesday, at about three o'ch>ck 
in the morning, an extra train cnnic thundering down to 
the station, and our Captain, wlio had gone to New 
Berne the previous'day, skipping off the train, called for 
the "CorfMmil of the Guanl," and told him to "call out 
the men to hear orders/' The unusual commotion routed 
Qs from the tents, and in a wonderfully short time w«! 
fonncd the line, and were informed that we were to pro- 
ceed innnediately to New Benie. 

Fn>ni one<»f the men attached to the tniin, we leame«i 
that the pickets within a few miles of New Berne had 
been driven in, some of them killed, and an attack on the 
city was antici|iate«l. 

In coming down after the troops, the engineer had 
taken the precaution to have a hand car nm ahead of the 
engine^ fearing that the rebels might have torn up some 
portion of the track. 

As we stood by the camp fire awaiting the arrival of 
some of the Ninth New Jersey, who had been sent for at 
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** Bopie Sound," stevedore Gillillin, wlio had fliarge of 
tlio ** contralmTids'' that wcw in tho hand car, anniMMl m 
with HtoricM of their mid actions and expiVrtHionH, as they • 
moved along throiigli the darkness over the tmek. Either 
* IJoneyparte ' or *Washinton' or 'Bolivar' or 'Fnmk- 
h'n ' werc^ constantly seeing a rel»cl or a tnMjp of theni, 
'* way long on de tnick. " Nevertheleti^, they asonred 
themselves as well as the stevedore, that they ** weren't 
afraid, " and argued with each other as to the best method 
of cjiiTving on a tight. Suddenly, Giltillin cried out, 
"Thei-e they are!" *' Oh I I^.ni, ft^ns, wliar?" they 
ejaculated, and with ^^ pallor on t/icir vIwrl'M^ ami their 
halt' MtamJhuj'*^ they dropped the wheel handle and 
made j>rcparations to leap. ^ 

It was some time l)eforc he could convince them that 
he '' had made a mistake." And he concluded tlmt if he 
thought of getting to Newixirt, he should try no more 
such exiKTiments. 

The i)ieces, caissons, horses and men were on the can* 
l)y six o'clock, and off they started with the coUirs Hying, 
and rousing cheers. 

The next day they returned and reiMirted that the 
whole affair was more '' scare " than " hurt. " This was 
tlieir second ''cjdl out. " And tliough they did not jMir- 
ticipato in any battle, yet they fully exi>ected to meet the 
enemy. It was an excellent opiH)rtunity to show tlieir 
'* metai, " and there was no lack of it. 

About this time Mrs. Lieutenant George Hastings 
arrived on our favorite steamer "Oriole. " So rarely wan 
a female face seen, that she was received with greiii 
admiration and a sincere welcome. 
19 
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In the latter part of Noveiiil)er, some of the boy»* 
*h'iW5overo<l h 8teain sawmill located within a mile or 
two of the camp. Our practical Lieutenant Vmly 
projKiftccl to tnni the discovery to advantage, and prom]>tly 
made an exann'nation of the condition of the mill, 
and reported it 8«K>n after in workin;:^ order. Our 
drill wan thereafter alternated with labor in the wo4>ds. 
Each flection of the three went ont into the woods 
every third day to fall trecB and float them down to 
the mill, where Cady, KawHon, Richards, Pratt, Albert 
Griffith, Rich and Woolsey soon convcrte<l them int<» 
desirable lumlwr. The writer well recollects passin^r 
an eventful evetn'n;;, while asnisting to lloat a Ixmrd raft 
down to the railroai! brid«!:o, from where the IuuiImt 
waa to 1)0 shipped by railroad. As we floated down the 
river, the bright pitch fire ujHin the raft, casting its 
lurid light into the dark shadows of the immense forest 
trees tiiat leaned over the shore of the river — the dark, 
nearly invisible forms of our cotnradcs that sat with tlie 
fire inteq>osing between us — the merry song and tlie 
.laughter over the comic story — the exclamation over the 
roasted sweet ]K>tato that some one had broken open, 
while the hot steam and the savory odor r«>8e to the open 
mouth till the waiting palate danced with joy — all these 
seem a strange, wild picture that haunts my memory yet. 
Hor can we forget the " Haiti who comes there?" 
and the sudden presentation of the bayonet of the Massa- 
chusetts sentinel, and our sudden huddling together anfi 
approaching to give the necessary salutAti<m and pass- 
word. The mill turned out 15,000 feet of lum'ber, which 
was a great assistance to us the following winter, in 
building winter quarters in New Berne. 
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Tnei*flav eveniiip, Deeemlicr lOtli, an extra train 
bnMi^ht down onlcrft for iw to Htriko tcnU, pack np 
all our ))cr8onaI oftect>* anil Iw alNMinl tlio cara by the 
time the en«i:inc retunied from Iteaiifort. 

We were ready at the ap|)ointed time. And aU^ut 
one o'clock were on the train, started for New Berne, 
biddin«^ Newport Barracks **jt«mk1 bye" forever. The 
Battery had been ntationed there five monthn. We 
felt <juite at home there, and had not that Rtronjc desire 
for an active soldicrH' life l)een bo ^predominant in our 
minds, I doubt not we should have felt a little twan;x of 
regret at leaving. 

We make a few selections from the letters of the cor- 
resjwndent of the Wyoming TlmeH^ which relate more 
particularly to their social and domestic life : 

HAMMOIfD HOSIITAL, BBAIIFORT, N. C. 

October te. 1803. 

Vivcf Ikjforo ytnttordav I took a nail of aliont ton milofi with a pnrtj of 
twulvp otlivre. There wan a ffs^ stiflT bruoxo, and wo ran at tht* ratoof 
2.40, nearly, making the ton mih»i* in thro<» quarten* of hour. Wento|ipo<l 
on the 9nund Mido of tho iHland, and then took tlie direct ]iath that led 
to the l)earh. The iiiirgt* roUiMl high — and as wo wont for the |>ur|ioiiit 
of ^thcring nheUa— this was very favorable for us. We wandered 
along the beach toward the Cai>o Ixiokout light hou8<\ and approach- 
ed near enough to take a good survey of it. It is ono of the Ix'st light 
houses on the shore, but for some reason it Is niii now used. Tills Island 
is named ftom the cape, I^ookout Island. We soon turned into one of 
the paths (they have no roads hen*, and the country is entirely covered 
with a low brush that they term woods, with occasionally a path in It 
that leads to a dwelling), and following it about a mile we came ab- 
ruptly upon a settlement, three or four houses with their kitchens and 
cook room, which are always separate fhmi the house, that is, detached 
from it. The old lady out on the itoop was oonaldefably fri^ht6i64 
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at flrrtt, at no many bliie-ooatn, and rpfiiMHl to entertain nn at all. 
bat one of hnr nnnn romint; to tho houmMihe finally conchidofl tliat 
•he would keep half a doxon of nn over ni^rht and ffive us tea anri 
breakfaat. The nalt water 1>n*czf* and lon^r walk had ffiv(>n na voracioun 
appetltf*«, and as we pat down to milk, fffifff, (ImIi, nwcH't potntfM>H ami 
Youpon t«*a, yon would hnvo lH?i'n aatonif«hod to have ncim it disapiirar 
•o ra)ild1y b«»fon^ pIx hospital ]mti(*ntii. 

After tea the lioyi nat down to do thoir ftmokinff, and the old lady, 
pon and daughter, did the talkinfr. They^tertainiHl up with PtorirH 
of the war — ]iartiru1arly the taking of Fort Macon and ISeaufort. It 
pooma that our forccp took the place juPt In time in prevent tln» POn. 
with aixteen othern who had been dfaftcni hy rcl)el eonpcription, 
beinir forced to jfo Into tie poathem army. There ia not a relwl on 
the whole Ipland, and there wtP jrrfat anxiety when the battle wap 
foujfht, and (n^*at r(*joicinfr when wo liad won the day. The Ipland 
wap under cropp fire of the forrea, and many phot and phell fell on it. 
often quickly dlP|»erplnir tho rrowdp that had eollect«»<l to w^ the fljrht. 
Anecdotea were nnmeroup, po much »«o, indeed, that I phould really izvi 
the " ptoricp mixf?d " if I phould endeavor to t<'ll any of them. 

We rePtini very well that ni|;ht, crmpiderinff that they ffave up 
feather IkmIp to pleeji on — for I cannot now reat or pleep on anything; 
■ofter than a mattn*tp. Next mominfr we were up early and ovit tn 
the l)each liefore breakfaat. When we n^tumed the old laily had pnv 
pared up a fine breakfaat. As we offered to pay her for our entertain- 
ment, plie refuped any rmnuneration, aayinfr. ** I want to do all I can to 
help the Union cauae, and you are welcome to all the houpe afTnrdp up 
lonir ap you chooae to atay.'* We had dinner at another houae before 
we came off, when they made tho Mune remark in iubatance, and re. 
foped to take pay. 

I noticed that there waa a greater variety of the ft^ithered trilN^ 
fm thia laland than on tho other ihoro, as all the birda are thf*re 
repretented in one— the mocking bird. 

Tealeiday I went to Morehead City, which ia aitnated and bearn 
a^Mmt the pame relation to Beaufort that Jerpey City doea to New York . 
It la ft amall place, moatly inhabited by fiahermen. The Ninth New 
Jeraey are barracked there. Mont of the beat houpea, aa are thoae in 
New Berne and Beaufort, are eonflacated and need forofflcers and 
» Umet loldl^ri qnartera, Joal aa we came up to the wharf, the

Rnard had ammtfHl a man, callinsr himiiclf a "Union cltlsen/' who had 
come down from Swantboro, somo lixtj milca up in the conntrj. The 
officers, a])on questioning him. concluded tliat he had better remain 
a while at More^cafi, and the lioyn iwion con5arated hit boat after hear- 
in^r the decision. Onr pirliets and rither miard, are on the close look- 
out for such fellows, and t1i«v " liai; ** a prood many of them. 

Bj looking on the map tou will see that B«*aufort is situated on the 
fioint f»f land running out Into the |}ii|rue Sound. Upon the northern 
IKiInt of Bojfue Island, and nearly opposite Sliacklcford banks. Is 
situated Fort Macon. The cliannel is here very narrow and windlnjr. 
which makes It difflcuH for anj boat to oonlf into harbor and somnch 
the more difllcuU for one to run by the Fort. Fort Maoon Is very 
little like Fortress Monroe, and I could understand by visiting both of 
them the difference betwe«*n a Fort and a Fortress mach more readily 
and distinctly than by tht* dictionary definition. Most of the soldiers 
Imrracked there are Kegulars. The day I went out they were tarirei 
shooting, the target l>eing an old vtwscl, aliout two and a half milea 
distant (torn the gun. They made some very fine shots. I hardly 
think a " seoesh*' vessel will ever pass in the day time and not feel 
the effects of a well directed cannon ball.

Hammond Hospital, Bkavport, N. C, 

October 15, 1889. 

Friend Frank : Having been in the hospital for the past week, I 
have had little o]i|iortunity to see or hear anything tliai would be 
very Interesting for your readers. I have had, though, a very gOod 
opportunity to study the nature and character of the native colored 
inhabitants, at many of them are waiters in the building, and there Is 
not a bam or shed six by eight bat is crowded with them till their 
heads hang out of the windows. 

Last Thursday they held a prayer meeting in the wash-room. It Is 
a good sised building and was well filled. There was really mndc in 
the hymns they sung. They have (both male and female) soli, sweet. 
musical voicei. The air flats a little, and gives a peculiar aoeent and 
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Upward slide at the end of every line. Tlilff is a pecitllaritjr I have 
noticed In all their soni^s, whether they be ne^rro melndios or church 
tones. Tliey commenced their evening service by sin^n^r " K«irli 
of Aires.*' Their minister, a colored brother, t1|en made a short 
but able prayer ; another hymn was sung, and he began a short ex- 
temfmre sermon. His text he selected from Jeremiah — " What will it 
profit a man if he gaincth the whole world and lose his own soul." 
•My belovod bn»ver«n.*' said ho, 'Jeremiah wasoneof thlrtwn bn»tli. 
ers, and God took to him case he was always good. Well, one dav 
they w€*re all to work in a field, and Jeremiah was so tin'd that 1i«> 
went under a tree and lay down and went to sleep. While he wun 
aale<*p, (lod come sailing down fnim heaven, changed into a dove, lit 
In the tree over Jeremiah *s head, and woke him up saying the wonls 
of this text.** After this explanation, he immediately commenrtMl ni\ 
exhortation that was full of life and energy, as the roused spirit of the 
congregation liegan to testify. The spirit was warm«*d and rf»ni- 
monced to move, and they continued the "good time,'* a long time after 
I had retired and fallen asleep. 

A few evenings after this, I witnessed a gathering of quite a difTer- 
ent character. lT|ion a large piaxxa in front of one of the houses 
opposite the hospital, a large number of negroes had collected, and 
they gave us quite a " sehwt and amusing Ethiopian entertainment" 
. — solos, quartettes, and choruses. Negro melodies entirely new to 
my ear, peculiar to themselves, with low, untlulating, wailing chorusi^s, 
sung in good time and with much eflTect. They closed the eveningV 
pi*rformanee with a gf*neral ** break-down,'* and of all the grotc>Bi|ue. 
gymnastic, elastic movements tliat I ever witnessed, that capped the 
climax. They cannot lie imitated with any degree of perfection. Ah 
Ole Jim made his last evolution, and sat down astride the banister, 
with a hearty - Yah ! Tab 1 Sam you can*t do dat last."—** Ah." says 
I, *' Qeorge Christy, you are outdone, outshown ; your light is hid for 
a time until you practice more." 

I caaH like these colored people. They are slow, dirty and lazy. 
They are always happy, full of song and play. They have not tlu* 
leaal edueation, nor do ihej wish to have— it is too much labor to 
study. Tk^ have a little natural wit, and if there is no work to be 
done, can aptly ondentaiid anything you tell them. They are some- 
what superstitioQa, a few of them religioos, but they all are that 
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same clam of lowbrpd, natnru led, IndoloDt human bein^i^s, and it It 
difficult for roe to sec how aome of jon philanthropic people noith will 
ever (aa you aajr can be dont*) make anythinir elae of them. 

The steamer United Statc-s came into Morehead Otj, Saturdajr. She 
came in to let off Gov. Hunley, who has been on a vlait to PreatdenI 
Lincoln. She was loaded with tr«io|ie for Port Royal. Three new 
regiments are expected at New Berne. Present prospects seem to 
indicate that we shall have tome Ajrhtinfr to do this winter. It looks 
as if an advance would be made on (loldslioru* and Rolla. I cmnnoi 
see any necessity for at many troo|« as are already hero, and as rein* 
forrements arc constantly arriving, I think it a safe cfinclusion to say 
that we shall have the pleasure of seeing active service before long. 

Captain Lee is ^ning now quite rapidly. He will soon return to 
duty, and you may expect we sliall have work to do.

Interesting matter is scarce. In fact, unusual ex|ieriences, par- 
ticularly in the lidttlc line, are something wo have n<ii yet met 
with, nor do we expect to do so for some time to come. Our hard* 
et*t battles are with chills and fevers and other local dineascs. We 
are coming out victorious, as we have now but three men in the 
hospiul (Charles Homan, Perry ; W. E. Chapin, Arcade, poisoned ; 
E. T. M. Hurlburt, Warsaw, chills and fever, none of them snri* 
ously ill),, and those in camp come out to drill with an eamestnesa 
and activity that shows an increasing health and strength "Jack 
Frost" paid his addresses for the first time night before last* It 
would be preferable If be would Just send in his card, and not 
come upon one so suddenly, giving one no time to make pre|iara- 
tiont to resist his " stinging '* gripe. It was so cold, that long be- 
fore morning came many of the boys went out to the guaid's 
camp fire and sat around that, so that they might be warm. 

Next day our lieutenant made requisition for stoves, and our 
tents are now a cosy little dwelling plAoe, furnished generally with 
home-made bimks, writing table, cupboard and a Sibley tent stove. 
These stoves leeemble an old-fadiloned engine smoke stack. Of. In- 
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ferior firoportiont, tarnod upside down, and onlj faulty In on«* 
reapoct, and that is the limited accommodations for cooiiing. Ever; 
mcM has considcrahle of tliat to do, the day boinir spent in drill/ 
oookini; and dish washing, allowin^r a small sfrncr of time for read 
inff and writing. P^>vislons arc hif^h, as tlic following prices will 
show : Batter, 40c. ; ch«*ese. 2<V. : apples, 3()c. a doxen ; milk, Oc. |ht 
pint ; brown suirar, 20n. ; flour, 7c. Swret ftotatoes are our su!»stan- 
tial food. We can purchase tlirm at from 50c. to AOc. per bushel. 

The "Sifn>id Corps" liave l>eon making their head -quarters in our 
camp for a few days. They are making a line of signal staflTi* fmm 
New Berne to Beaufort. Tliis is deemed quite necessary, as there is 
no telegraph wire u|K>n the railmail. Tliesi* staffs are ]>laccd within 
fire or six miles of each other and communication carrie<l on with 
flags. Oft«'ntimea the flags are only visible thmugh a spy-glass. (>n 
some accounts these are preferable to telegraph wire, since a guard 
can be stationed at each one of them, and there are no wires to \m cut. 
The whole line has been sunreyed, and men will soon be engaged in 
putting up the poles. There is a good deal of activity on the railroad 
Just now. Extra trains, loaded with provisions and stores, are run- 
ning every day, seeming to indicate that there will be a change some- 
where before long. We expect to receive ordors to move in the 
course of two or three weeks. I should not at all wonder if an active 
camiiaign were carried on in North Carolina this winter. 

To^lay Ueatcnant George Hastings arrived with a number of new 

recruits, having taken a "tug " at Hatteras and come up the Neuse to 

Now Berne. The remainder of his party went on to Bc^iufort in the 

ifeamer.

Our eommisaioned officers are kind, gentlemanly and even for 
bearing to us privatea, tliough for all that they hold us up none 
the lets strictly to military rales and regulations. They are goo<l, 
moral, tempermU men, and waste no time in Idleness. Not one of 
them either would, from personal antipathy or dialike, refuse to 
any ose voder hia commaiid all the liberties allowed them, or In 
stcknem retoe to do anything In his power to relieve or aid them. 
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Old feude are fast djin^r oat, and It it Terr ■eldooi now that yoa 
eren hear tltrm mentioned. 

There ia no dinaenaion ooooerninR officera. I reallj wonder at the 
ananlmitjr of feeling; that proTailc^, aa tlie twocompaniea, one baring 
been a jrear in wrvice and the other raw rerrnita, came to|rether and 
divided np the non-commiwioned officea. There wan wonderfully lit- 
tle diwtatiffainion eipreiwed^hardlj any— at the order maldnffthe 
dlviaion and apfiointinff the ofRcera of the eompanj, aa I gave joo in 
my letter of Xorember 11. 

We are neither lieooming dissipated, laxjr or alnrenlj. " Camp life 
developa the bad qualities of bad men, but, on tlie other hand, it is 
favorable to the higheet exhibition nf virtue, of irentlenesa and of 
hemisro.** So f«ays one of the popular authorities of the day, and surh 
in my little experience in that Icind of life I find to Iw true. Drunli. 
(•nness is a thing almost unknown among us. I never have seen bat 
three men since I have been here that were under the influence of 
liquor. We rannot very well lie idle, aa we have five houra' drill jier 
(lay. beside p<»1ice duty : and just now Lieutenant Cady, with ganga 
of men selerte<l front the crmipany, has two sawmills in operation ; 
one upright saw with water power, and one circular saw with stivm 
|K»wer. 

As for slov(*nness, I am certain any " committee of housekeepers,'* 
ujion an examination of our tents, would return a report of ** well 
done for boys ** To conclude thia subject, I would say, that in con- 
versation with all of the boya, I find them contented and well tatisficd 
with their otficera and their associativa, and I do not think yon could 
persuade one of them to accept a diacliarge from the aerrice, fudrm 
the war had ended and there was a pma|)cct of peace. 

Aa the winter approachea there la no necessity for our anxlooa 
mothers and kind fathers to have any anxiety concerning our being 
comfortable and warm. Our tents are tight and water-proof. Most 
of us have taken boards froin four-and-a-half to five aad-a-half feet la 
length, pointed them, and driven them about a fbot In the ground in 
a circle around the tent. We then raised the caiyras to the top of the 
boarda, already battened and banked up. Thia makea tlie tent veiy 
warm and roomy. In ours we built a fireplace. And In the evening 
the blaae of the pitch-pine Ughtena aa cheerful and happy a pldnra aa 
any would oara to look upon. In fact, I am a little aahamcd to own 
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that we aro to eonfnrtable. It hasn't the nnAck of hardnhlp, &c, that 
we expected and rather desired to experience. It hasn*t the dash and 
the wildness about it that jronn^r persons consider ne ce ssary to fill 
oat their idea of a aoldier's life.

•B Thanksgiving Day that a poor dyspeptic might well envy. The 
fallowing was the dinner programme:

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Pawefl woro allowed to be fri^en b^ the Befft^mnU At their own din- 
cretion. After dinner the whole cnnip wan nearlj denerted. Towanl 
six o'clock utrHffirlprs marched into camp with cliickena, pork, beef, 
honey, &c., at ahoalder armn. It was Terj fortonate, aa the quarter- 
master's stores are jnst now at a low ebb. 

After eTcninfr roll-call, the Massachosetts bojs invited us all to 
come up to the building formerlj used as a hospital, and have a 
dance. The hall was decorated with Haffs, kna|«acks, aocoutrvmrnts, 
&e„ and splendidlj lighted with three tottff ittUoif eandtes. The daxxle 
of gilt, of ''straps" and "stripes," was indeed a gaj sight. The 
music waa furnished bj Fergnson's band. Order was called hj the 
tap of the fiddle bow on the back of the fiddle. Two sets were 
formed ; the head of the room taken hj the ^u^of. Order and 
deeomm were preserved thronghoal. The "ladles'* rsrelved the 
most obseqalona and ooiiatant attentloB. Oallaniry, nd oC the eox- 
eomb order, was the order of the evenlag. All weal " mnvj aa a 
marriage bell,** till the bogle sottaded Hm tapa aboal ale?aa o'elodi, 
whan all qolallj dlapersad. 
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CHAPTER VL 

KIN8T0N, »OLD8DORo' AlfD WniTElIALL. 

On the 11th of December, General Foster, then com- 
manding^ the department of Xorth C^'aroh'na, gathered 
together Iiis available troops and made an advance from 
New Berne towards Oohlslwro*. General G. W. Smitli 
had been place<l in command of the Confederate troojin 
in the same department. They were supiK)sed to numlnT 
about 12,000. The main object of General Foster wan 
to reach Goldsboro' and destroy the railroads centering 
at that point. This place was then on the main line of 
communication from Richmond, south. General Fuster^ti 
force consisted of between 10,000 and 15,000 men, com- 
posed of four brigades ; the right comman<led by Genend 
Wessels, the lefk by Colonel Lee ; right centre by Col. 
Amory, the left c*entro by -Col. Stevenson. In the centre, 
unattached to brigades, were C'aptain Ransom's and Capt. 
LeeV Batteries; one battery of the Third New York 
Regiment Artillery, and two sectitms of heavy guns — one 
of 8S-ponnd howitzers and one of 20-pound Parrot guns. 

The first and third detachments of the Twenty-fourth 
Kew York Battery were all that participated in thenuircli. 
Many men from the other detachments tilled the vacAu- 
ries that ocourred fri»m ticknesay &e. 
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Tlinrsdaj, the 1 1th, the force marched ahont iiftccn 
iiiilc8. 

On Friday, the advance was slow, on acconnt of meet- 
ing with fallen trees that the reliels had placed in the 
roads, and witli burned bridges whicli they had fired as 
they retreated. There was skiniiishing thrvnighout the 
day, but no reguhir engagement occurred. 

On Saturday, the section of the Twenty-fourth New 
York Battery, with tlie Forty-sixth Massachusetts Regi- 
ment for a 6up])ort, separated from tlio main body, and 
took, per order, the more direct road to Kinston. Tlicy 
were sent to guard some jioint of cross roads, whicl; they 
rea(*hed at about twelve o'clock that night. 

Sunday moniing, the Forty-sixth Uogiment and the 
third detachment returned by a sliort road to tlie main 
lM>dy, and a company of the Third New York Cavalry was 
sent over and joined the first detachment of the Battery. 

Tlie third detachment was sent in another direction, to 
guard a bridge at which there had been some skirmish- 
ing the day previous. v 

The first detachment continued its march, and about ten 
o'clock, as they approached a small crreek, they discovered 
alK)ut 1,000 rel>el infantry and a detachment of artillery, 
prepared to dispute the pass. The cavalry dismounted, 
deployed, and, with their carbines, acted as a support to 
the Batterj'. Our boys then opened on them with shell. 
After about an hour's fighting tl,ie enemy retreated, taking 
with them their killed and wounded. After they were 
positive that the enemy had gone, the Federals rebuilt the 
bridge that had been burned, crossed it, and arrived at 
Kinston at four o'dook. This was their part of the 
battle of Kinston. 
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The iNittIo by the main l»«»dy wh8 foii;?ht on jiiiotlior 
riMwl — the em*my gradimlly falling Imck, until they canio 
to the bricl;rc, at which time the Nintli New Jen^y 
charged and took two hrass pma. While croHsing a 
hrid^, Colonel Gray, of the Ninety-nixth New York, 
waM inHtantly killed hy a niUKket hall, which stnick him 
tn the hrenKt and paAHod through his heart. The rebels 
attempted to fire the bridge, but failed. Six guuH were 
taken by a com|iany of our cavalry on the other sitlc of 
the river. That night the whole army enteretl Kington. 
TliriMigh the main Ktreet a pile of cotton, reaching nearly 
a quarter of a mile, waa burning. Many other thingH 
the rolieln had Bet fire to, and the inhidutants had almost 
entirely denerted the place. Some of our aoldiera went 
to the extreme in plundering the houtH» anil ntoren. 

Monday, the anny recrosded the bridge at Kinnton, 
which waa a very long one. After they had all panKcd 
over, the bridge waa burned. Tliey then pressed on 
towards 0«»ldsbon)\ making a march of alKMit fifleen 
miles that day. 

Tuesday, a sharp and brisk fight cK5cum»d near White- 
hall. Our boys were under fire nearly three hours. 
Finally the reliels retreated, and our anny destroyed two . 
new gimlioats which were in process of building. 

Wednesday, they advan(*ed to the bridge at GoldslK>ro\ 
Here quite a severe action took plac*e. Many were 
killed and wounded on both sides. The United States 
troops succeeded in burning the railroad bridge and tear- 
ing up about five miles of the track. General Foster 
learned that the Confederates had concentrated a superior 
foroe at Ooidaboro', and determined that it was unwise 
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tt) mnke any further advance. Tlie next morning, there- 
fore, the Hue of mnrt'h facc<l homewards, and a rapid re- 
treat wag made to New Iteme. 

Tliey reaeheil that place on tlie 24th, havinfic ^^^» 
al)out ten day8 and marcliod aliont two hundred mileA. 
The Fe<leral8 lost 90 killed and 478 wounded. Tlie Con- 
federates lost 71 killed, 208 wounde<I and 476 prisoners, 
most of whom were immediately paroled. 

The following order was afterwards read to the troops 
in General Foster's command :

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CHAPTER VII. 
1803. 

NEW UKRNR. 

Soon after tlio return of tlio troojw from the expedition 
to OoldnlM>ro\ tlie Twenty-fonrtli New York Battery rc- 
CPivod BIX very luindsonie new Hix-i>onnder Nnpolo^m 
punn, nn additional supply of liorneg, now liarness and 
new ef)nipnientK tliron{;liont. The men, eonsefpiently, 
had ])Ienty of employment in breaking in the new 
horiHM and engaging daily in battery drill. Prior to this, 
detachment and iHM'tion drill had hoou all that we had 
lieen taught. The rapid and sometinieH intricate mov(»- 
menta of the light artillery battery in a field recjuire 
practice an well as c(N>lne88 and nkill in execution. For 
instance, the command '* Left Wheel " is a Hiniplo ejacu- 
lation. But let us view a battery as they execute it — six 
guns p)Mit!oned in line, alireast at intervals of four yards, 
with six horses attached to each gun. Three yards behind 
each gun stands a caisson, with six liorses attached, a 
rider to each span of horses. Hie bugle sounds the com- 
mand. Immediately the left piece becomes a centre, on 
which turns the long sweep of horses, pieces and caissons. 
As the distance ftom the centre increases, so proportion- 
ally must the rapidity of motion increase, to keep up an 
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iiiibniketi lino. Inmgino now how nwiftly nuwt tlio 
piece on the extreme rijrht move, to retain its ]NKiition 
Rnd iti* <listanc(»8. If yonr min<l eannot comprelien^I it, 
>iit on tlio extreme end of n wliirlngig, and ride onuo 
aronnd the circle. 

IIor^eH enjoy the ex<*itenient, and they leani to know 
dirterent eonnnandsof the huple. The men, t<K>, iHt^imo 
aroused and intcref*tiHl, and the maneuver* of a well- 
drilled Imttery are a {ileasing and excitin«c t*i;rht to any 
one. The I»atterv hoys were now l>epnninf]^ to taste a 
little of the ex]K?rieneeH that they had read of and IiojmhI 
to partieipnte in.^^hey were proud of their orfcanixatioii, 
and had ^ckxI reason to 1)0. 

The city of New Berne was t)oing strongly fortified. 
A new para|>et wiis thn»wn up in nearly a eontinu<»Urt 
line from river to river, enclosing the entire city. Fort 
Totten, in the centre of the lino of fortifications, wan 
hir^, and tilled with heavy artillery. There were also 
many smaller forts. 

The major portion of the artillery belonging to the 
command was stationed near Fort Totten. Tlie Twen- 
ty-fourth Battery was on the hill at the left of the fort. 
I fere, with the lumber which had l>een obtained by 
working the sawmill at NewiK)rt Barracks, wo put up 
some sultstantial stables, cook-liousey i&c. At the same 
time providcil with plenty of tents, we made very com- 
fortable quarters for ourselves. 

On the ITtli of January an expedition was sent from 
New Berne to Trenton. Camp furnishes us with the 
following account of it : 
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Tli« fofcw coniiistefl of the Porty-thlfd. Porty-fifth and Piaj-firnt 
Re|rii»ent«. Mum. Vols. Infantry ; eiifht companies of the Third X. Y. 
Cavalry ; one nection of the Twenty-third N. Y. Indpt. Battery ; 
one wctioD of the Twonty fourth N. Y. Indpt. Battery, and a small 
force of enf^neem. Tlie entire expiHlitlon conslRtinff of 1,500 infantry, 
000 cavalry, 100 artillery and enfflneem. 

liieutenant CV>lonel Emniory, Mam. Vols., commanded. 

The object of the expedition wan to make a feint on Goldslioro* and 
Warsaw, and thus detain troops which nilifht be sent to Richmond 
or Peterslmrffh, to resist a movement, which was planned by our forci* 
in that vicinity. The ex|M*dltlon movi^i frr>m Now Berne on Saturdnr. 
January 17th, 180.1, at oVlock. A.M.. and cami>ed that nlffht at Pol- 
locksville. a plac^ sixteen miles from New Berne, situated on the Tn^nt 
River, and then oontalglnfr alxiut twenty houses. Wo were obllirefl 
to encamp here, because the enemy had obatructe<l our further pro. 
irrees by felllnfr trees across the road, ns they rotreate<l lieforo us. 

On the IHth we prociHMled to Trenton, where we arrived alMtut two 
o'clock, P. M. As <iur cavalry appniached the town, they were (lre<l 
upon by some rebel cavalry, who were endeavoring to cut away a 
mill dam, and thus swell the stream, and detain us. But a few shots 
frvm the cavalry howitser caused them to beat a hasty retreat, and ns 
we entered, they left the town. We encamped here that night, and 
the next morning burned two bridges over the Trent River, tho jail, 
a grist and sawmill. And after we had crossed the stream, tore open 
the mill dam, and returned to Pollocksvllle, where we arrived at>o.ut 
three o'clock. P. M. 

It was while crossing this stream, which was swollen to the horse's 
belly, that BeiOamin Holllster, who was driving the middle team of 
the gun, happened to sneers out his upper teeth — poor Ben. — a sick«T 
looking mortal never eiisted. He proposed to have the troops stop. 
and look for his teeth ; but in a glance saw that they were gone from 
him for ever— and he, three days from camp, doomed to gum it on 
hard tack, or perish. Self-preservation, that great first law, was 
adopted by Ben., and icoordingly he stopped at many houses on the 
road to get meal to make soft bread and mush of. and in this way 
worked tbroogh until we got Into camp again. At Pollocksville we 
eBOiinped agaiii for the night, and having on the first night's encamp- 
■MBl bvrol all the fonoe rails iuid dfltred Iblngt genmlly, all that 
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now n*niain<Hl ii» mmplotu tin* ruin, wan dimo during the nifrbt by On* 
tmopA inifpiffin^ In tliat Innorvfit ainnH«*ni«*nt of barnlnir baibtlnir* ; 
and on %\w next mornlnfr Ave or aix bulldlojpi were all tbal remained 
of Pollorkflrnic. 

On tbe 20tb, w«' roarcbnd to Yonnff> Vwm roail. on tbo A^Tilte Oak 
River, ton mllei* from INilloekHvllle, arriving tbero altont noon. T)i© 
enemy bad dtmtroyod tb«j brldjre. bat onr enirlnfH?ni aoon ronrtnwrted 
a suitable one. and our cavalry cronaed and atartt^ for JarkponvlUe, 
leavinir tbe infantry and artillery. On tbeir way to Jarkwinville 
(wbicb iff on tbe New Hiver. twenty milea fn>ni YountfV Crmw Roa«l.) 
tbey met and entrnire<l tlu? enemy In a running filjbt, for nine nilb»a, 
lotiintr two men kille<] and takinjr but one rvUA |irliioner. Tlio relit 
bnme<l tbe brldtfe, 150 fi»et lonjf, over tbe river at Jarkaonvllle. to 
prt^vent our troojm c rotMln^. We encamped bere for tbe nlffbt. and 
It rained nioHt furiously. Tbe cavalry returned durlnjr tbe nlnrbt, 
and on tbe mnrninir of tbe 31at we atartiMl liark for New Bemff, 
wbero we arrive<l a1»out »lx oVlock, P. M. Tbe roada. on our n*- 
turn. wen< aa bad an tbey coubl lie rfinHlntently. and we bail conalder- 
able'trouble In crowing corduroy roada, lietween tbe oroat roaila and 
PollockHville. And wben on a trot, at one time, tbe fore wbeel of the 
itxin carrla^ u|x>n wblcli Jt^rry McClaIr aat, broke tbrouurb tbe cor- 
duroy ; so suddenly wna tbe carrlafrt^ stopped, tbat Jerry was tlirown 
fniiu bis seat sprawling into tb(* ditcb, and completely dn^ncbed witb 
mud and water. Ajrain, wben near Xew Berne. In croaalnflf a amootb 
level piece of flf round, on a full tn»t, tbe wbeel of tbecaiaaon.on wbicb 
Wilbur M. Unyt sat. struck a mt and tbrew bim off In aucb a way, 
tbat bis bead lay so near ibe track tbat tbe bind wbeel run over tbe 
cap be bad on bis bead, and barely escaped tbe bead, wbleb must 
have been crusbed ba<l It been run over. Wben on our way to Trenton 
from Pollocksville, Major Franklo ffave out strict orders afrftinst 
fora^lnff or plunderln^r. but Pierce FItxpatriek. wbo wasalonfjr, as an 
extra dnty man, not knowinff wbat bis especial duty was, furtber 
tban serving bis country aa be ml}rb\ perhafw Have to do, and beln^r 
provided wItb an extra borse, he conceived a plan whereby he mlirht 
minister to tbe wants of the Twenty-foortbers, and make It pay alto. 
He fancied that he was especially conttlinted for his plan, for he eoold 
keep one eye on the Provoel Marshal and the other on ehaneea to 
gobble. And that eiaentlal qnalificalloQ, combined with 
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tact, ho thouffht wonlil carry lilm thronirh nafdr, wlthotit aijy cloiibi 
wlmt«'Vf*r. Ill* tliiTi'ffirtt provld«l liiniMflf with nonii^ jiaiMT bikI a 
pwnHI, and wnitP rrcri|itn for mon«T which ho mitfht pay or not. for 
^•(•Hf', turkey n, or chickcnM. Arc. and our riToipt wouhl cov«»ranyor 
all h<* would «xf*t, forhwl It Iwim written in (li^ik It wan cfpially iisin- 
t4*1ll|ril»lf. luit Piofpo Hnid It wai«aii^MMl aathe natlvcMnmhl >r«'n«Tally 
write, and if he HhouM ffet caught. tli« r»»cel|»t. an h*- interprt'te*! it. 
would Im» ar»wid and Mitinfartory to tho " Dutch I'rovont." 

Accord! III?]?, li« muhn] off on hli* ateed, to the head of the column. 
and when the firnt chanc*? offV*md he ittarted for a larjre plantation 
houM*, and there ^ihh1e<1. after i^mxe trouhh\ two s[*H-9n, whicli In- 
atnrted for th« coiu|inny with. Hut Junt aa he came out of thv Inne, 
who nhould hf^iici^t hut the pMvoMt. who accused him of ]»hnnferiuir. 
and onlenil him t*>put the giK^m* Into an amhulance. and fnil in with 
the iruard, under arn-at, at the n»ar of the column. Pierce i»n)t«'Ht<d 
and produoe«l his reci'Ipt, hut the Proviwt avowed hi* wan not jroin^ 
t«» lie hunihuffin*<l by him. and plaei«d him, acconlinffly, under arn'»*t : 
whert' ho n>main(*<l until tin* ffdlowin«x day. when, at the inntanc** oi 
Captain Rnnnom. he wan reh-aaod. 

When wo arrived at Younjf'a Cronn Hoada, iNMni; nhort of rations, 
whlrh wan n*)Nirted at head-<|uart<*ra, tlie Pnivont wnt Pierce the 
ireeai\ which had in the m<»antime P|K>ilod. And tliero it waathal 
PlerceV rl^rhteoua indignation wa« fully arr>uiied, and ho d— n*d tin* 
Dutch Provoiit. Hero, at Yonn^V (*roMi RoadM. wo wero not in catn)i 
mon* than ton mlnut4*a Iwfore we had two hof^H killed, and well ni^Ii 
dn^arad ; but not wantlnflf but one wo ^vethe other to Homo infantry 
mm, liolon^nfr to tho Fortt-thlnl roirimont : while taking it to tli<'ir 
camp, thoy wore aireatod and placod in Irona. At the ramo time 
Dothinff waa dono with oar boya. We here re|iorted belnjr out of 
ratlona for onr horaoa, and were acconlinifly f^ntod pormiHidon to 
paap the picket inuird. and when outaldo, wo found an old lNich«dor 
who had a amoke hoaao full of hama. and we acconlin^ly fllle<l our 
aacka with hama Inatead of com. and bronfrht them in, and had ai*vc 
ral in camp ; when In paminir tho offlcor of tho ffiiard. comin^r In. «>n4> 
of the liairs anticd and let ont the would-be com (hama), and thun 
roToalod the caao, and pat a flop to forai^lnff in a hurry. We livi^I 
well on that marcli, and enjoyed It very Duch. 

Aliout January 20lli, 18(wJ, General Foster left New 
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Ik»riic with a pHxl nliare of the in Kips ihhUt his coin- 
iiiand, to co-ojH'nite with a fleet which Bailed fur Charlen- 
tori, S. C, from Iteaufort, X. C Ae the Tweiity-f<»iirth 
Battery did not aecoinpaiiy thin ex]K:(h'tion, an account 
of it would not he in place in this InkiIc. It is cn<ni<;h fin* 
us to 8!iy, that on account of a niisunderstandin*? between 
(Tcnerals Foster and Hunter, the land force* acconiplislu^l 
notliin<r at Port Koyal, their place of destination. AVe 
iKjlieve this was termed Admiral Dupont's cxjHHlition. 
Gen. Foster returned with a portion of his troojw, alniut 
tlie middle of February. Durin;; his absence all the cam]M 
ha<l I>een ineiteil to rivalry in l)eauty of apiicarjinec. 
Streets were laid out in the cjim|>s, and rows of ever^reeuH 
were plant(Ml alon^x the walki). Arlnirs were constructed 
in front of the tents, oven-preading brick walks ami 
oyster shell door-stejts. The {^rounds were jMdiced twice 
a week. Everything had an api>earanco of neatness, 
beauty and health. 

New uniforms, shining brass, white gloves, blacked 
boots and salutes to every otHcer you met — were the 
order of the day. 

On the 2rtth of February, a grand review of all the 
troojM in the department was made by General FostcT. 
In this display of tinsel, music, army of men, ami the 
usually im])osing sight pnKluced by a large numlier of 
Sfildiers in line and colunm, this review was the foiture 
of our ornamental si^rvice in New IJeme. 

On the moniing of the 5th of March, two brigades of 
infantry, two or three sections of batteries and a half a 
dozen companies of cavalry were ordere*! <mt ni>on the 
Trent road. The lirBt Bection of the Twonty-fotirtb liat- 
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tery was sent to Newport Barracks by railroad. Tlic fol- 
lowing morning the section, together with the Fifty-first 
Massachusetts Infantry regiment and two eom])anieH of 
cavalry, starteil for Cedar Point, a landing directly opi^i- 
sito Swansljoro, on the White Oak river. 

Arriving at Cedar Point, we held that ])lace until signals 
were given from the other ^Vle of the river, by the large 
force which had marched directly from New Benie, that 
8wansl)oro had been entered and only two rebel soldiers 
could l>e found. 

The objec't of the expediti(m was supposed to have 
l>een to capture a couple of coni]>anies of rel>el infantry 
and some cavalrj', which was reiH>rtc<l to have been lurk- 
ing alK>ut in that region. A total of ten or twelve M-erc 
captured. The rest had fled. The Bjittery returned on 
Tuesday. 

On March Uth, Company A, of the Third N. Y. Cav- 
airy and two compmies of the Twenty-fifth Mass., who 
were occupying a picket post six miles fnmi the city, on 
the Trent road, were attacked by cjuite a large fon*<! of 
rel>els. 

One of the cavalry boys was killed. They were 
obliged to retreat from their camp and tnke a ]>ositi<»n 
a few miles this side, at the Jackson house. Cavalry 
reinforcements were immediately sent to them, and in- 
fantry and artillen* followed. Tlie morning following 
the camp of the Ninety-second N. Y. liegiment, on the 
other side of the Neuse river were attacked by a brigade 
of rebel infantry and sixteen pieces of artillery. Tlie 
Ninety-second stood it bravely amid a perfect shower of 
grape and shell. The gon boats came to their immediate 
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assistance. The rebels then commenced shelling our 
gun boats, some coming within a few feet of the 
Dudley Buck, and some striking in the camp of the 
Twenty-fourth Masi^. Our Battery was ordered down to 
the river shore, we were there in twenty minutes after re- 
ceiving the order. The distance across the river being 
two miles and a half, we could not reacli them with shell 
and were obh'ged to use solid shot. The Twenty-third 
arrived about half an hour afterwards. Oeneral Petti- 
grew, commanding the rebels, sent into^the garrison of 
the Ninety-second three times for them to surrender, and 
aft«r sending his compliments, and refusing to do so 
twice, the third time (>>lonel Anderson told hhn to go to 

h 1. Under the heavy fire of all our artillery he soon 

retreated. Our loss was throe wounded. The rebel lost, 
six killed, twenty-two wounded, and twenty-tive hortet 
killed. 
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CIIAPTEU IX. 
1803. 

PLYMOUTH. 

Soon after the feint, aa denerilwd in tlie last chapter, 
was nmde upon New Heme, advieefi were rcceiveil from 
Washington, N. (l, and Plyinoutli, that an a<lvance wus 
iieing nnule ujK>n thoac townn, A Hccti(»n of the Twen- 
ty-tonrtli New York Uattery waa immediately sent to 
riymouth, and hy the Iftt of April the wliole Jfcittery 
had lKM.»n 8hip|)ed to the same place. To the niemlierA 
of the Ihittery thin proved to be our detitinatioii for a 
much longer time than wad thonght of at the time of 
the removal. It was a small garri^n, well defendeii, 
and m nitnated that, as after^'ards was demonstrated, a 
small force conld hold five times its strength and num- 
bers at bay 'for a long time. 

The houses in the town had been mostly deserteil by 
their original inhabitants, and the larger ones were taken 
possession of by the troo))e for quarters. 

It was a small village, situated on lioanoke River, and 
probably nuniliered in its palmy days fifteen hundred to 
two thousand inhabitants; streets regidar and shade 
trees in abundance. Prior to our reaching this place, 
many of the buildings, during an attack upon it, bad 
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Ihx»ii l»Mnicd to the ground. Ahi<k» frtmi the <Ie>iohitiHl 
appcamiiee that the^e rniiis pive, tJic tnyyn wuh pUmsnnt 
and pretty. Tlic river turrnVhed a variety of fish in 
preat ahnndance, and the eountrynion were alh>we<l to 
hrinp in nie»it»*, e;:;??*, fjreen c»ini, iwMiltry, honey, iVc, in 
their respective 8eas«»ns, while tlie ne«rr<»es, who were 
Bottled in the interior hutn ahont the KuhnrW, were cni- 
ph»ye<l ai* co<»ks ; t^o that, all in all, we were alwuit an 
eoiiifortahle as soldiers conhl le^ritiniately he pcrniitteil 
to he. The only ohjection to renniinin^ in the place wan 
a prt»valenee of niiasniatic an<l intermittent feven*. 

The sie^e of Washin«;t«»n, I>. (\, was of .-liort dnration 
— the rcl>els sckmi reti*eatin^; they were pnrsned a short 
distance towards Kiiiston, hut no^'neral hattle took place. 

Upon evidence of a permanent stay lK»injr piven to 
the olKcers of the Ihittery, the memlwrs were husily em- 
ployed at huildini; stables, con\ertin^ Iioitse^ into quar- 
ters, an<1 fitting up grounds for our park. 

The icuns were parked, and for a time we scrvcil 
as cavalry on short scouts into the surroun<linfr country, 
scjirchin^jC for sju'es, (guerrillas, tniders an<l foraj^e. 

These ex]K'ditions were exciting and enjoyahle, ci»n- 
ducive to pKHl health and the tlevelopin^ of muscle; 
tliey were, as a rule, successful, wc seldom failin«x to 
brin«;in either prisoners, contrabands or contrahand pHnls. 

Being on an out]>ost, the connnanding officer was thun 
enabled to keep himself pretty well informed of any 
movementB of the enemy. 

The garrison life at Plymouth wiw, as a whole, a pleas- 
ant ex|>erience. Onr (piartem were comfortidde and all 
our oor|H>real wanta well carod for. The ocoai»ioual iMx>ut 
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into the country fiimislicd cxcitomont, topicn for conver- 
sation, and contrtilNincI ^ckmIh from tlio dosertoci lioimes of 
rcliols, wlilcli liiHt added innrli to the comfort and adorn- 
ment of our tcntft and barraekn. Our drill no more than 
alfonled proper lieidtlifnl oxereigo. Our guard and camp 
duty waa only f>nfHcient to keep iik in i»roi>er discipline. 
We were allowed the limit« of the town, and had we 
l»cen aettlcd in the village of Perry, an stranger?, we 
could not have been made more happy or etmifortaUle. 
Wo have a letter, dated September 10, 1863, and, as it 
deacrilics a1x)ut the ordinary routine of duty at that gar- 
rison, we quote from it : 

The laniriior and id1enf*Mi introduced into the human oriranixa 
tlon by the prcaent Htate of the wpathor is indcucriltable and almost 
nnendurabie. With the tent canvaii thrown open at both tiie 
trrmi and rear of th^ tent, we neck to " mine a hrf*er^ ** and diniK*! 
the intenMljr hot atmoepliere that, iH^rvath*!! even tiie thaded planti. 
We almost wish tliat it were within the ru1i*fi of propriety and 
the Uniteil Btatea reirnlationa to appear in Ueorfria cavalry unifomi. 
Tis., a palm-leaf hat and a pair of spars. 

The nncomfortable sensation of beinur too warm is not the worst 
of It. It creates riirht down laxiness, a disposition to seek a \nm\- 
tion " far niente,** and to wear the time listlessly away. But I must 
write home. I have no subject to write upon, no tale to tell. We 
are doing nothlnir but grooming horses, polishing brass, oiling re- 
▼olTers and soonring sabres. Afterwards, at our leisure, as the sun 
goes down and the almosphere becomes cooler, we circulate through 
the town, mounted. 

In the evening we ei^^oy story telling, and have our musical socia- 
bles. We have a melodaon, guitar, violins and a flute— quite an 
oi«healrm,lMi'titt 

Lsl DM d ss cri bs to jron my day's labor, and I know jron will laugh 
withme. 

C. wsat with his detaehmeDt on a scouting eipedlUon up the river, 
om llie ■teamsr HfwAfr. As they started early, I vest at 9 A. M., and 
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prepared brenkfMt. Onr culinary df>)^rlmont In quit© extcnnirn ; and 
ai I liavi* niton infonnf«d y«»u, m I n*|N*«t, I plinll amw hoin© an ar- 
coinplUlicd entik. After tlu'.v wen* off. I went om to tli« fitahle. and. 
in ttaUto frock, flourifflifd brtiHh and cfimb with the dextt*ritjr of an 
accomplinlied i^room. Thin Peapon of tlie year eaiiMii frrooroinfr to Ije 
a rooat lal>«irioiifi task. I amure yon. and tlie pempiration rollml off my 
face pretty freely. Tlien I took my naddle and lirldle down to tha 
artificer 8 to l>o rt*|mired, liut ISawnon was pick, and tliereforu I wap 
oldifTiHl to ri»pair it mywif. I know I pew»'d fr«»m me, and made big 
lioles witli the aw], and tlie job whh ratlier liunfrlinfTt but it waa 
^ronjr and anHwennl tlie ptir|Kip«*. From therc^ I came to my tent, 
put on the potatoen, dnnv my ration of tteak and pretiarod it for din- 
ner. Tlioufrli alono. my api>etUe wan Ptroni? enough to make me «*o- 
Joy it irreatly. I tlien cleared the talile. waMhe<l the dipliea. swept and 
duHted : took my new Jacket, and with Pci(*w»rp, tiiread and needle, re- 
modeled it to c|iiito a i^entiHrl fit. ThlH (H%upi(*tl to much of the after 
noon, that I only had time to take a thort (rfth>p (Hit into the c<»untry 
and pick a few lupcious ]ien«immon9. As I retumefl, the Im^jrle was 
blowinff the wati*r call, and since then I have* been t|uite busy, taking 
care of the horses, eatinir sup|MT and prc|iarinir the night a wood. 
Our table fumiturt% by the way, is quite grand. We have china 
plates of difft*rent sixes. wliit<*handled knives and forks, cot glass 
tumblers, etcetera, atl iufinitum. 

(^rooker, you know, has Junt n-tumed from his borne furbmgh. On 
the day he returned we askiMl him down to dine with us. We hap- 
tiened to have chicken pic that day. with our usual vegf*tablca, bn*ad. 
&c.. all of which he ap]N*anMi to liighly relish and appreciate. As he 
finished, bo ]msli«^ back his mustache with the napkin and said, 
" Well, boys, I do wish your anxious mothers might look In Q|ion us 
and this dinner. The Itest answer I could make to all their Inqniriet 
almut comfort and plenty would be to point at this and say, ' Look 
there r" 

Thus you aee it Is In a soldier's life— the brightest of bright sidea 
one day. the darkest of dark sides on the next— extreme Inactlvitj or 
extreme bard labor— Inzurj or hardships. Wo know not what Iho 
hour may bring forth. R^oldng In comfort, wo may bo MddoBly 
called out for a mareb, a oooat or an attack. 
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Wo Imvc piveii tlio whole of tliie letter, Rince we Re- 
lieve that h11 our C(»inrAcle8 will reeopiize it A8 a e<»rrec't 
deHcriptioii of the life at Plyiiuuith, with the exception of 
perha])fl a weekly call to go on a scout or a rccomioitir. 

Among the most prominent of thene wan the nkinnirth 
at Williamston. 

The following de8cri])tion of the march to and nkir- 
mish at WillianiHtiHi, N. (/., 10 given in a private lettir, 
dated AngUHt 6tli, 1863 : 

Kandmj, July 20t)i, two w^ionfi of our BattiTv were onlorcHl to rt»- 
|»orl on tlii» Wnnliinirton mwl. at 11 oVlork. Wi» did ho nnd foiiiul tlio 
Kiirhty.fiaii N. Y. and tlio One llundrad and Firnt and Onn Iliii)dn-<1 
and Tlilrtl Pa. Hc^imontH already tlii»rp. Tlii» Battrry tinik \)w cm iitn- 
and in a wliort time the lino wan fomuMl, and wc ntartcd. TUv dny xsnn 
ptfaMant, tlit^ roadn ffood, 1it>rMt« ini)mtii'nt and tht* Ini}h frcnli and jnll y. 
We niarrliiHl very IHmirfdy alonff, takin^r the Wanhiii^on Mad. m 
far an Nicholii Mills. lion* we tumiMl off and rroi«Hi»d Ward'n Crifk. 
It wan a difficult and danjn^rrnui place to rrofiM with artillery. 1>ut nil 
other hridffes had lnvn destroyed. We sucreed*^! in rroHHln^ witliout 
any mtrious damairo. This work was tlie hnrd<fit of the dny. We ad* 
vancinl as far as Janesville (fourtivu inilen) and went into cnnip alMiiit 
7 oVIork. Durinir the day th«* sun was cixtreinely hot. 8<'veml nf 
the infantry were sun-struck, and a host of them were ohli^ed to fnll 
in the rear, so overpowerd by the In'at, that it was im)wmHUil(t tor 
thf*m to ko^p up. (^aptain Cady told as to report in the lli^ltest ynm- 
sible marrhinir order. Wo followed his instructions a little too clowOy. 
W^e had no hlnnkets, no lunch, nothinfr hut a saddle for a )>iIlow nnd 
an overcoat for a lieil-blankt*!. C had purchased a chif^ken nti 

the mail; that roasted on a stick, tofi^her with a couple of hnni 
erarkera, and a cup of coffee made us a very fi^ood Hupp(>r ; wo were 
very tirod, so wo soon made a bod under a Xrvie and sound, dead sle<*p 
quickly took us away from ** marrhlnff ** realities. At five the follow- 
Inir rooming we mee, frroomod our horsra, and then went down to the 
river and hail a fine and refreshin^r hath : soon after the inarcii waM 
raiumed. On aooomil of the doetraciion of a bridge, we were obligeil 
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to Icftvo tho main mail, and tnvel nome wvpn milcii out of tho war. 
TliiH was II pwnmpy, inuiMy trark.aml with tin* hot fnin imurinir down. 
This routo nindi» nu-n and honM-n fnt. nwimt and tln\ Finally. w«» 
affaln fitnirk the main r<md. and an wi* did no, wr diHr<>Trn<d tmmiv 
Ti'W'] cavalry, who iinin«"«liat«jly •'Hki'dafldlt^l." White flatf* wen* 
hunjj out ovfT evi-ry imt« a* wr )hihhi*«1 a1on;r. Artor ninrrhinir 
ahotit ten mih*fi. n*|tort «*niii«* that wo had n*nrh«Ml th«^ rplN*l i»irk(*t 
)ioritH. Soon Mklrmiidi firing In^^n, and waa hrinkly rarrifM) on. 
<'ii|>tnln C'ady and LhMit. n<t1lHHT had iforn* ahond of the main fomii 
to nT«innoitn\ and i»*m\v atray n^htd hulh^rn itnw IVdU'tT a pn-tty 
flow raU. ImmiMliati'ly. how»«vi»r, thr MwIh ri'tn'atiHl and rri«M«N| 
fitill nnothiT Mn^am. It iN^jran to rain, in fact to ]ioiir f*o|iiouHly. Tho 
firnt two ^tinA. (MarkVhnfl<*DN)kcrV(\ViHiami«comniandinirl*mok<*r*B 
on aniMint «if hi8 nliwnrc) and the Kijrhty-fifth X. V. wore iN»nt f«»r 
ward. Thfy wont on a (|iiartor «»f a mi If. and coinini? Into liattrry in 
a com ficlfl. c'lttitnencfMl to nhell. It mined wf hard that It waa im- 
pom«ib1(' to •* we " anythinfr. I»ut they "calculated. '* Tlie relieli* nv 
l»n»»il with TiMiMketH. aharidy. The lioynheld upa little and the infantry 
(•\chan(;«*d vidleyn. It aounded anvajfely Alth<«uvrh no oni» wai« hurt. 
.Tiii«t then one of tlie (Ndoneln aids came up and tohl our ae<*tion to 
com<» forwanl and take the left with the One lIundnMl and ThinI Pa. 
Ah the otnc«'n« wi^ro all In front. Merrill wasohll|r(*d t^i tako command. 
We went with a ruah. The lM»yH were irr««tly alated ; wn wen* wion 
at the place ap))olnUMl for ua. Tin* other lioya had dl»<cnTrfHl a Mtone 
mill with Momc n^Uda In it. and put three nhot throutfh it. Muf«k«-try 
waa nliarp and plenty «»f it. The c-uvalry had made a charge and two 
of them vvtn» wound<Hl. The hridtf«» over tin* atream hail been Uim 
tip ; the rain waM pouring : the atrt*am awellinfr. The Infantry had 
manaoefl to tire the aaw mill which the rebela were uainff aa barracks, 
•luat at ttiia juncture the C*olonel cimimandinir (<*ol. Leymen.tO.'hl I'a.) 
cimcludeil to r<*tire. How diaap|Hilnt<!d every iNidy waa. Tli«Te la 
mvihin^ that cauaefi a arddifr to be more dej«*cted or w<«ry than to be 
obli^red to turn back aAer making an attack. The exHtenient waa over 
and the rcurtion came on In loud ^rumblea at the olBc«;r command! n)^. 
We had f(*lt confident of a victory, and were a good di«l cliairrined at 
the hlea of a n'tnmt. We were obli|^•d, however, to ol>ey o^lera, and 
at 8 o'clock, havlnir had little or no dinner and noaupper, we niArclied 
back to (mr camp of the night prerions, which we readied abom

In the 
afternoon It a;L<min besran to rain. A thunder Btorm, clouds low. and 
(illed with elcHrtrlcity which ncM«nie»l to follow our ffunn and musketry. 
envelo|N>d um. and the terrific fluHhoH of li^htnlofr and the deafeninu 
nmr of the thunder, put to nhame our artillery fin-H ami re|>ort«. 

Our march waa throujrii woodn. The liifhtnin^ fMH*m«Hl to play 
anionic the treea, now and then Heh*ctin(r nomo i«)ili*ndid pIno ami 
rh*avinfr it totho niotfi, eaUMlni; a clap and crash of thunderlnir noiH«« 
that made the very earth tremble. The rain was pierrinjf ; ovcrroatn 
nor rublsT coats were «f any avail, the boys i^ave up any defence fnun 
the rain, and finally jumpini; from their seats marched throufrh the 
Ntr<*am that filial the road until we reached Plymouth. To some of 
the Imys this was first ex|Ntrlence, and to them it was pretty tryin^r.

the winter, &i'., we were suqirieed by tlie arrival of (ifii- 
eral ]}utler— then commanding thede]»artinent to whicli 
jre Iielunj;ed— on an iiwjwction tonr. We rtnd a de«eri|»- 
tiiMi in a i>rivate letter, from whieli we extract tlie follow- 
ing: 
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Yesterdaj Plytnoutli was alive, nofny, iray. In tlie early morn- 
ing the Bteamnr *' Coljer " saiUtl up th« lloanoke, with the colors 
of the (leneral conimandin^. I miiif<l lately ortlera were ianued^ 
" General Butler has arrived, prepare for inaptM*tion ** — " the llattrry 
to fire a ■ahite." The ham wan not completed : nearly everything 
was out of order. There was much work done in sliort time. 
Blanks were mailo. (;uns scountl, irmunds iioliced, luim«'ss cleaned, 
arms and equipments hrushed and polir4h«*«l. lio(»ts hiarked, clothes 
cleaned, and everything plan**! in " ins|ie(*tion *' onler. At eight 
o'clock we were hitclunl up and marchifl down to the paradn 
ground in front of the <lenerals. and then we fired a salute of 
thirte(*n guns. Wi> then returned to |iark. In aliout an hour 
General Butter. arrive<l at our cnmp. He rrid«* in a huggy with 
General l^-ck. driving hin own luirni*. Ueining up in front of the 
Ihittery, he alighle!!. nnd s|iortively assuming the {tart <»f coachman 
to General Peck, with an «'Xtre!u«»ly low liow, assistetl him in de- 
sc<>nding. Th«*n approaching the t'sptain. with hat uplif\«'d in ae- 
knowledgiii«*nt of the ** prf*Kent ** of the ci>m|iany. he shook hands 
with him, passed the cfiinplinifnts of the day. and n*questcd him 
to dismount and walk thnmgh the Battery with him. The " in- 
spection ** was close ; they olNii*rving all the minor as well as the 
more im)iortant things. Somi* of th« hoys in tliHr hurry hail for* 
gotten to hiack their Iniots ; that wan nnti<*«*<|. Another man. whose 
|iants were too long, had turned th(*m up a littlf* ; tbe General al- 
lowed '* he had got Into the wrong man's |iant«.'* " The guns wers 
in good onler," he reiuark«*(l once or twice. Both Generals said, 
" Tlie men are fine looking, and their clothf*8 in exci^llent condition.** 
*' Yes,*' says Butler. ** well shod, well shod, too." General Weiwells 
followed him, he in a huggy also, with Admiral Lee. They alighted, 
and came and examined our gnns. Lee said " they were the best kind 
of field guns in use." They stayed with us from twenty minates to half 
an boor ; it was the most thorough and rigid inspectloo we hare had. 



Colder days lie^n to conic upon nn, propliCBying an 
approaching winter. Wc prepared for it, and were ])cr- 
tectly qniot during this reason. One or two of tlio 
14 . 
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churches wore put in order, and the chaplains of the 
different regiments alternately held serviee in them. 
Tliere was quite an interest manifested atnonp the sol- 
diers on the snhject of reh'pon, and there was nsually a 
larfi^ attendance at the services. It was somewhat sin- 
gular that the preliminary attack on Plymouth was made 
while our men were rctuniing from the church to their 
cam])s. A large "contrahand" scIkmiI was instituted, 
and held its sessions in one of the churches. As many as 
BIX hundred colored people, young and old, t(i«)k advan- 
tage of this opportunity to study and learn. The school 
was su|)erintended by Mrs. Freeman — a woman eminent- 
ly fitted for the ]>osition — assisted hy her daughter, and 
Mrs. Coomlm, from Ohio. Th<^e ladies, when the ap- 
proach of the enemy was known, were sent by steamer 
to I^>anoke Island, where they finally established a ver}* 
large and very successful colored school under the 
auspices of the ^^ Cliristian Commission." 

Tlio sufTerings which these ladies lessened among both 
the blacks and the whites, and the good they did, make 
for them a name that sliall live for ever in the hearts of 
ilio poor creatures to whom they gave knowledge, com- 
fort and consolation. In addition to our churches and 
idiools, the gayer portion of the garrison interested 
themselves in concerts, balls and parties. ^* Ferguson^s 
Band '' was in aa great demand as it is in the present 
winter seasons. 

The few whites who were letl, and able to entertain, 
did 80. The ofBcem of the different departments enter- 
tained and the soldiers did the same. Christmas was 
kept as a liolidayy and on New Teart| the day was made 
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jolly by a show of cUnibiiig ^^rea^ed poles for ft piirbc, 
ninning sack races, chasing a greascnl pig, miiniiig races 
with wlieelbarrows while blindfolded ; the whole conclud- 
ing with a grand s(*rub race of all K4»rts and 8izes of horses. 

It was at this time that the older portion of the 
Battery, who h^ul served their full term of service of 
three years* were induced to re-enlist, 

A sliort time atler their re-enlistment, they received 
veteran furloughs, and in a body left Plymouth for home. 

On their return, Captaiu Cady again ni|ide a change in 
the roster of the Battery; many vacancies Iwving oc- 
curred by resignations, promotions, deaths and sickness. 
We have no copy of this last roster. We remember, 
however, that Lieutenants Fred.-E. Hastings and Dolbeer 
left the Itattery. (We were told, at the time, tliat the 
reason of their departure was, that the number of the 
men in the Battery was too small to entitle it to so many 
commissioned officers.) William 8. Camp was appointed 
quartermaster sergeant, and W. P. Crocker was appoint- 
ed orderly sergeant. The duty sergeants were reduced 
in number, as were all the non-oommiaaioiied ofltoert. . 
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CHAPTER IX. 

TIIK BATfLK OF I'LYMOl'TII. » 

LieiiteiiHiit George 8. IltistingH Iihs kindly written f«»r 
ns the following sketch of the buttle of Plymouth : 

On Snnchiy, the 17th clay of April, 1864, at the hour 
of drc88 parade, the pickets of the Plymouth garrisiin 
were driven in hy the rebel cavalry forming the advance 
of the divinion which was rapidly advancing wyHyn the 
]XMt, The long roll was hastily sounded, and our tro<»])s 
hurriedly prei>ared for the attac*k. Tlie garrison then 
(*onsisted of the Eighty-fifth Itegiment New York In- 
fantry, the One Hundred and First and One IIundre<l 
and Tliird Itegiments of Pennsylvania Volunteers, the 
Sixteenth liegiment of Connecticut troo))s, otie company 
of the Twelfth New York Cavalry, two companies of 
the Second Massachusetts Heavy Artillery, and the 
Twenty-fourth New York Battery, munliering in all ntit 
more than 1,900 etleetive men. Tlie rebel cavalry dis- 
mounted and doployfd under cover of the woods, l,20i» 
yards from the outer face of our w*orks. Our cavalry 
was quickly sent out to draw the enemy's tire and to 
discover their strength, and, when within range of the 
wcnkIs, received a sharp volley from the concealed rebels, 
which killed one man and severely wounded Lieutenant 
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fln88cil of the mlvaiiec ;x"«*''^'' I^ l)cvame evMlciit, fri»m 
the iiatiire (»t*the nttark, that it wm^ not 8iin])1y a fWbiiig 
nuM, ami our troo|»i4 were acconlinjrly prepare^l for the 
hard tigliting soon to foHow. Sliortly after the dcmoii- 
Btnitioii upon (Mir front, the shellKof a rel)cl batter}' l>epin 
to fall within our works. Tlie«*e fir8t came from giin§ 
openin^i^ n|)on Fort (rray, a Hniall bnt strong earthwork 
on the Ivoanoke River, alumt a mile from Plymouth, 
(*onnnan<b'iig the water approa(*lt08 aiNive iw. This 
desultory tire, wliile doing little or no damage, wjis ac- 
ec'ptcd by us as additional eviden(*e o( the seriousness of 
the attack. All night long the heavy music <»f artillery 
and the hustle of hostile pre]iaration continued. About 
nn'dnight the steamboat ^^ Massasoit^* lefl us, carrying to 
a safer point the " impedimenta '^ of the garrison, con- 
sisting of women, children and the disabled. The writer 
still retains in vivid remembranco the hasty farewells 
then and there spoken (H(»me of which were final), the 
]>ale faces of affrighted women and children, the groans 
of the sick and wounded, and the bustle and confusion 
which, if reproduced, would fonn so striking and touch- 
ing a picture of war. He well recollects how proudly 
the gallant Fludtor (the lieutenant oonunander of the lit- 
tle fleet of gimlK)ats guarding the M^ators of the lioanoke) 
paced the decks of tlie ^ Massasoit,'^ with brave words 
like these, ^^ Ladies, I liave waited two long years for tlio 
rebel ram. The navy will do its duty. Wo sliall sink, 
destroy or capture it, or find our graves in tlie lioanoke.*^ 
On the following day the enemy maintained a steady 
though ineffective fire upon our redoubts until evening, 
when they* assumed a vigorous offensive. During the 
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afteni«ion our gkiriniHli IiiiC8 Iihc] l>een busily eiiip1oye<l 
ill the dangcroug exerciw? of giving and taking jK)\vder 
and Imll. About five o'clock, however, the enemy ad- 
vanwd in force along our entire front. Our men fell 
back in excellent order, keeping up a sharp fire againt;t 
the solid line of rel»el>*, J^hind this dense curtain of 
infantry, their artillery, consisting of about forty i»ie<rs, 
was a<lvanced to a line aliout 800 yards fniin our outer 
works. Then rapidly taking ]X)sitioiu their guns w<»re 
served with terrific rapitlity and precision. Our artillery 
resiKindcfl tleliberately and with fearful certainty, 
silencing the guns of the enemy and standing destructit»n 
into their rankn. So exact was our ningo, that in somt* 
instances a single shot disiiliknl the relnsl ])iece which hud 
invite<l the salute. For nearly an hour tliis duel of artil- 
lery (MMitiniicd, the heavy onlnaiice of the gunlmats 
adding their thunder tiuies t(» the chorus of death. As 
the fien*eiiess of the attack subsided, the shrieks of the 
wounded and dying could distinctly 1x5 heard above the 
din of battle. The reliel infantry, which had been lying 
down during the heavy fire, must have suflTere^l sevcn^ly 
from our shells, and we liolioved that half at least of their 
artillerymen were put (»nt of the fight. A rcliel oflieer 
was lieanl to exclaim, ^^ It is of no \\t»e ; we cannot endure 
tliis fire ;^^ and so their troops were withdrawn. Had 
the original design of carrying onr lines lieen further 
pursued, we were confident that canister and the Imyonet 
in closer quarters would have proved too much for the 
mettle of the Southern veterans. Their attack was well 
planned, and would doubtless have sneceeded, but for 
the strength of onr earthworks, which protected us from 
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II tire tliat would otlierwiiM; liuvc h(H3n mofft dainii|;in^. 
Ag it WH8, our (;ai»UHltieM wcro ooniparntivoly li^1it| 
though the air whs full of the uiidsiles of dciith. Duriug 
this fonuidable deuionHtration iigAitit»t our linog, a £>trung 
ptonning party, under tiie (*oniinand of Odoiicl Mcreer, * 
of Virginia, attempted to capture a Mnall redoubt^ which 
l»y Hoiue freak of eugiueeriujj had Ikhmi hN*atcd nearly 
half a mile from the main dcfenceti. T\m redoubt w^is 
(»ccupie<l by a single comjMiny of the Eighty-fit>h Now 
York Volunteers, (*onnnHiided by Captain Chapin. 
A^ain and again the rebt*lK charged n|H>n this little gar- 
rison, coming within range of their hand gi*enadcM. 
Their i*i!C(>ption was so warm, that they too were I'oni- 
pellcd to retire, Iciiving some thirty or forty prigoner8 in 
the hands of the brave defenders of the little fort. The 
brigade eonnnander, (Lionel Mon!er, wa» killetl in the 
assault 

Thus far, the Plymouth tnN>|i6 were confident of ro- 
)>clling the enemy. I^ter in the night, the relicl ram 
" Albemarle" succeeded in passing our batteries and sink- 
ing two of the gunl»oats, intlieting a very serious loea 
u|K»n our naval forces. The gidlant FInssor, while hold- 
ing the lanyard of one of his guns, was stnick by a 
piece of a shell and instantly kilbnl. This reverse, and 
the consecpicnt withdrawal of our naval supitorts, and 
the undistnr1>ed occupancy of the river by the reliels, 
gave a serious phase to the siege, and our capture then 
seemed to bo a question of time and enduranoo only. 
Our left was now no longer protected by the powerful 
batteries of our gimboats, but exposed to a galling tire 
from the " Albemarle** and her wooden convoy. Our 
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tnH>|)s tlifjii coiiinieiicH tlirowin*; iip ImhiiIi proofs, a>* a 
pn>tc(*tioii from the lire in the rear. The relwU iiioviul 
their nrtiUerv ami iiifaiitrv to our U'iY, wliifli was plainly 
our weakiMt |M»int. Continniii^ their fire u|>on our front 
and rifrht, the Inilk of their foreen wan cpn'etly moved into 
the fre?ih position. AI>ont midnight of Tuesday, April 
llHh, in the teeth of a sharp and destructive tire, they 
hiid their ]M>nt(Hins across a enn^k intersecting the oi>en 
{H'ound Ij'inj^ just ciist of our left line. Crossin*? with 
two liri^ides of infantry an<I sevenil pieces of artillery, 
they formed a new and strong line of Ijsittle, the rij^ht f>f 
w*hi(*li restc^d u|N>n the I^>anoke and the left swerviuir 
annind to our front. At th<* same time, another fore<» 
advancKMl a^i^ainst our rij^ht line. AlM>ut three o'clock, 
on the morning of April 2oth, the entire rel»el foive 
chai-^^ecl our extemletl and feehle lin<»s, niovin<i: forward 
with loud an<] defiant yells. Lar<^!ly outnuml>erin<; our 
e.\h:niste<l pirrison, they were ahle to make a vigorous 
onset U|HUi every {lortion of the defences, and at thesanu? 
time to send an inde|iendent ndunni ahmg the lijuiks (»f 
the river into the heartj»f the town. This final Buceess 
was iii*hieve<I with great Ioshch U]M)n lM»tli sides. The 
picc*cs of the Twenty-fourth Xow York Battery were 
served douhlo shotted with c:mistcr, 1iurlingdis4inler and 
death into the ranks of the enemy ; and not until the 
rebels Bcixcd the muxxleB of tlic guns, did the cannoneers 
fail in their work. Vor nearly two liours did the fight 
g«) on in tli€ Htreets of Plymouth, our f<»rce8 surrendering 
only under stem nn'litary neooiwity and in small detach- 
niont8. Fort WilliatUH turned its gutit upon the rclicls, 
and did murdenins execution for three or four hours. 
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KiiinllY, wlini rvrrv pirtion of thai i^triHig earthwork 
wjw covercMl Uy nM Khar|>i4h(N»tc*rH, mid the relicl artil- 
lery* had Ihhmi S4> diH|MiKMl im to netid a eoiieeiitrie shower 
of shell within its i>ara|K;ts, General Wes^^lls acct*]>ted 
the situation, and f^a\o<l the pirrison fn>iii certain Hacri- 
tice by a reluctant surrender. The relicln raised the 
hhick t1a<^ apiinst tin* few ne;c>'*>^*«' found in tuii- 
forin, and nicn-ilcssly shot tlicni ilown. Their h>sK.*8 
were never m^enratcly known, hut were stated in the 
liiilei^h pa|N;rs as cxcHHMlint^ 2,2<K) in killed, wounded 
and missing. Measure<l by results, the vietorv, so dearly 
won, was harr(*n, :is Plyinotith was a jioint f»f little stra- 
tc;x'c value. The su1>se<iuent nioveincnts of the reliel 
toives showed the ulterior design of driving the Union 
rnM>i»s fnmi the State. This eherisluMl plan wtiuhl )irolia* 
My have succee<le<l, IiimI not the movements of the anny 
of the James eaused the hasty recall of the division in 
North Carolina. Viewed in any light, the battle of 
Plymouth attonleil a s|ilendid illustration of the valor 
and sterling (qualities of the American soldier. Tlio 
rebels showed a stout tenacity of {)uq>ose and a courage 
worthy of a lietter cause. But in the 1,0(H» defenders of 
the pimt, they found men eqiuilly dutiful and bravo. 
Our h>sses in killed and woundc<l were over 18C^ — ^a fact 
sutKciently attesting the heroic conduct of our men, 
when it is recollected that, for the most ])art, they fought 
under cover of strong breastworks.

A reliel sitrf^tHin wan hi^anl to anj that "thedamnt'd 
Yankees had killed and woandcd <ine4hird of their wholo foree, ami 
he hoped that no merrj would be shown the ciiumhI YankiH's." The 
frunboat Whitehead went on a reconnolwance on Wednesday, a short 
flintance above Plymouth, and the offlcM'rs and crew obserred about 
three hundred rebel troops enpif^ in burying the dead. From a 
Hteeple on the town churrh, overlooking a larj^ tract of land, it was 
found that the field of Asa Johnson (aliout sixty acres) was complete- 
ly filled with dead and dyin^r reliels. The entire rebel force oouM 
not have licen short of from fifteen to twenty thousand men» of whom 
one-third are unfit for future serx-ice.

You repliiHl, vix. : •• You will have u* defend the dintrlct with your 
prem>nt force, and you will make audi diaiioaltlon of them as will, io 
your judjrment. l>est sul»»«erve this end." 

General Weswlls sent his fonimunication dlr^-ct to your heaihiuar 
tors, to save time. exjH-ctinjr that any aid which mljrht l»t^ tent would 
come fn»m Vinrinia. and n<»t North Carolina. 

lie wnt n duplicate t«)me. with a h?t#T exprew«in>f thealiovo views, 
knowinjr the rwlunnl state of the force at my disiiosal. He writes, 
viz. : " I have no idi-a of p'ttin;: tny tro«»iM«. but have always heso 
anxious to see more troo|is in North I'arolina." 

Notwithsundinff this expression of his wntiments. 1 had a c«»nfe^ 
ence with General Palmer and iV»mmander IHvenport, I'nlted States 
Navy, and the heavy ffunlioat " Tacony," which Is e«|ual to two or 
three refflments. was immediately dt^spatclHHl t«» PljiSnouth. 

On the eighteenth instant the •• Tairony" arrival liack f^>m 
Plymouth, with desjiatchini fh>m (General Wiwlls and Oimmander 
c^lnsser. 

General Wessells wrote that he did not apprehend any attack, and 
did not think there was a larire force in his front. 

He expressed the opinion that there was doubt as to the - Ironclad" 
making Its appearance, and believed tliat slie was at Hamilton, under 
ftoinff repairs or modification. 

He wrote on the sixteenth, vix. : " I have the honor V» report that 
the gunboat • Taoony* arrived here to4ay. but, m her presence at this 
time does not; seem to be necessary, I have so Informed her com- 
mander, and he proposes to return to New Berne to-morrow. I caanoC 
learn that there Is any oonsiderable force of the enemy on the river 
now, tliouirh such Is the report from various sourres. I very much 
doubt If there Is any desiirn of brinfrinir the thinir (Iron-dad) down ; 
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still thore may bo, hm thfj Mijr, wlion tlio 'Nfunu Kanr* is ready. 1 niti 
desimos of Mielnff tnor» tmofNi In this Static.** Ac. 

Commander Flomer alff> wrote to Commander Davenport, Senior 
NaTal Ofllct>r, vix. : '* I think General Pock mlBlnterpreted General 
Wemells letter. We have hail no scare here yet, and nf»t even a 
■mall one for Boveral days.** 

Those able cnmmand:tra had 00 much confidence in their ability to 
hold their pofiiti<m0 a^inii thc^m, that they pent back tlu* reinforce 
menta nent them. Thin action ])lace«l me entirely at rest rcii|iertin;r 
affairs at Plymouth. 

On Momlay (ei|rhtcH>nth) afternoon. alNuit TiittO P. M., 1 receivi^ ml* 
rices by dei«i*rters that (General Corne was in front of the outpcifitH at 
Bachelor's (*reek with a lar^ forri! of all arms, and that Generul 
Pickett would attack Little WaHliin(rt<»n on Tnmlay. This infoniia 
tlon, taken In connection withthat fnim G<!neral Wt*BHi^lln of the nix 
teenth Instant, resp(*ctln^ the dlHapiM-amnco or diminution of tlu* 
forct* in his front, led th«* authorities here to Udieve that Little Wash- 
tnfrtoD would be attacked immediat4>ly. Two steamers, loadtwl with 
troo|)s, tofri*ther with the ^unlKiat "Taeony." were d<«patched to Lit- 
tle Washinfrton. At nn <«arly hour on Tuitnlay morning, the nini«- 
te<»nth Instant. d<*s|Nitches were nTelvi-fl from (General Wenm^Us and 
Commandt!r Klusser, announcing an attack by n*b«*l lantl force on the 
afternoon of the si'veotetinih instant. This was the first information 
rec«'ived frr»ro General Wessells sulisetiufnt to the sixt^f'nth instant, 
when the " Tacony" was liark, as nl)ove stntitl. The liUent infoniia 
tion rec«ilve«l, throiiffli a cimtraliand, the s«*r\'snt of Cnptnin Stewart. 
A. A. General, General W«wi»lls stalT, is to the etti-ct. that early on 
Tuesday morning the ** in>n clad** lin«i complete control of the R<Minoke 
Illver, and, in conjunction with the Hontin^ iron batt4*rj--tlie •* Cot- 
ton Plant'*— was attacking the t^iwn in n*ar, whilt* the land fomm 
wore enghitinut our tfno|is in friHit. Fnmi this stat4*ment It will lie 
seen that the eo«miy had complete omtMl of the Kiianoke River within 
a rerj few hours of the time I rseeived General \V<«sells des|iatch of 
8anday ntfrbi, the seTeoieenth Instant. On tlie reception of th<'se 
deapatchea, which were very ftivorable, steamers were des|iatched 
witli such available Infantry as Geperal Palmer con id spare, tofci*iher 
with sa|ipliea of ammunition for the army and navy at Plymouth. 
Theae aleameri wer« detained In tlie Albemarle Hound by the ifun 
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boftU then lyin)^ in K<lf*nton Bur, which had escaped from the ** Iroa- 
cUul*' at Pljtnnutli. In my jndirntent. the nnn-arriral of the infantry 
at Plynioath \n nuifft fortunati*. as thef, toi^ether with the Btcamert, 
beyond doubt would have fallen into the hands of the cnemj. 

A steamiT, with desimtchiw, was promptly iM>nt to Ueneral Ilarland, 
rommamliufr at Little Washiri^non, notifying him of the state of 
affairs at Plymouth. lie was also minesu^ to send down such sur- 
plus troofis as he miffht have, to l»o useil at s^.ich points as mlffht seem 
necessary. I also s(*nt despatrlies for tlie '* Tacony** to proceed at 
once frimi Little Washinfrton to Plymouth. Before Uiese d«'S|iatchei 
arrived, (*olon<*l Dutton, (*hief of my SulT. had proeared the aailinir of 
the ** Tacony" for Plymouth, iroinff on Iniard hlmaelf. I'olcmel Dat- 
um also Hu^Tffested to Ueneral Ilarland that he shonM send the 
ott'anicr " Pilot Boy*' with the Heventeenth Massachusi*tt» Volanteera 
to Plymouth, imt (leneral Harland dl<l not feifl at lilierty to do so. Is 
view of his situation. 

All the information received by both the Senior Naval Oflllorr, (*om- 
niander Davcn]iort and myself was promptly sent to yonr headqoar- 
ters by both lines of communication. General Wessella was mipplied 
with provisions, fon^re, ammunition, tools and other re«|ttisites for a 
protracted sieffe. His command nunib(*red some two tltoosand five 
liundred at Plymouth, and the casnaltiee were very small, aotwith- 
standing fire assaults on Monday. His position wne intact «p to the 
appearance of the ** IronHslads'* and " Cotton Plaat*.* at three A. M^ 
the nineteenth ; and but for the loss of the river, be covid have held 
the land fbroea at liaj for weeks. 

Cieneral Weesells and his eomnMnd, and the navy, nader iIm late 
gallant Lieutenant Commander Floaner, made a hefole fiifht, worthy 
of oor arms. They deserve well of the eovatry, and kisliirj will 
record In flrlowing tenna their honorable coadnol.

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CHAPTER X. 
1804. 

CAPTl'RK OF rLYMOUTII. 

Up to this time the history of the Battery had l)eeii u 
pleasant one. We had had oiir petty quarrels and ani- 
niosities. We had mittercd from jealousies and distip- 
pointmentB. We hail accnued and lK*en ac<'U8cd. I>nt 
these thinp< were triHes aflerall, and it neeiknl hut a day 
of irenuine trontde in common tohrinp ns all to a com- 
mon sym]>Ht]iy, and an interchange of kindly wonls and 
kindly feelings. So far, I say, onr army exiHjrienco had 
been unuHudly free from hardship. In Newjwrt Bar- 
racks we haid comfortable h»g houses for our quarters, 
plenty of foo<l, plenty of chithing, and only enough of 
drill for g«KKl gynmastie exorcise. In New Berne wo had 
boon furnishetl new tents and new barracks, and there 
too our quarters, tbofi and raiment wore oxcellent and 
our duty comparatively light. 

In Plymouth we used unoccupied houses for quarters, 
our scouting duty had been simply a pleasant exoitomont. 
Tlie only atUiction we had ex]>erienced was the monotony 
and tho ennui arising from garrison duty. An inactive 
soldier's life is a lasy life at the liest, and ignorant and 
unthonghtful of what the result might bo, we welcomed 
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the uttiu'k which had cticlc<l in bringing us all together 
H» ** prisoners of war." 

Tliere in no question that the dcfcnc-c of Plymouth by 
its garrison of l/.>00 men, against a liesic^ing force of 
12,000 men, was one of the bravest and hardest fought 
battles of tlie w*ar. Tlie numtier of men on l>oth sides 
were inferior to the vast armies c^intcnding in Virginia, 
but their determination and their couragi^ could not lie 
surpassed. 

The defence and capture of Fort (liapin was a hand 
to liand tight of sixty Inen against two regiments, Tlicre 
was no surrender. Tlie little band (two companies of the 
Eighty-lifth New York) held their own until their cap- 
tain was diseml>owele<l, their lieutenant wounded, and 
many of their comrades flead and wounded, and the tew 
left could not prevent the relwls from clambering over 
the parajwt and fairly crowding them out 

The writer was an eyo witness of the comlmt tietween 
the relK3l ram ^^ All>emarle ^ and our gunlnrnts, and believes 
that had the gunner in charge of the one linndre<l pound 
gun done his duty, by tiring at her as she passed his 
fort, we never would have Ixjen captured. As she mn 
her prow into the gunboat Southficld, there were quick 
and loud commands on both vessels. The men of the 
ram were ready and using their small anus. The men 
of the Southfield had been taken by surprise, but were 
none the less active. I saw them tr}*ing to throw shells 
d.iwn the smoke pij^ of the ram. They were also using 
hand torpedoes, but none had effect. The ooniniander 
of our fleet was killed almost instantaneously, with tlio 
collision of the boats, and the captain of the aoconi- 
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payyiiig giinlioat, wliicli Imd \foen chained to the 
Soiithtield, cast off, and steamed down the river. 
The success of tlie ram was the turning of tlie scale to 
the Confe<lerates. With no fears from the raking range 
of the gunbfNits, they, on the morning of the 20th of 
April, at aliout three o^clock, made an assault with 
their full force, and with onlj our thin single rank at 
the para|)et to oppose their overwhelming numliers, 
they drove our boys on the left through the streets of the 
town, killing and ea]>turing them. Lieutenant Hastings 
was taken prisoner while galloping with one of his deta(*h- 
mvuU to the assistance of the left flank, and found UfO 
late that they had lieen Ilanke<l, and that the tnjo|M a])- 
proaching liini were not the Union tnK)ps retreating, but 
the relK3l troo|M advancing u|x»n him. 

On the right flank, while we were firing at the rel>cls 
in our front, we were surprised to see their gray coats at 
our right and rear. We double shotted with canister 
and fired, having the satisfaction of seeing many of them 
fall. A moment after we were surrounded and captured. 
We had, however, spiked our pieces and killed mmt of 
our horses. 

On they went towards the center fort (Fort Williams), 
capturing on the way CrookerV section of our lottery, 
which had been doing good service at dismounting some 
rebel rifle pieces near Fort Williams, and scattering some 
rebel troops ; and still further on, taking another section 
of our Battery under Captain Cady, which had been pro- 
tecting the front of our fortifications. Finally Fort 
Williams was snrrounded. We looked upon its defence 
as hopeless, hut it was gratifying to onr pride to see our 
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cofiiiimndin^ general (General We»«c^*llt^) hliuw imi niurh 
pliiek. He liad fonght liin battle well. lie had luid no 
Imse to fall Imck U]x>n, Iiih di8|>o6ition of Iiia little hand- 
fnl of tniop^ Imd Iteen skillful, and yet it was hard fiir 
liihi to snrrender. 

All loyal citizens of the United States have a pride in 
our beautiful national lisinner, and ever is it a pleasure ti> 
their hearts* t*) see it fluttt»ring to the breeze. As ehil- 
drcn we leani to love it, honor it and cherish it. 

Two ej>ocli?» in my life have* lioen strongly marked by 
the sight of this *' euibleni of the free.'' /'Irst — when it 
was slowly lowerwl from the color staff of Fort Willianu 
at Plymouth, and the Confe<lerate oiJors replaced it. 
Strand — when for the first time in seven months I saw 
it waving from the masts of the vessels that had Of>ine to 
take us from our horrid prison pens. 

In experiencing the first, it was a sad sight to see our 
pride, our boasted ** Stars and Stripes" falling. We 
had fought for them, many of our (*oinrados had died for 
them ; but all was lost ! Few of the many Union soldiers 
that stood around me had dry eyes as those colors fell. 
The future had no place in our thoughts, but the present 
made us vow that once again free from these cnrsed 
lionds, we would, stronger than o'er, fight those men 
that dared pollute with their hands our flag. 

Stripped of arms, mortified and sick at heart, we were 
penne<l by rebel guards, and allowed to take a night's 
rest on the green sward. 

As the sun lowered we took a view of our once pleasant 
imd happy camp ; how desolate and dreary was it now. 
Proud in our own strength, we had l>een oomjiiorod. 
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IIow much of passion, hate and revenge rankled in the 
Ixwuins of even thone who would 1h3 ChriHtians. Our 
eomnides killed, the hattle lost to ns, our friends at home 
friglitcned, anxious and full of sorrow ; our ])ro«iK5Cts for 
freedom from this degrading imprisonment far in the dim, 
dim future. Cruel taunts were thrown in our faecii, erne) 
acts were (*ommitted on every nide of us. We tried to 
hrave it out, we tried to comfort 4Mir>*elvcs with tlie 
kiiowledgi! that wo had fought a gfMid tight, we endcav- 
ore<l to l>eliove that an immo<liate exchange of ])riHoners 
would take place, we consoled ourselves with the 
thought that none hut cowards would taunt a fallen ftn*: 
yet lieavy lie<irts and sad, sad minds dwelt with us all 
that long night 

The early nmniing found the rel»e1s plundering and 
pillaging the town. Remarkable tastes were displayed 
l)y different men among the re1>el soldiers, in selecting 
articles which they individually considered to Ik3 of the 
greatest value. 

At ten o^clcKsk on the day following the capture, we 
were ordered into line, and escorted by the oddest look- 
ing set of guards that a person could imagine. Tliey 
were loaded down with dry goods, groceries, hardware, 
tinware, toys, clothing, liedding, woodenware, in fact 
yon might say they had put the entire personal property 
of the village on their Imeks, and were marching off with 
it We marched seventeen miles that day. If we may 
judge by the pro])erty strewn along the line of inarch, 
we think the rel>els.had the worst of that day's work. 

The following day we marched ten miles. Tlie next 
day we reached Hamilton. 
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On the 25tli of A]>ril wc reaclitMl TarlK>n>. At this yllnce 
the oificcre who were prisoners werr^ e^sptirated from the 
Boldieni, and took ttie earn for Uichinon«l. 

The Union sohlicrA were divided into 0<|uadft, and a^ 
fuAt aa (*arB eonld Ik) i^ent were Hliip|>ed on platform ears 
for 8ome Southern pnVon camp. Tlie weather wan ex- 
tremely warm, and the only time any kind of comfort 
eonld l>e experienced was when the ears were in motion. 

The flr«t prominent place we reached waa Wilinin|(- 
ton. There wai* little syinpathy teiideretl m there, 
ninee a Ktjuad of prinonenA who had lieen thron)(li there 
juKt ]H)fore UH, had fire«l lar;^ cjuantitien of cotton 
which wjw lyiii^ U|Mm the wharvcts and their tiro deimrt- ^ 
ment had Wn nnahle to control the flamctf. An im- 
men^ sum of money must have I)ei*n lo8t. 

At thiH phice there was a ^roit de^ii of anxiety to pnr- 
chaHo watcher*, jewelry or greenhackK for Confe<lerato 
liHsrip. It seemed odd enough to be offered oru^ t/immand 
dollars for an ordinary silver watch, hnt at that time Con- 
federate money was on a rapid decline. 

The next day we reached Cliarleston. Here wo re- 
i*eived a great deal of kindness, and many tokens of sym- 
pathy. Water was given to ns by women. Cigars, food, 
fruit and bouquets were handed to us by colored servants, 
with the compliments of th9ir " massas'' and ** missus.'' 
Bouquets were thrown from windows to iw. Words of 
enconragemont and of condolence reached us in many 
ways. 

From Charleston we werO taken to Savannah, thence 
to Macon, and thence to Andersonville. 

This then was our imknown destination. 
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It was cjiiito dark before we were allowcfl to flihcni- 
bark from the ear^. TIic Btockade waA aliont half a niilr 
difltant from the depot. We were told that 1»cfore enter- 
iiift the prisim we wonid lie or^antxiMl into detacrhtiictitK 
We were marched to a level plot of ffroimd, throiijrii 
which ran the ntream which fimii)ilie<l the priiion ntiK'k- 
ade with water; and after a }^iard had lieen stationed 
al>out nis we were permittofl to fumi8li onrftelvcH with 
water and api^ease our hunger with the bacon and hard- 
tack that had l>een itumed to us a couple of days Ix^forc. 
That wan the last of lianl bread that I e\er miw in the 
Confederacy. And here was my introiluctiou to Captain 
Wins. Camp fires had been started al>out the guard line ; 
and suddenly, as if it had been the Devii himself, tlnV 
fiend made his appearance through or near one of the 
fires. Short in stature, stooping figure, ill-sliai)ed head, 
awkw.'ird limbs and movement, a deep-set, ugly eye, and 
a tongue reeking in profanity — such was Captain Wins. 
A glance passed from comrade to comrade, telling l)etter 
than the tongue of the fate we feared was in store 
for us. 

After much swearing, and many threats t4> punish or 
kill, he succeeded in pmperly organizing us into detach- 
ments, and we were then informed that our barracks fV>r 
the night would be the grpund. Had we known then 
what was to be otir future camping place, how quickly 
would oiur eomplaints have changed to words and 
thoughts of thanks — a practical example of the little 
we know in tliis world of tlie good or the Imd that may 
be in tlore for us ; while, in our ignorance, we are merrA* 
when we should be sad, and are full of comphiints when 
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we should l>e Iift]>py. Fati^ie tiiakoi a nuft, warm IkxI of 
the cold earth, and chMiigcB a »tick of wo<k1 into a downy 
pillow. Wc lilopt 8uun<lly ; and what a hlinwitifi^, it would 
KH?ni, it would have l>een had the ;^»jit ninjority of our 
tellowrt never waketl from that »*li»ep. Still, Providence, 
wise and ^(ood, »*aw lit for them tii wake, and to enter a 
trial of life that they had never antieiiKite<l. Fn>ni 
ol>8crvationd in constant and intimate relationn with 
many of them, I IkjUcvc that long sutferin^r »n<l constant 
thought of the ]mftt and future did ]>n*|Kire them for a 
]KV'U'efu1 death an<l, I lio]>e, for a hles^ed future. 

On the following nu>ming we were onlered into line, 
and marched into the priiH>n stockade. It then contained 
alH>ut lo,00<» prisoners, in an enclosure of live acres. As 
we moved through the gate, we were greeted ui>on 
every Hide by the intnat^*s with wdutations of sorrow 
and satire — eagerness for news — a great desire to ^^swap** 
ci>ni cake for hard-tiick — and a general disix»siti(m to 
make accjuaintancc with the new comers and their chat- 
tels. 

The appearance of the place and its inmates was sick- 
ening, and our spirits drooi>ed and hearts failed us, as 
our eyes wandered over the gnmiis of rsigged, swarthy, 
filthy, emaciated forms that grouped amund ns. I quote 
from the diary of It. Barnes, Sunday, May 1, iSi'A : ** Tlio 
prisoners kK>k rough ; I never see such a nasty phiee in 
all my life ; we stay right out <loors all niglit^^ Tlie 
weather was excceilingly warm. We had no protection 
from the sun during the day, nor the dew during tlie 
night. The soil was sandy and full of fleas. The wocnI 
used about and in th6 stockade was mostly pitoli pine, 
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and the lampblack soot made by it Bottled ui)on the 
camp and the men, bo that they resembled a delegation 
of unwashed charcoal men. 

The stream of water was entirely inadequate fur bath- 
ing purposes, and in a few days the brightest unitbniis 
and tlie tidiest of our fellows began to bear near sem- 
bUnoe to the oldest residents. 

As this was our last camp, and proved to be to many 
of our dear comrades their last earthly abiding place, we 
think this a proper {riace to give a brief description of it.

And yonr 
f*yni|iathie« need n<»t lie confined Ut AndemonTille, while similar bor- 
rora glan^d in the sunny light, and a|iotted the tlower-girt gardf*B 
fields of that whole desperat»\ mlHguid(!d and bewildered |iefiple. 
Wherever Kretchtnl the fonuof a Tnion |»rifM>ner» there rose the sig- 
nal for cruelty and the cry of ag«my, and th«!re, day by day» grew the 
ftkeleton graves of the nameh^s d(*ad. 

But, braving and enduring all this, some thousands have rrlamed 
to you. And you will bear with me, and thesi* noble men will par- 
don me, while, In conclusion I sjieak om< word of them. 

The unparalleled severities of our four year's cam|iaigBs liave told 
upon the constitutional strength even of the fortunate soldier, who 
alone marched to the music of the rnion, and sle|it ^ly befteath the 
folds of the flag for which he fought. Btit they whom fickle fortvae 
left to croneh at the fool of the shadowless palmetto, and lIsteB to the 
hissingof the serpent, drank still dee|ier of the nahealthfal dravght. 
These men bear wHh them the seeds of disease aad death, sown la 
that fatal dime, and ripening for an cwrly harvest. With i 
exoepUona^ th^ will prove to be shori-llvml and enfeebled i 
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wliotlifr the/ ask It or not, will dfiiervu at jour hands no ordinanr 
shars of kindlj connlderallon. Tho surviTor of a robel primn Hak 
endufpd and suflbrpd what jon never ran, and what I praj Uod jour 
children ni*vor maj. With l(«s of strunffth, and mori! of sad and bit- 
ter memorloB, he Is with ytm now to ««m the f«iod so k*nfr denitnl him. 
If he ask " leavis to toil/* ffiw It him lN*fon* It is too Ute : if ht^ need 
kindness and encouraicement liestow them freelj, while jim maj ; if 
ho seek eharitj at jonr liands, remember that " the poor jou havt« 
alwajTs with 70a/* bnt him >'on hare not alwajrs, and withliold It not. 
If hf*realter jon find them making organis«Hl effort to provide for the 
widow and orphan of the Union prisiHior, ri-member that It ifrowB out 
€i the heart sympathy which clust<*ni ar«mnd th(* memories of the 
eomrades who perished at their sld«*, and a well-grounded apprehen- 
sion for the future of their own, and aid them.

AndcfBonvillCy (imtrgiay wan a wood and water rail- 
road station. It was located witliin nine miles of Aineri- 
ens, and for a time the prison encampment was desi;^- 
nated as lieing located at Americns. 

It was selected by the rebel authorities as a proi)er 
location for a military prison, since it was then nearly 
central as reganled the Confederate States, and their 
then prolmbility of maintaining the ground held by 
them. 

Tliat portion, too, of the Confederacy was lietter able 
to furnish provisions and otlier supplies, having been 
quite remote from active scenes in the war. 

Tlie rebel camp of guard at Andermmville was called 
** Camp Sumter.'' 

The vicinity was a woody, lonely, deserted spot. Tlie 
strange and rai>id changes tliat have actually taken place 
in a region, so few years since almost uninhabited and 
nearly unknown, seem incredible. 
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One tlay, a Hileiit \vil«li»nie^; Hii(»tliiT, a Inwy (•aiii|>— 
a horrible liniiiaii ttlaiipliter-lioiifie ; xtill another^ and it is 
the n<>te<] gniveyani of America — wi» niipht aay, of the 
world. 

Tlie «>called "Oinfcdenite States Mih'tarj- Priwn*' 
was a st<K*kade ina<U* of pine h»gH, planted in the }]p>iund 
l>cr|K»ndienlarly, mi that they were alnint twenty feet 
high from the |cr«>nnd. Tlicre were two stockades, the 
first of unhewn h>«?», the sc^immI (lK?ing the stockade 
l>ro|icr) of hewn timlMT, imvering an area of 234 acres. 
Inside of this was a light railing, at a distance of alnint 
twenty feet from, and running pandlel with, the four 
sides of the 84]nare, called the ** dead line. Any prisoner 
l^issing this line, by any pretence or atrident, endangered 
his life. The Rpac*e occ;upied by the prisoners was thus 
tjuite materially decreafti»d. 

There were tw*> entninccs ; one east, near the nortli 
and south ends of the stockade, c*pnsisting of massive 
gates, oi)ening into spaces about 30 feet square, on the 
principle of a canal KK'k. 

On the inner st(M*kade, at intervals of say ten rods, 
were sentry boxes, covered so as to protect the inmates 
from storm and sun. Tlie relnsl guard stationed in these 
boxes were so elevated as to have a perfect view of all 
that was taking plac« within. 

The object of the two stockades was, that if attacked, 
the rclx^l fon*e acting as guard might defend themselves 
l>eliind the outside wall,'wliile the prisoners should still 
be confined within the inner wall. 

At certain angles of this outer wall small parapets 
were thrown up, in the shape of angular forts, in some 
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of wliidi artillery wiin plwiMl, c*oininttii(liiig tlio prisoii 
grrmiidRy as wdl a« tlio upcn AcIcIb surronndiog tlir 
Bt(K*kn(lc. 

A small Btreatii pasftcil tliroii^li tlio centre of tlic Btock- 
ado, on eacli side of which the land ^^dnally aBc*en(led 
to a hoi^cht of alnint forty or fit^y feet, e<» that the camp 
wa« really npon two side hills. At the head of this 
stream, outside and in immediate proximity to the inner 
fitockfulc, was the main eook lionse of the pris<»n. It wan 
a wooden, liani-like hnilding, covering some immense 
cauhlron kettles and some very larj^e hnt very jxjor ovens. 
Tlio (HKikin^ of eatahles was a mere fanr. 

A short time before this camp was deserted, another 
cook lionse was crwted, hnt wiis nseil only a few times. 

In tho eiirly histor}' of the prison, the hospital consisted 
of a space of gronnd alK)nt four rods square, In one corner 
of tlio stockade. A favored few wore allowed to lay 
under some tarpaulins, stretched over {loles, placed hori- 
zontally on forked stakes. 

The latterpart of May, the stockade l)ecomin); crowded, 
and the number of sick iHsing largely on the increase, a 
board enclosure, covering alniut five acres, was put up 
on the south side of the stockade, and called the hospi- 
tal. Tlie worst c^ses were then removed to this enclo- 
sure. A small stream of water ran through the south 
end, and a oook house (that is, a kettle) was placed near 
this stream. A few tents and several pieces of canvas 
constituted the shelter for the sick. This hospital would 
accommodate about l/HK). It generally had 2,500 in- 
mates. 

The care of the sick at the Ibispital was given to Fed- 
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cnil pri»miit*r0, aiid tlien* wha in thiit camp an attempt at 
onlcr and decency. 

Tlie titHw were not allowed t«> 1»o nit down, and tlte 
nliado wan one of tlio liIeHttingH which the unn scorched 
invalids lon^nl fur. Tlic camp was laid out in winares, 
and the streets were ]K>liced every day. 

The 8nr):(eon in charii^e place<l his command first in fonr 
divisions^a siir^ireon in chai^ of each division; Hoc«»nd« 
each division in five wards, a sur)^*on to each ward. 

Over each wani was placc^l a ** Vankee stewanl,'' 
whose dnty it was to ftanil between the reliels and their 
sick comnules. Under his direction, each ward steward 
and half a dozen nurses f^ave cottst^mt attendance to the 
sick. 

Had they 1»een furnished pn)|ier and sufficient shelter, 
Wnn] and medicine, the mortality list would never luive 
reached the marvellous number that it did. 

At the northwest of the stockade a shed whs built, and 
called the **dead hous(\'* To this all the liodics were 
remove<l both from the stockade and from the hospital, 
and alter a description was taken of the dead, they were 
numbered and tlien removed either to the dissecting 
Kheds, or carried in wagons, about twenty to twenty-five 
in each loa4, piled up as a farmer would load in a quan- 
tity of butchered hogs, to the ** Graveyard.'' Tlie Grave- 
yard was .in the mof t pleasant hK*ation, and one might 
almost say the most desirable of any of the several insti- 
tutions which went to make up Andersonville. It was 
on an elevated spot of ground, laid out in streets and 
s^juarcs. 

In Uils connection it would be proiior to introduce a 
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letter written by Miss Clam Barton in reply to my in- 
quiry concerning the Unitcil States Cemetery at Ander- 
Bonville:

r|Mm th« de]iartnri) of tliu iMirty arooni|ian}'in(ir mo, a fifuard wan 
ntationedand a nu|N>rintcndent ap|K>inted and mintainod bytlioGov. 
ernment, whom dution wom to ke<*p the place and it« nurroundin^rfl 
with as little chanffo an ponsible, and I prranmi* tliat with tlie exco|>- 
tion of the natural decaj, it remains to^aj nearly as d^ribcil in my 
report. 

Although I hare written much, very much, in reference to prisonn 
and prlHoners, it has been of a private nature, addressed and sent to 
the friends of those who Itad suffered and died there, and not pub- 
lished. 

I have never published a " Book** upon prisons, as many suppone, 
althouirh I have writt<*n enouf^h upon the subji*ct to constitute the 
matc*rial for a numlier of liooks ; but I have always considered that the 
prisoners themselves were the proper persons to place the woes of 
their prison life before the public, and that If there was a call for any- 
thinfif of that nature, the privilege of meeting it, and the profits accru- 
ing therefrom of right belonged to them. 

Regretting that I have not more information, I can only refer you 
to such authors as have written upon the subject, via., Abbott, 8pen- 
eer, Hamlin (Martjria) and others whose works are well known and 
easily found. 

Yon ask for my ** Ull.** I had ho|i6d thai all my fHends, at leant, 
thomnghly oaderMood the baria upon whkh I have done my little 
work, and that nol only no Ulls had eror paned (ml of my office, but 
that no money for ■wf lc ea or Information rendered had ever been 
permitted to eome inUf H and remain there. I have always promptly 
retamed every dollar and half dollar tliat a aometimea grateful party 
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would in^ifit ii|inn onrUwinfr U> niv. Tlie Httlc I have been able to do 
for tlioflp who nufti'ri'd In imr country 'm mum, has been d<me for tbo 
love of It, and rijrlit and liunianitv. 

If any opportunity present in which I can serve yon to more purpose 
than I have been able to do in this, pleaw^ let me know, and obligo.

In the rc|x»rt referred to in Miss Barton's letter, wo 
tiii<l the follow! n|; description of the preiieiit condition of 
Anders4»nville (traveyanls: 

The com«»tcry, around which the chief interest must leather. Is dis- • 
tnnt about :)0C) yanls from the stockade, in a northwesterly direction. 
The frrav«>t«, placed side by wide in chme c«intinuous rows, cover nine 
ncres. divided into thrif une(|ual lots by two roads which intenMTt 
each other nearly at rii^ht an^h-s. Tlie fourth s|iaoe is still anoccu- 
piwl, except by a few f^raves of " Confederate*' soldiers. 

No human bodies wen^ found exposed, and none were removed. 
The place was found in much l>ett4rr cvmdition than had been antlci- 
]iRted, owin^ to the excellent measun^ taken by Migor General Wil- 
Hon, conmiandinfif at Macon, and a humane publlc-s|>irited citixen of 
Fort Valley, Uef>r^ia, a Mr. Orilfin, who. In |iassinir on the railroad, 
was inform«fd by one of the ever-faithful neirnief that the bodies were 
liecomlnff exposed, and wore rooted up by animals. Having verified 
tills statement, he oollect<*d a few neffroes, sank the exposed bodies^ 
and covered them to a proper depth. He then re|iorted the facts to 
General Wilson, and requested authority to take steps for protecting 
the grounds. That patriotic officer visited Anderson ville in person, 
appointed Mr. Gritfln temporary sn)ierintendt*nt, and gave him such 
limited facilities as could Iw furnished Id that destitute eonntry. It 
was determined to enclose a square of fifty acres; and at the time ci 
our arrival the fence was nearly one>thifd bnilt, from old lumber found 
about the plaoe. He had also erected a brick kiln, and was mannfae- 
turing brick for drains to conduct the water away firora the graves, mad 
protect and strengthen the soil against tlie action of heavy rains. We 
found Mr. Grifiln, with a Ibroe ci about twenty negroes and a few males 
at work on the groonds. I have nndsrstood that that gsDUeinaB fnr- 
nished the labor at hhi own cost, while Uenerml Wllsua Issned the 
necessaiy rations.

TIh? part |KTfonii«l hy our imrty wrp to tnki? up and carry forwani 
tho work Ml wi*l1 coMinioncfxi. Additional force was ol)tain<Hi from tlu* 
military commandant at Macon fnr oomplctinir the encloanre and 
erfH*tin(r tlie head iNMrdn. It aeinnathat th^dead had been buried l)y 
Union priaoni>rH, paroled from the Htockaile and honpital for that \niT- 
pom*. Huceewiiye trenchen, callable of containing from 100 Ut 150 
bodies <»arli. thickly s«'t with little ]iost» or boards, with numb«•^^ 
in n-jrular order canred upon them, tfdd to the antonished and tear- 
dimmed eye the sad story of buried treasures. It was only nwewary 
to ot>m|iare the number upon each )iost or board with that which standi* 
opposite the name on the n*(^ster, and replace^ the whole with a more 
sulwtantial, uniform and comely tablet, bearlnft not only the originnl 
numlNT, but tin* name, company and retriment, and date of death of 
the soldier who slept b<*nf*ath. 

I hare been ri?|>eatiH|ly asHunf«l by prisoners that gn^at care whk 
taken at the time by the men to whom fidl the sad task of ori (finally 
markinjr this astonishinir numlier of graves, to ]N)rform the work with 
faithfuln(«s and accuracy. If it shall prove that the work |N*rformed 
by thfNM* who followed, under c!irumstanc«'s so much more favorabl«>, 
was ex<*cut«Hl with less faithfulness and accuracy than the fonner, it 
will be a subjnct of much regret, but fortunat<*ly not yet beyond the pos 
sibility «if correction. Tlie numlH*r of graves marked iM 12,020. The 
original reconls captured by Cleneral Wilson, furnished alsiut 10.500; 
but as one liook of the record hail n<it \nmn secured, oviT 2,000 namfs 
were supplied f^>m a copy (of his own record) made by Mr. Atwater 
Id the Andi*rsoDville prisf»n» and brought by him to Annapolis on his 
return with the paroled prisoners. 

Inters|N*nied throughout this Death Register, were 400 numb<*rs 
against which stood only the dark word " unknown.*' Ho,scattere4l 
among the thickly designated graves, stand 400 tablets, liearing only 
the Bomber and the touching inscri|ytion, " Unknown Union Holdier.*' 

Bubalantially, nothing waa attempted beyond enclosing the grounds. 
Identifying and marking the graves, placing some appropriate mot- 
toee at the gates and along the B|iaoee designed for walka, and eri?ct- 
lag a liagBtair in the centre of the eemetery. The work was com- 
pleted on the 17th of Angnal, and the party took the route homeward 
by way of Chattanooga, NaahTille and andnnall. arriTlng al Wash- 
IngtM oa the momlBg of Aognel 84th. 
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CHAPTER XII. 

FACT8 AND TIIKORIR8. 

Thirty-two tliousatid men were confined in an area of 
twenty -three and one-half acre8 «>f land. 

To HUHtain this statement, whieh, I lieb'e^e fn>m oliBcr- 
vation to J>e correct, I wonld refer to Do(*nment8 Nw. 1 
and 4 in the Appendix. Official Htatoments of Inspocton^ 
nni8t, in guch case^, be nncontrovertihlo evidence. 

No Blielter or protec'ti<»n from heat, t*ol<l or rain was 
furnished to tlie prisoners. This assertion is made by 
Colonel Chandler, Dr. Jones, Dr. Roy, and a host of 
other Confederate officers; and I, having the evidence of 
my own eyesight, do endorm; it, and believe that there 
is not a survivor of Andersonville living to-day who 
would contradict such assertion. 

A limited numl)er of tlie prisoners were the fortunate 
possessors of army blankets. 

The erection of a tent consisted in stretching one of 
these blankets over a |iole which had lieen laid liorixon- 
tally in two forked stakes, driven some feet or so into the 
ground. These quarters furnished sleeping acconnnoda- 
tions for from ftmr to six men. 

Others, by bribing guards and going out oooasionally 
in the squads sent outside for fuel, obtained bon^ and 
brandies, with which they fralned a slielter. 
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Otliurn ilii^ Imleu in the siile liill, i^iifticiotitly Inr^jfi* to 
(*ovvr the hetul and BhoiiUlei^, iind deenietl thenlBelve^ 
hii]>|>v in the |K)6tiei>Mon ofnueh ii tenement. 

A ^renter ]»oition of the innrnten of tlmt prison had no 
l>hict» to rent thc;ir piek jmd weary liodieK in day or ni^lit, 
c.xcc]it n|»on the hot Hand or the muddy swamp, with 
nanglit hut the canopy of heaven to cover them. 

The Hupply of water was innulKcient. The water was 
impure, even vik». (See DiKumentrt Nim. 1, 4 and Sin 
Ap]»en<lix.) It wa»* not fit for hathing pur|Ki8et», to t^iy 
nothing of liein^ ohli^nl to drink it and cook with it. 
My own knowle<)^of thix fact iKcoUKtituted t>n this : that 
I otlen went to hathe and to ohtain water f<»r (*ookin;; 
and drinking pnr|Hwe8. Tlie ntretim ran throu<(h the 
centre of the HtiK'kiule. On either side was a marnhy 
strip of ground, extending alnMit ten fiH*t each way, and 
following the Hfreiun ifn entire length. This morale was 
the general sink of the cam]». Therefore, there was hut 
one {Miint at which water could Im) ohtninefl, whicli even 
a hurning thirHt C(»nld force down our throats. That 
was at the head T>f the Htrcam, an<l in immediate pro.x- 
miity to the •*dcad line/' " A thousand men an hour at 
one spring of water.^ liealize that fact, my reader, and 
you may comprehend one of our difficult undertakings. 
Not unfre<iuently would prisoners endanger their lives, 
by reaching over the ** dead lino'' and plunging their 
cups and liucketSy in hoping to ohtain a little purer 
water, and avoid a weary waiting in the line. Some 
were ^Iiot tliere. 

Below tliis point many bathed and washed their cloth- 
ing. Tlie lampblack mmt that sottlcHl over their bodies 
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ami <*lotliiii;r — tlic <|irt (')iii;;infi; to t1ics*e from t\mr wiinly 
and iiiii<]fly IhmIh — tlic ae<*iiiiiiilHfioii of InnIv \w and 
otiicr veniiiii — were all removed hy wanliiii;; in flii« 
Htreain, if removed at all. The natural result of an at- 
tempted iMirifieation of sneli an»anny of ]it*rK»n8 in so 
small a stream, which wa^^at the wime time receiving the 
drainagf* of the marshy sink, whr, that the water liecamc 
thick and slii«f<riHli with such a (imj^lomeration of filth. 

N<ir was this all. I have wiid that the j>un.»>st water, 
which was uschI for drinking, was s4Mi<^lit for at the head 
of the stream, within the htockade " dejid line." Out- 
side of the stockade, and alifive this]Mirtion of the stream, 
I »iw, many times, cam]>s of the rel»el ^ni^^rcl stationc<l 
on the hanks of the same creek. All their refuse floated 
down until it reacheil the cook house (which was huilt 
on this same stream, n(*ar to the st4i<*kade, and within 
f<»rty feet of the point where the water w;is ohtaincd hy 
the prisoners ;) there it re<*eived the additional offscour- 
inp^and offal of that filthy plaei*, and the whole accumu- 
lated mass poured un<ler the stivkade timl»ers into the 
cu|M of thirsty men. None but men with jmrehcd and 
fevere<l throats could have drank it. 

In the latter part of their stay a few wells were dup 
hy the soldiers themselves. As a rule, however, thej^ 
belonged to a finn of speculative individuals, who laid ^ 
tribute (and considering the lalior incurred, having 
nothing but their hands, tin cups and half canteens to 
dig with, the chai^ was not unjust) on others for the 
use of the water from these wells. The supply- would 
have soon been exhausted if they had ponnitted a gene- 
ral use of the wells. 
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Tlio quantity of food issued to the prisoners wiis wi 
meagre as to gradually induce death from starvation, 
and the quality was such that none but starving men 
could have been indu'Ted to eat it. It was repulsive even 
to them. 

The United States mihlier receives a daily nition of 
I ]>ound of bacon, IJ i>oun<l of fresh or salt liecf, ix 
ounces of bread and flour, or } pound of lianl bread, or 
H ]K)und corn meal, with rice, licans, vc'gctables, cotfcis 
sugar, tea, i^c, in pn>|H>rtion. 

These were also the daily riiti4»iM furnished the Con- 
fetlcratc prisoners by the Uniteil Statc»s Crovcmmont. 
()<»m)>iire them with the pitiable allowance of foo<l at 
An<lersonville, «. ^., 3 to 4 ounces of spoiled bacon, halt* 
pint of meal or a pie<*e of meal C4ike, comi)osed of water 
an<l ground com, husks and cob, either ]>artially iNikeil 
or quite burned, its cubical dimensions being, say three 
inches wide, one inch thick, and four to five inches long. 
In addition to this, we only occasionally received a small 
quantity of rice and a tablespoonfull of molasses, or a 
few wonii-eaten* beans, which was often tcnned " red 
maggot soup.*^ 

In the hospital the food was the same as in the stock- 
|ide, with the exception of beef soup once or twice a 
week ; and toward the latter days a gill of wheat flour 
was distributed perhaps twice a week. 

Rations were frequently distributed raw, and no fuel 
provided to cook with. 

Tliese rations, which were daily dealt out to us, and 
called food, did not satisfy hunger. Tliey created hun- 
ger. The com Imead, which was the staple article, after 
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it WR8 inahti(*Htccl and swalloweil with iinicli difficiiUy, 
only irritated the §toinac)i and b«>weli» and |iroduccd 
diarrh<i*a, and as more was taken into the stomach, so 
nnifh the more rapidly the vietini passed along the road 
t<» death. There was no nourishment in it. It nii^kt as 
well have been so mn<'li sawdust and water. 

Tlie baeon which was given us would have disgusted 
a soap-fat man. 

Men were suffering and dying for want of acids and 
vegetables. Scurhutis aris(>s fr«>m want of acids. It om 
Ik5 easily cunxl hy a pr4»per supply of vegetables and 
fruits. None were ever dejdt out to us. Scorbutis was 
the grcjit Rc'ourge of the camp. 

A very few times some eaibluiges were sent ^> the hos- 
pital. The country was full of sweet |N>tatoes, and yet 
the pris<»ner8 saw none in Andersonville until the last 
week or two that they wei*e there. 

The supply of fuel was irregular and entirely inade- 
(piate. It was generally obtained by a scpiad of the 
|>risoner8 detailed each day or twice a week. Not over 
forty were permitted to go out at a time. And this 
number of men were obliged to procure from the 
woods, and bring in upon their backs, the daily sup- 
ply of branches which constituted the fuel for the use 
of from 15,000 to 80,000 men. Take forty sticks of 
wood from your **four foot'' wood pile, and so splin- 
ter it that it shall make 15,04K» pieces, and yon have 
an Anderson ville "ration'' of wood. 

After having uscfl every influence and means to 
produce sickness, no pro)H5r or ade^piate measures were 
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tiikrii til euro or even to allcviato Biiflcring. (8cc 
D<K:iiiiieiit8 No0. 2, 3, 4, 6 mid 7 in Ap|>onclix.) 

Tlio Iios]>itiil WHS ovon'rowded. Itii accomtiicxlatiotm 
wcro file poorest ima(;iiiabk\ 

There were a few giM>d ivuH — more tliat were n»ttcn 
and toni. No iMMldiii^, not even i^traw, to lie n)>iin. 
TIkim) who owne<l hhinket^ could une them for a IhhI. 
TlKwe who did n<»t, had the ^rvMind for u cfMi<*li. 

One lino <»f tentti umhI for thofto who had had nnr- 
gical o))eration0 (lerfonned u]N»n them, was fuminheil 
with lioard hunks. But they iKKin lieeame so filthy, 
from want of change of l)ed clothing, that no ]>er8on, 
with the slightest tiesh wound, dared to ](K*ate himself 
there, for fear of being contaniinate<l with gangrene, 
which, if oneo ]NN«sossod, doomed a man to certain death. 

The food furnished to those sick men was just that 
which they ought not to have had. 

AH i^ersons know that carefid nursing and proper 
diet have much to do with the recovery of an invalid. 
Tlie food and shelter which were furnished at that hos- 
pital w<»uld have defeated the skill of the l)est physicians 
in the world, with every remedy named in the Phanna- 
ooixcia at his command. What, then, could be ex|iected 
of half-Hedged physicians (as most oi the prison sturgeons 
were), with little other than indigenous medicines! 

Tliere were a few able physicians and excellent sur- 
geons — men with kind hearts and much symimthy, but 
tliey were powerless. 

Tlie supply of medicine was so small, that the dis|«n- 
sary would be unable to supply tlie smallest requisitions 
for several days in snecession. 
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None of tlic Ptoroi* iiHiiallj foniiil in liuKpitals were 
(*ver 8eeii fliere, nofwitlistHnfliiip hi«*)i t1iinp» were iteiit 
IVihh onr Nortlicrii friendft l>y flie CliriHtian (kitiimiMiun. 
(SiH5 I)tK*uiiicnt No. 9 ill tlie A]i)»eii(lix.) 

Flour wa8 the only hixnr}* ever mtioned out to tlio 
inmates of the lioHpitHl ; nnd what eoulcl niek men tlo 
with t1(»nr, liavin*; no fin* and no ntenniln t(» vawk with i 

The Ut^t ovidenecthat ean Ih* had that thoHoaAHcrtionH 
art* true, Ih the mortality that <N*curred at that prison. 
Thirteen thou^ind die<l in alMMit eight monthft. 

Thi8 telli) the tale of hunger and thirst, of dineam) and 
Huffering, of want of comfort nnd care, of lack of nour- 
ishment and medicine, in wonls (»f hrevity, hut wonb of 
terrihie meafiing. 

Notwithiitanding all thi^ unjust and cruel treatment, 
ritill did they lengthen their list of crimes by adding 
rmelties under the name of punitdiments. 

Sevend times they i*ease<l t<» Iksuc rations for a day and 
oven two days, ('ause — **s<»me few of our numlier had 
dug a tunnel in order to esca|ie/^ and to punish those 
men thousands of star%'ing men were deprived tlie mor- 
k;1 that would barely keep the hresitli of life in thorn 
from day to daj^ 

They shot men. Cause — they had readied over the 
dead line for water, or for a cracker that was a foot be- 
yond the dead line. And they shot men even within the 
dead line. I myself attended a man in tlie hospital who 
died frfiin the effects of a wound in the leg, made by a 
rebel guard shooting him while he lay about the hospital 
camp fire, inside the dead line. I was with him a 
minute after the report of the musket was heard, ami he 
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had not moved from tlie spot lie was in when he was 
shot. 

They chased men with dogn, and these dogs did hitt* 
and mntilate !nen, from the effecta of wliich they dic»d. 
CauHO— They were atf oinpting to eH(*a|ie. 

Tliey put prisoners in chain gangs and in stocks ; thoy 
wliipped them at a whipping \fmt ; tliey hung them up 
by the thumbs. Cause — these prisoners attempted U* 
escape. 

They did force prisoners to Iw vaccinated witli jwison- 
ous vims, and but few that were vaccinated lived. 

Tliey destroyed letters to our homes and letters from 
our homes, uselessly, carelessly, and purjKMHjly to distress 
us. Tliey destroywl or themselves used great quantities 
of clothing, f<K)d and delicacies that were sent to us by 
express from the N4>rtli. 

They beat and kicked sick soldiers who were too ill to 
keep up in line of march. And, last of all, when they 
had killed by inhuman treatment and cruelties, they 
buried our friends and comrades in an indecent manner 
that even barbarians could not have excelle<I. 

Starvation, thirst, want of clothing and shelter, cniel 
treatment, disease, want of medicine aiid^edicjil attend- 
ance, and lastly an indecent burial, are a terrible and re- 
volting list of horrors ; yet there was still another trial 
that to a prisoner was harder to bear than all these : that 
was the agony of the niind which was caused* by the 
knowledge that our imprisonment might be a long one, 
and death was certain if we were held there any length 
of time. Tliero was nothing to look forward to. Day 
followed day, and all were alike. Nothing to divert the 
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iniiicK no cxcrcif^e for the body. Sorrow and (lo8]»air per- 
vaded the camp. A smile was a rare tliin^;, a real langh 
almost nnknown. There were hollow, forced laugliis 
that went Irnck down <»ur throats^ like the resounding 
tones of a voice in a dark, ilamp cavern. Tliejr canscil 
MS rather to shudder than to feel merry. 

No stories had interest, they but recalled! the time 
when we were free. The mind was left to itself, and it 
would destroy itself. Deprcj^sion and homesickness were 
the terrible forms of disease that we feared. Once under 
the influence of either in that terrible plac*e, we ©ndd 
with greatest difficulty rise from it, so insinuating and so 
gradual was its approach. Tli<»uglits of home lieciune 
constant. Dreams of home and of home comforts, espe- 
cially of the favorite dishes that had Ikjcu preimred by 
the liaiuls of a doting mother, a jiet sister, or a loving 
wife, were of nightly and even daily occurrence. Tlien 
the victim began to talk of home, of the probabilities of 
an imme<tiate exchange of prisoners, of the probable ex- 
ertions that were being made for his release. lie begins 
to l)elieve that he will mou lie exchangee!, lie hKiks at 
every rel>el guard that approaches the gates with the ex- 
I)ectation that they are coming to free him. lie talks of 
nothing else, his mind cannot l»e directed from that one 
subject. . 

Days pass by and yet he is not sent for, still he be- 
lieves and watches. He sits in the wide camp street, 
where his eye may rest conatantly on the gate, reliises 
food, refuses to move from his )K)sitioii night or day. His 
mind wanders, his eye is vacant and staring, he is weak, 
and though in sitting posture, falls over to the gnMiiNl. 
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** There, tliero tlicy come I I Raid tlieyMonne, I knew 
they'd come I Hold tne ii]>, I niiiBt go to meet them. 
Mother! father! I am (^lad youVe eome. I'm bo tired, 
Pm 8o 8ick ; take me home." 

Ood grant that it whh hin giKMl angels tlmt came to 
our dying comnule, ii8 the ** king of terrors" thus made 
]m last day one of ha|>)>y delirium. 

This in only one true picture out of many which I saw 
in AnderHonville Hospital. 

T. J. Hyatt, Hergeant in Company K, One Hundred 
and Eighteenth Pennsylvania Volunteers, is the author 
of the following lines, wliieh very truthfully tell the 
feeling that was uppermost in the hearts of us all :

We had iiitciidtM] to follow out in thin cliapter a line of 
nrgninciit and factt^ an to tliu following jioiuto: 

Was tlii8 inliiiiiian treatment neoenMarjrf 

Did not the Confederac^y pomesB food, fuel, water, 
clothes an<l medicine, bcddin[Cy tentM and lumber, anlU 
was it not immetliately near Andorsonville? 

Di<l Jeflerson Davis and his Cabinet know of this 
rondition of thiii|i^! 

Were they not lu^cordecl in by superior offioers of the 
Gmfederacy as well as the inferior oflicorst 

Can, therefore, any blame be attached to any Federal 
officer by the sophistry that declining to exchange on 
unjust and unfair terms, was assuming the responsibil- 
ity of causing tliis suflering t 

Space will not allow us to introduce evidence on 
tliese iHiints, but we can assert that there are quantities 
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of proof to show that tliifl treatment was not neeesflary ; 
that there was plenty of provisions, lumber, fuel, and 
all other things needed to save life and health; that 
all this sufTering was known to all prominent Confed- 
erate oflieials, and that it was intended to cripple 
tlie Northern army, hy killing prisoners of war, or at 
least making them nnavailahle on account of chronic 
disease. 

In reviewing this chapter, it occurs to the writer that 
his reader may complain that it in ttMi general in its char- 
acter to l)e entitled to a place in this Inxik of rec(»rds. 
But I must beg you to bear in nn'nd that in this in- 
stance general cx|)ericnce is individual experience. The 
boys of the Battery suffered in the projxirtion of ItK) 
to 80,000. 

As a rule there was no show of weak heart or falter- 
ing will. Tliey stood up and grappled with this mon- 
strous horror, with the same unflinching bmvery tliat 
they displaycKl when in battle. They were, too, mostly 
Cliristians, and death rather than dishonor was their 
decisive reply to overtures or taunts from re1>els. 
Tliey met death, if in consciousness, with calmne»(s 
and even willingness. They were kindly and ten- 
derly treated by each other. The devotion of the well 
to their sick comrades was notable. 

If there is or ever has been on this earth a place where 
selfisliness and self preservation even at the cost of 
another^s life, oonld make an appearance, Andersonvillc 
was tliat place. Yet to their honor be it said, were the 
members of the Twenty-fourth New York Battery trne 
and faithful to eaoh other. Honor and genenisity were 
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triiiiiiplinnt over aniiii.il iiiHtlnct, atui detitli liccaiiie 
sweet fr«)in the knowledge of dev<»tioii and iMU*iiiioc of 
fricndn. 

Slander atid hurtful innuendo^ to the eontrary, we as- 
sert that to the end wh8 there uprtghtneKfi, faithfullneM 
and affection, Iwtween all of thoHeboys. And when that 
great day coinct*, when we nliall all meet, we lielievc there 
will he joyful greeting* by each to the other. 

In November, the few that were left of the Battery 
were ma<le to feel that there was ntill reason for clinging 
to tlnV wretched mmle of exintenee, »inc-e they were in- 
formed by giMKl authority that exrhangos were actually 
taking i)laee. Finally the writer, with others, wan placed 
on the ears and started towards Savannah, and told tlmt 
at Savannah we W4»ul<l meet the Federal exchange fleet. 
A two days' trip, which was endured by even the sick 
without murmur, brought us to Millen, and the reader 
may imagine the tcrribld reaction of spirit and hojies, 
when we were ordered to march into the new prison 
stockade. It was a imradise in comparison with Ander- 
sonville, but only another dreary prison in com]iarison 
with the country which we had supi^ised we were bound 
for — our own -country. 

However, our stay, to our glad sur]>rise, was of short 
duration. In a few days we were again called out and 
taken toward Savannah. Having here signed a pa- 
r«>le of honor, we were taken nn steamers to Venus Point 
an<l delivered over to the United States Exchange Agent, 
General Mulford. 

Our joy knew no bounds. Tlircats of taking them 
back nnless they were less demonstratire oould hardly 
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clieck the 8lioiitrt of the cA]»tivc8 m tliey again bclield their 
lon|( misAod hut dearly loved Stars and Striiics. It wat* 
a proud and happy day. Reflections were sad, but anti- 
ci])ation8 were joyous. We had sad tales to tell, but we 
had dear friends to meet. 

It was a cold, dreary winter day when we entered 
Perry, Familiar faces crowded about us. Anxious in- 
quiries overpowered the wann welcome, and we felt that 
to lie the l)carerof such tidings was indeed an unenviable 
lot. 

The statistics presented in this book will tell the story 
far bettor than any description given by a single witness. 
No reader of this volume can deny that on the part of 
these lost ootnrades there was a brave sacrifice to loy- 
alty. And I would, with these last words, still beseecli 
you to show them honor and to do them justice. Let uh 
raiae a moniunent to their memory.

Tlie same op]K>rtnnities and 
the same docnments for information regarding these men, 
2is were in our poAsetwion and gave us aecorate evidence 
regarding the members of the Battery, are not obtain- 
ul»le. 

We know these sketches are not full, but, so far at 
they go, we believe tlieni to \)0 correct. 

Tliat these men are entitled to equal honor with our 
comrades in the Battery, we promptly admit, and we 
therefore feel that, so far as our knowledge and sneh in- 
formation as is in our power to obtain, shall, through oar 
|)en, do them honor, it shall lie done. 

We appeal earnestly in behalf of those brave comrades 
of the war whose record is, ** died while in the service,** 
and who lost their lives for the sake of their coimtry. 
Let us all, witli one intepcajt and purpoee, do justice to 
all who left their homes and found a grave while in aucb 
noble service.

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We find the following Htateinonts concerning the 
different organijsation^ reprerfonted in these {personal 
records, in tlie Adjutant-Oenerars Report of tlie State of 
New York : 

First New York Mounted Kiflks. 

Tliis regiment was oi^nixed at New York City, to 
serve three years. Tlie companies of which it wjih com- 
posed were raised in tlie State at large. It was mustered 
into the service of the United States from August 31, 
1801, to September 9, 1862. Tlie original members, ex- 
cept veterans, were mustered out on expiration of tcnn 
of ser\-ice. The regiment, compot<cd of veterans and 
recmits, was consolidated with tlie Third Regiment New 
York Cavalry, July 91, 1865; the consolidated force 
being known as the Fourth Provisional New York Cav- 
alry.

Bennett's companj, he returned to Elmira, where he re-enlisted In 
deeper earnest, and a few weeks found him asserting the authority of 
his flag on the bloodj and unfortunate liattle-fleld of Bull Run. George 
never possessed an invulnerable constitution, and the exposure inci- 
dent to a soldier's life, freciuently manifesteil Itself In severe attacks 
of lii^ache, on which occasions he mourned the absence of friends, 
)>artioularl7 his mother, to whom he was deepl/ attached. During 
the week of battles, he regretted nothing more than hit inabllit/ to 
join us in the dangers of the field, and Ull the end he insisted in de- 
voting all his feeble eflbrts to the eare of oar wounded. But the 
malaria of the Cliickahominj was in his sjstem, ami ho failed under 
the exposure and excitement of the seven dajs march. Harrison's 
Landing offbred little accommodation to tbe thoosands of sick and 
wounded soldiers, but thmugh the kindness of Captain Hall, George 
was removed to more comff>rUble quarters. Still desiring to bo with 
his oompan/, he soon Vetumed to camp, where ho enjoyed the hospi- 
talitj of Westbrook's tent till hospital tenU were erected, to wbleh 
he was immedlatel/ removed. 

But it was soon evident that he would not reeover hers, and ho 
was removed to receive better care. His case was hopeless and ho 
died. 

His comrades here feel genuine sorrow al his death, and while 
they mourn the loss of a brave and fidihAil soldier, thej have greal 
f?onso]atloo la knowing that he who braved death al the eaaaoa'e 
mouth, did not fear to cross tbe threshhold of the looib.

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Died of heart disense, at Key West, Florida, February 0, 
1864.

A railing aronnd the Inidde of 
the stockade, and about twenty feet fnmi it. ronstitates the "dead 
line/* beyond which the prii«t»ners are not allowed to paw, and 
alwMit three and a cfuarter arn*fl near the centre of the encloanrp 
fin« HO marshy as to lie at pr«*tM*nt unfit for oceu|intlfin — reducing the 
available present area t«> about twenty-thrne and a half acres, which 
gives somewhat less than f«ix sipiare f<*et to fach prisoner. EvAn this 
is being constantly reduce«l by the additions to their number. A small 
stream passing fhmi west to east through the enclosure, at about IM 
yards from Ha southern limit, fumlshea the only water lor washing 
accessible to the prisoners. Some regiments of the gnard, the bakery ' 
and cook house being placed on the rising grounds bordering the 
Htream before it enters the prison, renders the water nearly unfit for 
use before H reaebea the prisoners. Thia la now being remedied In 
part by the rMOoral of the oook house. Under the pressure of their 
■eeesslUea the prieoaeri have dug nnmeroue wells wlthla the eado* 
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fiun% fmm which thcj obtain an ample mipplj ofwatcr todrink.i»f 
Igtmd quality. Excepting the cdft^ of this iitream, the noil is mukIv 
anil eanity drained, but from thirty t4» fiay yardH on each Mp of It t1i*« 
irnmnd Is a mnddy niarsh, tcitallj unfit for occupation, and having 
been constantly used as a sink sinrt* t lie prison wai« first estsblinhfil. 
it it now In a shocking condition, and cannot fall to bretnl |M^tileiir<'. 
An eflfirt isbelnfr made by (Vptain Wins, c«»mmsn«linir the prison, to 
fill up the marsh and construct a sluice, thf up|N*r «*nd to 1m* imnl fnr 
bathing, &c.,and the hiwer end as a sink, but the dlfl1«*ulty of pnNMir 
infrlnnilier and tools very much n*tanls tin* work, and tlm'atenH soon 
to stop it. No shelter what«'ver nor uiatfrial for conHtnictin^ any 
have been provid«*<l by the prisitn authorities, and the frr*Hind U'iujr 
entirely liare of tre«*s, mme is within reach of th<* prlnoners, nor has it 
been possible, from the overcrowded state of the enclosuri!, t«i arrant* 
the camp with any system. Each man hsa been |iermltti*«i U* protect 
himself as -best he can, stretchlnff his blanket, or what<!Vf*r he may 
have, alsive him <in such sticks as he can procure, thatchcw of pine or 
what«*vf*r his inf^nuity may sufrgost and his cl«*vem<*8H supply. 01 
other sh<*lter there is ami lias bi*en none. The whole number of pris- 
oners is divided into messes of 270 and subdivisions of 90 men, each 
under a sergeant of tlieir own number and selection, and but one (*on 
ft*derate Htates officer, <*a|»tain Wirx. is assigninl to the su|H*rvision an«l 
control of the whole. In conseciuence of this fact, and the alisenct* of 
all nirularity In the prison grounds, ami there being no barracks or 
tents, there are and can lie no regulations established for the polio* 
consideration of the health, comfort and sanitary condition of th«>M* 
within the encksure, and none ars practicable under existing circuiu 
stances. In eviilence of their eomlltlon, I would cite the facts that num- 
bers hftve been murdered by their dtmraiies, and that n*cently, hi 
their desperate effiirts to provide for their own saft*ty, a court organ- 
ised among themselves by authority of General Wimler, commanding 
tha post, granted on their own a|ttdication, has tried a large number 
of their fellow priiMNHirs, and sosteaoed six to be hung, which si*u. 
toBoe was dnly exerated by tbemaelves within the stockade, with the 
sanetkNi of the post eonmaader. His older In the case has lieen for* 
warded by him to the War Dhpartment. There is no medkal atten«i 
•nee profMed wllhia the stockade. Snudl qnaaUties of medicines are 
plaesd la the buida of eertala fprlscMMrsofaaeh squad or division, aad 
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tli«> nick am ilirrrttHl Ut \h* bmnirht nut l»y w*ry«nintM nf N|iia4p lUilj 
at'* pick call/* to th«) tntflical nfHceni who attend at thr tfata. Tlit* 
<*mwd at thi'ms tlnie« la mo ffn*at that only tlit* vtrvm^'at can frf*t arciiw 
to thr dortora, the Wfakrr oniii iM'iny anal^lt^ to foren tht*ir way throu|rh 
th«f preaa ; and i\w hnapltal ac<*omin<idatioiia an* to limitinl, that 
tliooifh tho lK»d» (po callnd) havi^ all or nfarly all two occiipanta i-arh, 
lar^re namln'ra who would otht* rwine Im* r«Tf*ived an? nt<ci*n«ril7 n*nl 
l»ack t«» th« Btockadr. Many~twf*nty jiiiUTilay — an* raitinl out 
daily, who havf dlH from unknown ratiH«fi«, and whom the medieal 
olllceni have never fie*»n. The tl«<ad are hauled out dally by the wai;oo 
load, and hurle«l without cotflm*. their hamli« Id many iBf«tanreM h«*tnir 
lirnt mutilatetl with an axe in the removal of any finirer rln^ they 
limy have. The tmnitary rondition nf the iirinonera Im aM wrHeli«d aa 
can \h\ the )irlnri|)al caumii of mortality lieinir Mrurvy and rhnmic 
ilinrrhrpa. the )»errt;nta^«! of the fonuer lM>in^ dlB|iropfirtionately lar^e 
niiiontf thoMf« *>n>u^ht frt»m lielle lale. Nothlnir atvmM to have Im<«*b 
d«m©, and but little if any effort made to ami<t it by ]>nieurinir |»m]M*r 
IVhnI. The raticm :m onc^thirtl of a |iound of liae«in. ami a fMmnd and a 
quarter ni unboltdl com numl, with fn^Mli \n»i*( at ran* Intervala, ami 
o<*caMionally rice! When t<» Im* f»biHiiie«l-very M4'ldoiii-.aMmaII «|uantity 
of molaMseM iMMubatituted f«)r the meat rathm. A little weak vim*ffar, * 
imfit for use liaM aometimea l>e<*n iMMU<Hl. The arranm*menta for cook- 
ing and liakinf? have iMi^n wholly ina(hN|uate, and thoufph aihiitiona 
nn* now beinf( com]»letefl, it will Htill In* imfiowible to riMik for the 
whole number of prisonera. Raw rationa have to ht* imwd to a very 
lar^re proportion, who an* entirely unprovided with |»n»|M*r utenMila, 
and fumiMh«*d mo llmlt«*d a aupply of f\iel they am ooni|N*lh'<l to dltf 
with thelrhanda In the filthy ma rnh Iwfore m<*ntloBed for niota,&c. No 
Miap or chvthinf? haa t*ver lief*ti iMaued. After Inquiring?, I araeonfldent 
that by alifrht exertlona i^reen eom and other antl-aeorlmtica could 
readily be obtalne<l. I herewith haml two reporta of Chief tfnr|r»*oB 
White, to which I would rea|ieetfully call your attenthm. The prea- 
«*nt hoapitAl arranffementA were only intended for the accommodation 
of the Mick of 10,000 men, and are totally inaufRcient, both in charac- 
ter and extent, for the preMent needa, the number of priannera beinir 
now more than three tlmea aa frn*at, the number of canea reqvlring 
metlical tntittnent la in an Incri'aMetl rathi. It Im lm|«nnMible to atate tlie 
number of aick, many dyini; within the alockade whom the medical

Brairir, the one n«>ar Mllten. Ueoriria, the other some point in Alalmms 
south of (*ahawba, arranffementa be at once made for the excess over 
15,000 at this pott, and such others aa may be captun^d. Hince my In- 
apoetloB was maile, over 1,800 prisoners have been added to the num 
ber speclfled in the reports herewith. With a view of relievinf? to 
tome extent this |ioint aa soon as possible, I resiiectfully sufTfftwt that 
9,000 of those who most nei^ tlie chanire, esjiecially tlie Belle Isle 
priaonera, be al onee sent to Macon, to occupy the quarters vacated by 
the Federal oflleefB, thai being the greatest number that can be prop- 
erly aeeotnmodaled wHh shelter at that point.

OwinfT to inaiitn<%)nt hnnpltal acc«>mmoclatinn, many are tn<atM ia 
«|itart«fni who ahouhl lie in honjiital. Th<* |>rpfii*nt ea|iarlt.v of the hna- 
pita) Ik for 1,400 niclc. The hnnpltal laaituatcHl In an nak irroTe.affimllnff 
^mnI ahaile. Throufrh tht^ hoa|>lta1 paaene a atrearo, fumiahlnfr-an am- 
ple Bttpplj* of watc*r for cleanllneaa ; drinklntf water is obtaini*d. of 
ffnnd qnalltr, from wells and sprintra on the lianks of the stream. 

Tlie t4*nts are Insufficient in number, and not of proper alie for the 
treatment of sick ; most of them are tlie small fly ti^nt and tent fllea. 
There should be at least two hundred hospital or five hundred wall 
tents to proiierly accommodate the sick. It has been Impossible up to 
this time to obtain straw for bedding, this not bi»inir a irrain-iprowinir 
district ; small crops of wheat have been irrown this jear. and eflbrta 
are being made to oollect a sulBelent quantity aa eoon aa the preaeni 
crop la thrashed ; but there la a lack of transportation at the post, and 
farmera are unwllUng to hire their own teama for the purpoaa The 
atteodanta are paroled priaonerBp who, aa a rule, are fidthful to the per 
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r«iniiann* oftliflr <lutj, lN*lnir iirtimt«*(1 hy Ili«* ftfipittvrtnnni of th<*ir 
own i-on«litH»n on r«*ttH>?aI frotti th<' Htitckadf. and a f(*ftr «>f a rutuni if 
iM»|fllff«'nt in thf» |M»rfonimnr«» of dat/, a|iiirt from a dowlrp to m^rvv 
tli««ir own nick eomnidos. Thi* nntnlNT of medical otncrm, until tlu' 
n-wnt ca'.l of militia by the (Jovemor of (i(«or|^a, wan utterly inndi* 
fl|uate ; ninrt* tha^. time a nunilier of phynicians have liiH*n emp1oy(><l 
by corn met, and othern have been detailed by the Governor to servi* 
in the* nutlieal department. Tli<*w; have been recently amifrned, and 
it is ImiMNMible to diviile on their proficiency. The other ni«Hilcal olli- 
cent, with a few eiceptloms are ca|)able and attentive. Tlie phyHicianii 
who liavo lKM>n recently (employed will no doubt cancel their contmctM 
as Hoon an the militia la diiihan<lef],and the m*rvic«*Mof the detail(*<l 
phyKiciann will alno lie lost. With this view I would su^^est tliat a 
autllcient number of competent m<Mllcal <»IHceni lie assl^ed. 

There Is a deficif*ncy of me«lical supplies issued by the medical pur 
Teyor. Hupplh's of medicin<M have occasionally iR'en entirely rx- 
haust«Hl, and wo have been left several days at a time without any 
whatever. This has arisen from thi^ delay experienced in si*ndin^ 
re(|uisitions ti> nM*dlcal dircct4>r at Atlanta for approval. 

The hiNipltal raticm is oommuteil as for other ^neral hospitals, and 
supplhw for the sulisiatence and comfort of sick are purchased with 
hospital fund. Heretofore we have bfH*n able to supply sick with 
re^retables: but durinnf the entirj month of JulyTlie oomndssary Iirh 
been witli«Hit fumls, and dlfflcnlty has been experienced in purcliasint? 
on time. 

Tlie ration IsbuihI to the prisoners is the same as that Issued to the 
(V>nfiMh'rNte soldiers in the field, via.: cme-thlnl of a pound of pork. 
Mid a |ionnd i^ a quarter of meal, with an occasional issue of beann. 
Hoe, and molaisss. 

The meal is Issued unboHed, and when baked is coarse and un- 
wholesome. 

Amonfrat the old iiriaonera, scarry prevails to a fpreat extent, which 
la naually aceonpaaled by diaeama of the diirefltlTe organs. This, in 
coBBeellofi with the mental depreesloB prodoeed by long imprison- 
ment, ki the chief caoae of mortality. There la nothing In the topogra 
phy of the eonntiy llial can be «dd to taflnenoe the health ftf the 
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no iiiamlufi or other mnrre of mmlaria in tliv Tfcinity, except the miall 
Mtreaiii within tlir PtfickiuU*. The denM»1y crowded condiUoo «if the 
|iriMini*ni. with the innamerfthle little nheltera Irreinilarij arrmiiffed. 
I>n>clud«*e tlie onlofoenient of pro|ier police, and pruTenta (fee drealft- 
ti<iii of air. 

Tlie lack of Iwrrack accommodation ex poena the men to the heat of 
th«* Nun durinir the daj and to the dew at nlffht, and la a prolific aonree 
of dlNea^*. 

The maririne of tlie iitn*am paiwinfr throufph the stockade are low 
and hofnry, and havin^r iMnm nventlj drained, hare exposed a large 
Hurfaci? coTcrwl with Vf*irctablo mould to the raje of the ann^a condl- 
ti«m favorable to tho develo|mi€*nt of malariotui dieeaeea. It la the de- 
n\iin of tilt* commandant of the prlftm to rorer the aurfaee with dry 
•Mind, hut the work liaa been unavoldablj retanled. 

The alieonce of propter einks (and the filthy hablta of the men) have 
cauaed a deposit of fecal matter over almost tlie entire surfiMe of this 
liottom land. 

The point of exit of the stream thronirh the walls of the stockade ia 
not sulBclently bold to permit a free paasaffi^ ^i ordure. 

When the stream Is swollen by ralna tlie lower portion of this bol- 
t4»m land is overflowed by a solntloo of excrement, which, aubaldinii, 
and the surface exiKised to the sun, produces a horriblo stench. 

<*aptain Wlrx, tlf^ commandant of the prison, has doubtless ex- 
plained to you the difficulties which have prevented these, with other 
projected improvements, in the way of bathinir and other arranii»* 
ments (or cleanliness.

PROM THE TESTIMORT OP PATRKR HAMILTOH. 

Tht priests who went there after me, while administering the aaem- 
ment to the dying, had to use an nmbrella, the heat waa so InlsBse. 
Home of them broke down In con s equence of their servlcca there. In 
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till' innntVi of Aiifrunt. I t)iiiik, w«' Imil tliriT prli»Ht« tln»n^ ronRUntly. 
W«» haci a prli-Ht fnmi Mnliile, wlio H|iok«» tlinn* or four lRD^uafn*M. in 
aMtniich an you could find eviry nationality inside the stockade. aii<l 
two from Savannah, nml we had one from Au^UHta at anoth(*r tinn*. 
One of the jirieiitn from Harannah came to Macon, where I reside, com 
ph>t«dy pnist rated, and was wick at my houwe for several days. 

As I said Ix-fon*, when I went there. I tvas kept so busily en^>r»d 
in (fivinfr the sacrament to the dyin^ n^en. tliat I could not obs(>r\-e 
much : l)ut of coarse I could not keep my eyes cI<H«ed as to wliat I 
saw there. I saw a ffreat many men ii«*rfect1y naked, walkin^r al>oiit 
throufrh the stockade perfectly nude : they seemed to have lost all 
re^rd for delicacy, shame, morality or anytliinf? else. I would fre 
quently have to cre<*p on my hands and kne(*s into the holes that the 
men had burrowed in the f^round and str«*trh myself out alonf^side of 
them Uy hear their confesHitms. I found them almont living in vermi|i 
In those hob's : they could not Ikj in any other condition than a filthy 
one, lN*canse they jfot no soap and no change of clothinfr, and wen* 
then* all liuildb*d up toir«'ther. 

1 nitver at any time connteil the numlH3r «if deail lKidb*s Ixfin^r tak<'n 
out of the stockade in the morning. I have never se<>n any dead car- 
ried imt of the stockade. I have siH*n dead bodies in the hospital in 
the mominff. In the case of the man in the hospital of whom I was 
s|Kqikin(r a while aj{0. after I had heard his confesnion, and In* 
fon^ I frave him the last rit4« of the church sacrament in " extn'me 
UDctiiHi,** as we call it, I saw them placing the niffht iruards in the 
h«ispitAl. and kneiv that I would not lie abb« tof^>t out nf^^r that. 1 
told him that I would return In the momiufrand ^ive hitu the fither 
rites of the church. If he still lived. I was in there early the next 
morning, and in iD^nfr down one of the avenues I counted from forty 
to sixty dead bodies of those* who had died during the night in the 
hospital. I had never seen any dead bodies in the stockade. I have 
■eon a iiorton In tlM hospital in a node oomlltion, perfectly nake<l. 
Th^ were not only oorered with the oriUnary vormin, but with mag- 
guts. Tliej had Involnntarj eracoations, and there were no persons 
to look after them. The nartea did not aeem to pay any attention 
whaterer, and in oonaeqaenee of being allowed to lie In their own 
filth for aoitte honri, vermin of nwnrj deeeripikm had got on them, 
whlcb Ihej were nnahle to keep off them. This waa In the latter pait 
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of Maj. I iirwr iiotic<*«l In tin* ninrkiiclr the? in«*ii diffldQir in the 
irrouiid. and Htantlin^ in i\w mnd to pfoiiH*t tHifnnplrm fmm ttit* mib* 
I did not son any InRtnncf* of liiat kind. I liaTiv aeen thinn makiair 
little places fmni a foot to a foot and a half dfH*|i. and atretcldng their 
blankets rifrht orer tlieni. I have crawlf<i int4i such placet f^iurntly 
to hear the oonftiwlons of the drinv* They would liold from one to 
two : sometimtii a prisoner would sliare hie blanket with another, and 
allow him to jr^t under shelter.

REPORT OF HfHOKON 40NKH. C. S. A. 

The (Confederate military prisfin at Anderwrnville, Oeonria. nmsisM 
of a stninfT stockade, twenty fwt in h«*iKhl, enclosing twenty -wven 
acri'B. The stiickade is fonnefl of stron^r pine loffs. firmly planti*d in 
the ground. The main stockade is summnded by two other similar 
rows of pine lo|rs, the middle stockade iN^intf sixtei^h f(0«*t hiffh, and 
the outer twelve fi'et. Thew? are intended for offence and defence. 
If the inni*r stockade should at any time lie forced by the prisoners, 
the second forms another line of defence ; while in case of an attem|ii 
to deliver the prisf>nerw by a force o|ieratin|r upon the f*xterior, the 
outer line forms an admirable prot<«tion to the (Vmfederate troops, 
and a most fomiidable olistacle to cavalry or infantry. Tlie four anf^h-a 
of the outer line are strentfthened by ««rth works u|ion commamling 
(^milicoces, from which the cannon, in case of an cmtbivak amoD|r the 
prisoners, may aweep the entire enclosure ; and It was deslmit^ to 
ctmncct these works by a line of rifle pits, runninfr ilipuMr annuid the 
outer stockade ; those riHe pits liave never been completed. The 
ground enclosed by the innermoat stockade lies In the form of a paral- 
l«*lofrram, the lariror diameter runninip almost due north and aooth. 

The stockade was built orlirinally to accommodate only 10,000 pris- 
oners, and included at first serenteen acres. Near the ck»e of tlie 
month of June, the area waa enlarired by the addKlon of tea aeiea. 
Tlie irnmnd added waa situated on the northeni slope of the Banceat 
hill. 
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Within thf riirnnisrrilHMl nnw «f tin* iitorkiid(\ tlio Federal priunn 
iTH were c«itii|<«'1le<1ti)|MTronii nil tlieofHciiiof life— rook inff,wa»)iln;r. 
urinating, defecation. exerriM* ami 8l<>«>|>infr. During tlie month of 
March the prifHrn was lem crowded tlinn at any 8nbHe(|uent time, and 
then the average fi|MU*e of ground to earh prisoner was only 98.7 fe<*t. 
or U*8s than wven iM|tian* yards. The Federal prisoners were gath- 
ered from all parts of the Conft'derati' State's eant of the Mississippi. 
and crowdecl into the confined spare, until in tin* month of Juno tli(» 
avernjrc nuniN'r of sr|usrefi*et i>f ground to earli prisoner was only 
33.2, or h»ss than four S(|nare yards. Tli<*se figures represi*nt the con- 
diti<m of tlie stockade In a lM*tt(*r li^ht f*ven than It really was ; for a 
considerahle hreadth of land alon^ tin* stniim. flowin/rfrom west to 
east. Is'tween the hills, was low and Ihi^jtv, and wsh coverinl with the 
excrement of the men. and thus n'mlennl wholly uninhabitahle, and. 
in fact, useless for ever>' pur|''»s<? exr<»pt that of def«»cation. Thepine** 
and titlier small tnH»s and shrul»s. which ori^nally were scat 
tere<l s|iarsely over these hills, were in a short tim^ cut down and con- 
sumed by the prisoners f<»r firewisid, and no shade trei! was left In the 
entire enclosure of the stockade. With tlii'ir characteristic industry 
and In^nuity, the F(<derals constructed for themselves small huts and 
caves, and attempt«xl to shield themselves from the rain and sun and 
niffht damps and dew. Hut few tents wen* dintributeil to the pris- 
oners, and those were In ni«ist cases U>m and rotti^. 

THB IHWI1TAL. 

Tlie entire (froands are surrounded by a frail board fence, and are 
strictly yarded by (*onfedt*rate soldiers, and no prisoner except the 
parol«*d attendants la allowed to leave the grounds except by a special 
permit from the commandant of the interior of the prison. 

The patients and atteoilants, near two thousand in numlier. an* 
crowded into this eonflncd space and are but poorly supplied with old 
and ngfted tenia. Large numbers of them were without any bunks 
In the tenta, and lay npon the irround, oftentimes without even a 
blanket No beds or straw appeared to have been furnished. The 
tenta extend to within a few yards of the small stream, the eastern 
portion of which, as we kave before said, la need as a privy and Is 
londed with excrements; and I obeerved a large pile of com bread. 
bnn<« and 61th of all kinds, thirty f<*et In diameter and several feet in 
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liHfrlit. H%vaniiini? witli iiiyriii(1i« iif Hifn. in a vnnini H|iii(f* n««r tin? 
poU« uw«l for «fn kinif. Millionn of Hhi* Hwanii«d over f^'rirthinf; and 
covered the far<*i( ttf the nh^epin^ |iiitieiiti«. and cmwh-d down their 
o|ien mmithM, and dep«N«it«'d tlieir nia^ff'tn in the ^anirrenouH wounds 
of the livinj; and in tiie niontha of the dead. MoHi|uitoa in gr^mi 
numbera alao infe^inl tlie t«»nt*. and many of the |iatients were m 
Htanif by thew |N*Htirer(MiainiirrtA. that they reai^mbled th«iae mifferinir 
with a fili^ht attack of the inennleH. 

Tlie manner of dii«|ioainff of the d«*ad wan ali«> ralculati^d to deiiraia 
the already deH|iondin^ iipirits of th«'9e ni«*n. many of wliom have 
been confined for months. an<i even for near two yean* in Richmond 
and oth<*r |>1area, and wlinM* ntren^ii haa lN*en waMt«*d by bad air, ImuI 
food, and neglect of {lerwonal cleanlimfnt. Tlie dead lioiiae ia uieivly 
a frame covered with old t«*nt cI<iCli and a few bnahes, Mtaate«l in the 
HouthweHtem comer of tlie ho»*pital frri>undi«. When a |iatient diet 
he ia simply laid in tlie namiw street in front of his tent, until be i# 
reiiiove<l by Federal nejrrocs detai]e<l to carry off the dead ; if a pa- 
tient dies durini; the ni;rht. he lies there until tlie ni«>min|r. «nd dur- 
ing? the day, even, the deail wen* fre(|uently allow<<<l to remain for 
hours in these walks. In the deoil h*n\m^ the cv»r))H«*s lie u|NiQ the 
lian* ground, and were in most cases cov«*reil with filth and vermin. 

There apfieared to lie almost alisolute iniliffenince and negU^ on 
the part of the |iatienta of isfMHial cl<<anlineas ; tht*ir iiurMona and 
clothini^ in moat instances, and esiiecially of tlioa«t aufferinff with gan- 
grene and scorbutic ulcers, were filthy in the extreme and eovered 
with vermin. It was to«i often the case that imlSenta were reeeived 
from the stockade In a moat de|ilorable comlition. I have seen men 
brought in fhmi the stockadu In a dying eonditlofi, begrimed from 
head to foot with their own excrements, and so black fWmi nnoke and 
filth that thej resembled negroes rather than white men. That thki 
description of the stockade alid hos|iital has not been overdrawn, will 
appear firom tlie reports of the snrgeons In charge, appended to thin 
re|Mirt.

The com bread cannot 
lie «*ati*n by many, f«ir to do so wouhl In> tii incn*aH«* the diH(*as«'sof the 
bowels, from which a lar|^) miO«'>^0' <^i^* sufTerinfr, and it is therefon* 
thrown away. All their rations rcceive<l by way of sustenance is two 
ounces of boiled liet^f and half pint of rice soup ]ier day. Under thest* 
drcumstancos, all the skill that can be brouffht to bear upon th(>ir 
eases by the medical officer will avail nothinfr. Another point to 
which I feel it my duty to call your attenti«»n, is the deficiency of m<'<l- 
Idnes. We have bat little more than indi^nous barks and roots 
with which to treat tlie aumervms (<>rms of disease to which our atten- 
tion Is dally called. For the treatment of wounds, ulcers. &c.. we liave 
literally noihlnfir except water. 

Our wards—aome of them — were filh^d with pinfcrene, and we are 
eompelled to fold our arms and look quii^ly upon Its ravages, not even 
bavlBir stimulants to support the qrstem under Its depn*s8ing Influ- 
eneet* thki article beinfr so limited In tupply that It can cmly be h«ued 
for cases nader the knife. I would respectfully call your earnest at- 
tentioo to Ike above foda, In the hope that aomeihlnir may be done to 
nllevteto Ike MflMagn of the alek.

On the ffveniiiff of Norrmbor 7th, 1804, the prisnnen of the i\ S. 
Militnry Prinon Hoppltal. Andemonvllle, (i«., held a mefftinff for th«> 
dlTCUfwion of t)ie op\irming candiflfttm for the ofllce of Prt^idimt of tht* 
UDitiHl 8t«tf« for thf* ooHuinff four jean*, haviofr first ohtaiufnl piT- 
mlwion froin Capt. Win, Militarj (Vitnmander of Primn, to carry on 
an informal election in the prlnon. 

On motion, Mr. Hmitli wan rott^l chairman of thr meeting. Oth<fr 
ofncei*. owinir to ex luting circumKtaiictfi, were ifrnored. 

Tlio meetlnir wan openinl by ^infrint; tlie national anthem, "Coluni 
hia. thf* <li>m of tlin Ocean," conducted liy Mr. J. W. Merrill : al^cr 
which Pr. J. VV. Fay mounted the nmtnim, and ctlified the meetinjr 
by an able addrenn. lie held that tlin |int(ent adniinintration, havinff 
awom, u|ton unterinff a|ion it* dutien, to carry out tlie lawg and Con- 
•titution of the United 8Ute«. had been faithful to itM oath, acting 
wiwiy and J nut in every emcrjrency. He contidered the fealty of 
Oeneral Mctlellan to the Union very doubtful, owinff to bin conduct 
after tlie liattie of Antieum and his intercounio and asHociation witli 
audi traitont and c^tpptfrheads an Jud^ Woodward of Pennsylvania, 
VallaBdiirham, Hall, Wood Brothers, &c., of the Chlcafro Convention. 

The Doctor wan replied to by 8. M. RIker in a few remarks, sustain 
Inff the character of (leneral McClellan for truthfulness and faithful- 
nesa to bis country and the cause for which he had fought. Mr. 
Riker then laade a long, animated speech. He was loudly applaudifl. 
the concisenesB of his ariniinents and palpableiiesa of his conclusions 
kaving a telling efleet od hIa bearera. 

Mr. Delaaey replied to Mr. Riker in a Tery terse manner, denonnc- 
Ing Old Abe with bla greenbacks, and eatablisblng, beyond a doubt, 
that hia ednealkm and politlea were of the md " hard sbeir* demo 
cralle order. 

Mr. Lalhrop being then called for, took the Hand and addreased 
the OMotlng for abovi flfteen minntea In an eaqr, eloqoent manner. He 
npliekl the presMil ndmhitotmlkNi, and waa for carrying on tbia war to 
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\iw blUat mid. He would MdvncaU* no trpAty of ptfirn that would la 
an J nafaner compromlte the peo|>le of tli« North, bat would, if nen^ 
•ary, efiliat for four, eifrht or nivtfwn T»»arp— lonjrpr. If p r ewwary — to 
eobquer th« rrheln. 

Mr. Waterburj took the ntand. H«* claimed that the nlirffer waa 
lirlxcd more hifrhly by the prepent adtuiniatration than the white aol- 
dit*r — that a doxen ni|f(r(*ri« wen* the cause of the Uovemmcnt a cean^ 
' Ing to exclianire priaonem, and niiriTL*'" ^«*re the cauae of our now 
belnir priaonern In the Confederary. He CfrnfUdered he had been do- 
eel v<Hi by the Uovemment, and that tW ayldlera of our armiea were, 
an a whole, awlndled. , %k>^ 

Ijoud calls were made for Mr. Rennet?, wlio came forward, and, 
mnilinfr all over, proclaimed for honeit Old Abe. He sfioke for aoni« 
twentj minutes in a very racy and humorous strain, not without 
«*ffiHrt, as the fro(|uent bursts of appjausi* frave abundant evidence. He 
admitt4d UenomI McClellan t4» be a man of flne inti»ilect and abtlitiea, 
but much pnifemid to ridi! the old lionn*. who waa still able to carry 
lilm, and lind never yet stumbled. He consblen^l tli«« anaconda 
Inisiness of little Mac played ont. This allowing tin* boily to lie in 
tlu* way of the advancin^r rebels, while the tail swingi anmnd and 
crushes them, was not the one that would elect him to the hi|rhest 
fifUce in the favoir of the people of the United Htates. The anaconda 
ffame was a thorough flsale, in his estimation.
